New facility at Fair Hill Training 
Center offers a range of equine 
therapy services, it is owned and 
operated by local trainer Bruce 
Jackson and Buddy Jones. 


D isaster struck Fair Hill 
Training Center on Nov¬ 
ember 1, 2005, when 
a barn known as Chevation 
IV, owned and operated by 
Fair Hill-based trainer Bruce 
Jackson in parmership with 
Florida horseman Buddy Jones, 
was destroyed by fire. Twenty- 
four horses lost their lives. 

Nothing can erase the hor¬ 
ror of that experience. But 
Jackson and Jones have built 
toward the future with a state- 
of-the-art facility newly con¬ 
structed on the site and known 
as the Fair Hill Equine Therapy 
Center. 

The therapy center is a com¬ 
plex consisting of two 20-staU 
barns hnked by a building hous¬ 
ing therapy equipment and addi¬ 
tional stalls. It was constructed 
by B & D Builders, an Amish 
firm based in Lancaster, Pa. 

Services offered include 
the Aqua-Tred (an underwater 
treadmill), solarium therapy, 
shock wave therapy, magnetic 
therapies, acupuncture, thera¬ 
peutic shoeing and dental care. 


A European-style free walker is 
available for use. 

‘dt was a long project, get¬ 
ting to this point,” saidjackson, 
who offers therapy for horses 
under his care as well as those 
based with other trainers sta¬ 
bled at Fair HiU. 

Trainer Barclay Tagg (of 
Funny Cide fame) leases half 
of the therapy center’s stabhng 
facihties. 

^We love it,” said Tagg.

Fair HiU Training Center is 
located near Elkton, Md. It is a 
condominium-style center with 
more than 15 privately owned 
barns, each of them unique.

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E ven at the ancient age of 32, 
Bowl Game would embrace the 
opportunity to demonstrate his 
prowess as a stalHon. Not that any¬ 
thing would come of the effort. 
‘‘He doesn’t know that he’s a geld¬ 
ing,” noted Johnathan Miller, who, 
along with his wife, Elizabeth (Lisa) 
Thompson, cares for the Eclipse 
Award winner and seven other retir¬ 
ees on their 30-acre farm in Paeonian 
Springs, Va. “He always has to have 
a female companion.” 

In this case that would mean one 
of the farm’s several Quarter Horse 
mares. “Anytime any of them gets in 
season, he thinks, ‘Hey, it’s breeding 
time,’ ” added Miller, president of 
Bluemont International, an advisory 
investment group, and the recently 
elected president of Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation (TRF). “He’s 
the dirty old man of the field.” 

Champion male turf runner of 
1979, Bowl Game arrived at Miller 
and Thompson’s northern Virginia 
farm in January 2001. He brought 
along a purple pedigree, a glittering 
curriculum vitae, a somewhat sto¬ 
ried background and a standoffish 
attitude. Bred by Greentree Stud 
and racing in the signature water¬ 
melon pink and black Greentree 
Stable silks. Bowl Game won 11 
of 23 career starts over four sea¬ 
sons—1977 to 1980—^while earning 
$907,083. 

About that purple pedigree: 
His sire, Tom Rolfe, won the 1965 
Preakness and was named champion 
3-year-old. His dam. Around the 
Roses (by Round Table), finished 
second in the 1966 Acorn Stakes 
and also produced the English star 
steeplechaser Sea Pigeon. 

About that glittering CV: Unraced 
at 2 when vexed by bucked shins. 
Bowl Game finished third in his 
two lone efforts the next season, 
nagged by problematic ankles. He 
blossomed as a 4-year-old in 1978 
for trainer John M. Gaver Jr., thriv¬ 
ing at distances of a mile and a quar¬ 
ter and longer, while closing from 
far back in the pack. Potent on the 
dirt but deadly on the turf, he won 
six of 10 starts that year, including 
the Gulfstream Park Handicap-Gl

(main track) and the Pan American and Dixie Handi¬ 
caps (both Grade 2 on the grass), while second in the 
Hollywood Invitational Turf Handicap-Gl and third in 
the Bowling Green Handicap-G2 (both over turf). 

While undeniably terrific at 4, Bowl Game was 
superb at 5, winning half his 10 starts, with a pair of sec¬ 
onds and thirds, while dominating a turf division larded 
with talented male runners—^Noble Dancer (GB), 
Fluorescent Light, Golden Act, Overskate and Native 
Courier—^plus the mares Trillion and Waya (Fr). After 
taking the (mile and a half) Hialeah Turf Cup-G2 in the 
spring, he locked up an Eclipse Award with consecutive 
grass victories in the Arlington Handicap-G2 (mile and 
a hal^, Man o’ War Stakes-Gl (mile and three-eighths). 
Turf Classic-Gl (mile and a half in course record time) 
and Washington, DC., International-Gl (mile and a 
half) from early September through mid-November. 

“There aren’t many genuine mile and a half horses 
around,” Gaver pointed out after the Arlington Handi¬ 
cap, “and at that distance he can beat just about any¬ 
body. He’s a gelding, and we’ll race him as long as he’s 
happy.” 

About that somewhat storied background: “Happy” 
going into the International, Bowl Game exited the 
race less joyfully, suffering from an ouchy tendon. 
He returned at 6 to finish second in a Belmont Park 
allowance in June, but the tendon difficulty persisted, 
precluding any additional racing that season. 

True to Gaver’s promise, Greentree officially retired 
the gelding in the spring of 1981, whereupon he joined 
the stable’s “Gas House Gang” of renowned pension¬ 
ers at its farm near Lexington, Ky. 


And he resided there, or at the 
Greentree farm onLongIsland,N.Y., 
until 1998, when the estate of stable 
matriarch Mrs. John Hay Whitney 
made arrangements to transfer the 
four remaining members of the Gas 
House Gang to the Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation. 

Dispatched by TRF to historic 
Long Branch Farm in Millwood, 
Va., Bowl Game, always small, found 
himself bullied by younger retirees. 
“He was way down the pecking 
order,” recalled Miller. “None of 
those guys knew what his racing 
record was.” 

Miller and Thompson, a long¬ 
time veterinarian-technician at the 
Marion duPont Scott Equine Medi¬ 
cal Center in Leesburg, Va., decided 
to adopt Bowl Game and three 
other Long Branch horses. “I took 
the four scrawniest horses,” Miller 
explained, “because they [Long 
Branch] knew that we would give 
them TLC.” 

Initially, Bowl Game fared poorly 
at his new home, contracting pleu¬ 
risy and pneumonia soon after his 
arrival, perhaps as a result of an 
adverse reaction to shipping. “He 
was looking fairly gaunt, to say 
the least,” Miller remembered. “It 
seemed as if he wasn’t going to 
make it through the winter.” 

TRF colleagues advised euthana¬ 
sia, but Miller and Thompson decid¬ 
ed to treat the iUness aggressively, 
and Bowl Game “pulled through.” 

About that standoffish attitude: 
Being picked on at Long Branch 
made Bowl Game wary of other 
horses, but gradually he got over it. 
“He went from being a highly anti¬ 
social horse to being like a puppy,” 
Miller said. “We keep the herds rela¬ 
tively small, so there are four or five 
in a pasture. Right now, he’s with all 
Thoroughbreds and one really, real¬ 
ly, really obnoxious, ancient Welsh 
pony.” 

Despite Bowl Game’s “dirty old 
man” reputation, “He’s as sweet as 
can be,” Miller related. “He’s treated 
hke the king of the hill—he’s just 
a big old pet, a Labrador retriever 
with a thyroid condition.”

beginning in 1980 and gave Mr. 
Lanahan a second Virginia 
Gold Cup victory in 1979. 

Mr. Lanahan was an invest¬ 
ment banker and civic leader. 
He retired in 1972 as senior 
vice-president of the Baltimore 
investment firm Bache & Co., 
the successor to Stein Brothers 
& Boyce, in which he became a 
partner in 1953. 

At various times, he served 
as chairman of the board of 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, chair¬ 
man of the Greater Baltimore 
Committee and leader of the 
United Way of Central Mary¬ 
land. 

A decorated World War II 
veteran, Mr. Lanahan attained 
the rank of captain while serv¬ 
ing as an Army paratrooper in 
Europe.

His star performer was 
homebred Parade of Roses, a 
1983 daughter of Blues Parade 
who won the 1988 Conniver 
Handicap and placed in four 
other added-money races, earn¬ 
ing $161,608. Parade of Roses 
produced as her second foal 
the 1991 Broad Brush filly 
Gail’s Brush, a graded stakes 
winner bred but not raced by 
Mr. White. Sold by Mr. White 
at auction in 1998, Parade of 
Roses subsequently produced 
stakes winner Private Scandal 
(by Not For Love). 

Mr. White was a Phi Beta 
Kappa graduate of Princeton 
University and an Army Signal 
Corps veteran of World War 
11. His military service included 
tours of duty in France and 
Japan, during which he rose to 
the rank of lieutenant. 

He made his career as an 
investment banker and managing 
partner at Alex. Brown & Sons 
in Baltimore, remaining active in 
business until three years ago. 

Mr. White also was a strong 
advocate for land conservation.

Charles Town 
stakes cut 
results from 
dwindling share 
of siots revenue 


C harles Town’s horsemen are telling us something. 

Let’s hope the racing industry—in Maryland and 
elsewhere—^is listening. 

''Slot machines, in themselves, are not a panacea” 
is the warning from Randy Funkhouser, president of the 
Charles Town Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association (HBPA). 

Since slots were introduced at Charles Town in 1997, 
West Virginia’s breeding and racing industry has prospered 
as never before. 

But the purse account’s share of the revenue for 2006 
won’t stretch far enough to cover the entire schedule of 
stakes announced earlier this season; as a result, 26 open 
stakes have been trimmed from the program. 

As with most situations involving race tracks and 
horsemen, the issues are clouded by various different 
agendas. A sizeable contingent of local owners and trainers 
would prefer to have as few open stakes as possible—their 
concern being that these races are often won by out-of- 
state stables who siphon off purse money that might 
otherwise be used to support the Charles Town economy. 

The overarching issue, however, is the horsemen’s share 
of slots revenue. Last year, for the first time, revenue 
to the purse account from slots decreased, as the state 
began collecting an excise tax that kicks in when slots play 
reaches a certain level. Also in a new and unwelcome twist, 
horsemen were forced to turn over a substantial chunk of 
their slots revenue—more than $4.9 million—^to the West 
Virginia workers’ compensation fund. 

Slots can be a boon to racing, but the original legislation 
must provide a fair share for purses and safeguards to keep 
the state from using horsemen’s revenue to bridge its fiscal 
gaps. Charles Town, unfortunately, is becoming a prime 
example of what can happen when the purse account 
doesn’t have that kind of protection. ^ 
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Larry Murray: 
Maryland racing’s 
Renaissance man 


Murray is responsible for all aspects of Sondra and Howard 
Bender’s perennially successful breeding and racing operation — 
selecting broodmares, planning matings, overseeing the farm 
and training a string of 20 runners at Baurel Park.

W hen La Reine's Terms— 
a battle-scarred 10-year- 
old who had not raced 
in more than a year—^powered 
to victory in last year’s Maryland 
Million Turf, attention namraUy 
turned to trainer Larry Murray 
Low-key as ever, Murray, 
having just accomphshed one 
of the most remarkable train¬ 
ing feats in the history of the 
Maryland Million, directed aU 
the attention right back to the 
horse. 

‘‘He trained himself,” said 
Murray “If he acted like he 
wanted to do something, we 
didn’t stand in his way” 

It was just the kind of 
response you’d expect from 
Murray, who, though never at a 
loss for words, is often known 
to reach supreme heights of 
eloquence when his horses do 
the talking. 

As the private trainer for 
perennially successful owners 
Howard and Sondra Bender, 
as weU as the one who over¬ 
sees their farm, chooses the 
broodmares (for a band of 
approximately 20) and plans 
the matings (typically to mid- 


priced Kentucky sires), Murray, 
53, has built his career around 
quahty horses while filling a 
role that is all but extinct in 
today’s racing world. 

In some ways, Murray’s job 
is a throwback to the era when 
vast breeding operations such 
as Paul Mellon’s Rokeby Farm 
campaigned generation after 
generation of top-quality run¬ 
ners and rehed on their private 
trainers to fine-mne the gene 
pool. 

“We’re very lucky he’s our 
trainer—and nobody else’s,” 
said Howard Bender. 

Curiously, the Benders were 
considered to be taking a big 
risk when they turned the stable 
over to Murray back in 1989. 
Howard Bender, president of 
Washington, D.C.-based Blake 
Construction Co., and his wife, 
Sondra, had entered the rac¬ 
ing business full force in 1984 
with longtime veteran Marvin 
Moncrief as their trainer. They 
enjoyed immediate success 
with numerous stakes wins in 
their first few years, topped by 
Southern Appeal’s victory in 
the 1985 Laurel Futurity-Gl. 


Moncrief’s death in the fall 
of 1988, at age 55 following a 
long battle with cancer, was a 
deep blow to the Benders per¬ 
sonally as well as to their racing 
stable. “He was our friend, in 
addition to being our trainer,” 
said Sondra Bender. 

For a while, the racing oper¬ 
ation was in turmoil. The low 
point, recalled Howard Bender, 
came early one morning when 
the assistant trainer called the 
Benders and asked them what 
he should do with the horses 
that day. Their new trainer had 
disappeared from the job. 

Murray, meanwhile, was 
managing Glade Valley Farms, 
the Frederick, Md., breeding 
establishment in which Howard 
Bender inherited a major inter¬ 
est from his father, the farm’s 
co-founder Jack 1. Bender. 

No novice on the race 
track—^he spent some of his 
formative years as assistant 
to Phipps stable trainer John 
Russell—Murray had never 
trained a stable on his own. But 
he wanted to take on the job. 
Glade Valley’s era as a promi¬ 
nent commercial establishment 


was coming to an end, and 
Murray figured he could both 
train the Bender horses and 
keep tabs on the farm opera¬ 
tion. 

“He threw his hat in the 
ring,” recalled Howard Bender. 
“And we trusted him. A lot of 
people told us we were cra 2 y— 
that Larry didn’t know enough, 
that there were better trainers 
available.” 

In the 17 years since then, 
Murray has trained 24 stakes 
winners for the Benders, 
almost all of them homebreds. 
A few years ago, the stable 
went on an exceptional roll, 
with the Benders taking honors 
as Maryland’s breeder of the 
year in 2001, ’02 and ’03. In 
2002 it reached a 2 enith—nine 
horses bred by the Benders 
won stakes. Seven of those 
horses raced for the Benders, 
and together accounted for 13 
stakes wins. 

Although 2006 (so far) has 
been a lackluster season by 
those rarefied standards, the 
Bender stable campaigns one 
of the best older Maryland- 
bred distaffers in current com-

petition, multiple stakes winner 
Promenade Girl. 

ON TRACK 

Murray’s daily routine begins 
like that of many trainers. 
Climbing into his battered gray 
2003 Toyota Corolla (“I beat 
cars to death. It doesn’t make 
sense for me to have a fancy 
one.”), he leaves Glade Valley 
around 4:40 a.m. and about 
50 minutes later rolls through 
the Laurel Park stable gate. 
His destination. Barn 5, sits in 
quiet anonymity—no banner 
hanging under the shedrow, no 
monogrammed feed tubs or 
webbings. 

The barn decor is “prob¬ 
ably a holdover from Glade 
VaUey,” acknowledged Murray. 
Emphasis on function rather 
than show was the prescribed 
way for Dr. Robert A. Leonard, 
the longtime Glade Valley 


managing partner who hired 
Murray and mentored him 
on the running of the farm. 
“Doc Leonard [a veterinar¬ 
ian] beheves in taking care of 
the horses the best you can as 
opposed to dressing up,” said 
Murray. 

Many of the grooms, and 
assistant trainer Randy Bright, 
are already at work when 
Murray arrives, and he gives 
them all, along with the rangy 
cahco cat Roxie, a friendly but 
businesshke greeting. 

Murray’s assistant is a well- 
schooled horseman in his own 
right—a Camden, S.C., native 
who started out with Marion 
duPont Scott’s steeplechase 
stable in 1972, served as an 
assistant to trainer BiUy Turner 
in New York, and followed 
up with a stint with Buckland 
Farm and trainer G. Allen 
Darlington. Bright was one of 
the first people Murray hired 


after taking over the Bender 
stable. 

“We’ve been together so 
long, we think ahke,” said 
Bright. “A lot of times he can 
look at me, and I’ll say, d already 
did that.’ ” 

Bright’s wife, Karyn—they 
met on the job and married 
nine years ago—^is one of five 
full-time grooms employed by 
the stable. And she was the one 
entrusted with the notoriously 


difficult but much revered La 
Reine’s Terms. 

“The reason I got him is 
that nobody else wanted him,” 
said Karyn. “He was so nasty, 
but he was better with women.” 
Karyn broke down in tears 
when La Reine’s Terms retired 
from the track and since then, 
in her words, she hasn’t been 
the same.

two exercise riders, has been 
with him a long time. One 
reason for the low turnover, he 
believes, is the fact that every¬ 
one gets a day off once a week. 
‘‘Our pay is about average,’’ 
Murray said. “But we’re one 
of the few stables that gives a 
day off, and they really seem 
to appreciate it. The only ones 
who don’t have a regular day 
off are me and Randy.” 

Murray is known as a gen¬ 
tle boss. “He never yells,” said 
Karyn. And he looks for the 
same quality in his help. “The 
last thing we want is for people 
to get rough with the horses,” 
he said. 

O ther key employees include 
Matt DiUon, the stable fore¬ 
man who travels with horses 
shipping out-of-town; longtime 
groom Horacio Predanas; and 
exercise riders Henry Mesias 
and Whyatt Johnson, who take 
horses to the track in sets of 


two, often accompanied by 
Murray on his stable pony, an 
ex-race horse officially named 
Overreaching but known sim¬ 
ply as “the pony.” 

Both exercise riders have 
traveled a long route to be 
entrusted with the Bender 
horses. Mesias, 58 years old, 
has spent decades taking horses 
on their morning outings; he 
leaves Murray’s barn each day 
for another full-time shift as a 
track security guard. Johnson 
rode races with some success 
earlier in his life. 

The number of horses in 
the barn hovers around 20 at 
any given time, though it dips 
shghtly during the months 
when grass racing—a specialty 
of many Bender horses—is not 
being conducted. In mid-July, 
Murray had six 2-year-olds, with 
another four being brought 
along by Barbara Graham at 
the Middleburg Training Center 
and due to join the stable by 
the fall. 

Every single one of the 
horses who joins Murray’s 
contingent at Laurel Park is 
a homebred and a Maryland- 
bred—foaled at Glade Valley 
from a mare owned by the 
Benders. Yearhngs are raised 
at the home farm before being 
sent in the fall for their early 
education with Lucia Carroll 
in South Carolina. To say that 
Murray is intimately acquaint¬ 
ed with them aU would be an 
understatement. He can look at 
a 2-year-old filly and recall the 
most minute details involving 
her dam at exactly that same 
stage of development. 

“When you stay with the 
same family, you tend to see the 
same things. One mare’s foals 
all have a left ankle; another 
has foals with bad feet. We try 
to breed those things out of 
them—sometimes we’re able to 
do that, and sometimes not,” 
Murray explained. 

His training techniques, he 
admitted, tend toward the con¬ 
servative. “I’m probably too 
easy on them,” he said. “But 
we start with a certain group, 
and that’s aU we get. We don’t 
claim or buy a replacement if 
something goes wrong. The last 
thing I want to do is shorten 
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their careers—Fm always look¬ 
ing toward longevity. We're not 
geared toward 2-year-old rac- 
ing." 

Developing stakes-cali¬ 
ber runners—often known as 
‘‘Saturday afternoon horses"— 
is the goal. And Murray if need 
be, will steel himself to lose 
an underachiever in a claiming 
race. “You have to place them 
where they can win," he said. 

Although Murray doesn't 
plan for it to happen that way, 
the Bender runners, for the 
most part, seem to be natural- 
born turf speciahsts. Murray 
makes a point of not training 
them on the turf course. 

“If they're going to like it, 
they'll like it," he said. “They've 
all worked well enough on the 
main track that we haven't had 
to work them on the grass. 
Sometimes we let them gaUop 
on the turf course as a treat." 

It's also part of the trainer's 
conditioning program. Horses 
get more exercise when they 
work on the dirt, he beheves, 
and the extra conditioning 
gives them a boost when they 
race on the grass. 

Training goes on until 10 
o'clock each morning, inter¬ 
rupted only by the harrow 
break [routine track mainte¬ 
nance] around 8. During the 
break, Murray slips into his 
office—a dusty 10 by lO-foot 
ceU-hke space adjacent to the 
tack room—and chats with the 
boss(es). Most mornings both 
Howard and Sondra Bender are 
on the phone, precisely at 8:15, 
wanting to know what's going 
on. It's not that the Benders 
teU Murray how to run the 
operation; it's just that they 
hke to hear how their horses 
are doing—the good, bad and 
everything in between. “If they 
didn't call. I'd figure I must have 
gotten fired," said Murray. 

As weekends approach, 
the talk often turns to dining 
room reservations, because the 
Bender horses almost never run 
a race of any significance—in 
Maryland or elsewhere—with¬ 
out the Benders on hand. 

Travehng is unavoidable 
during the summer when hve 
racing shuts down in Maryland. 
But Murray also sets his sights

on stakes races year-round 
at tracks in New Jersey, New 
York, Delaware, Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, as well as in 
his home state. 

So the Benders and Murray 
can often be found on the road, 
—or in the Benders' private 


plane—^pursuing the kind of 
thrills that melt away years of 
effort. 

Murray, after happily going 
about his morning chores in a 
safety vest and black helmet, 
shps easily into a coat and tie, 
looking hke an executive— 


which he is. But the hands-on 
part of Murray's job will quick¬ 
ly re-emerge as he goes to the 
paddock to saddle the horse. 

“I have a lot of confidence 
in my help and I'm sure they'd 
do fine," he said, explaining 
why he very rarely lets an as sis-

tant handle everything when 
horses race out-of-town. ^‘But I 
couldn’t imagine sitting at home 
or in the Cracked Claw [off¬ 
track betting site] and watching 
one of the horses run.” 

If he happens to be driv¬ 
ing back late and alone from 
one of the New Jersey tracks, 
Murray, likely as not, will sleep 
that night on the frayed old 
sofa in his race track office, 
surrounded by winner’s circle 
pictures (one photo of each of 
the best ones he’s trained) and 
a glamour photo of his wife, 
Janice. 

FARM LIFE 

However, Murray is at heart 
a family man, and his thoughts, 
and presence, are never far 
from Glade VaUey—home to 
his own family and those of 
his horses. 

Most days, after training 
hours are over, Murray heads 
home for lunch and then 
spends a few hours on farm 
business, consulting frequent¬ 
ly with office manager Joy 
Fhckinger and farm manager 
Mike Figgins. 

Glade Valley houses not 
only the Benders’ 20 mares, 
but also four mares owned by 


a group composed of Howard 
and Sondra Bender and other 
members of the Bender fam¬ 
ily that does business as Glade 
VaUey Farms Inc. 

Strictly a market breeder. 
Glade Valley Farms Inc. bred 
one of the best runners to come 
off the farm in recent years, 
multiple stakes winner Some- 
thinaboutbetty (Forestry— 
Here Comes Betty, by Cox’s 
Ridge), who sold for $180,000 
at the 2004 Saratoga Yearhng 
sale. Resold to a partnership 
headed by legendary men’s bas¬ 
ketball coach Rick Pitino for 
$300,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Calder Two-Year-Olds sale, 
Somethinaboutbetty has career 
earnings of $179,920 from 10 
starts; she most recently placed 
second in the Lake George 
Stakes-G3 at Saratoga. 

Howard and Sondra Bender, 
of course, breed to race, with 
only occasional forays as con¬ 
signors at yearhng sales. Each 
year, Murray arranges a few 
matings designed for com¬ 
mercial value—to improve the 
operation’s profit/loss status, 
as he explained. However, he 
added, he’s under no pressure 
to do it that way. 

‘^Somebody once told me 
that the best way to run a horse 


operation is to sell the top third 
and the bottom third and race 
the middle third—because 
that’s where the good horses 
are most hkely to come from,” 
Murray recounted. ‘T always 
thought that was sage advice.” 

So is that the procedure? 
‘‘No,” said Murray, with a smile. 
“Mr. Bender would never let us 
seU a third of the foal crop. The 
Benders love to race.” 

This year, the Benders had 
two yearlings consigned to the 
Saratoga Select sale: a Hennessy 
colt out of Affirmed Class (by 
Affirmed); and a filly by Tale 
of the Cat out of the A.P. Indy 
mare Indy Power, from the 
family of their graded stakes 
winners Clever Power and 
Secret Odds. At Keeneland, 
Glade VaUey is scheduled to 
seU a Harlan’s HoUday colt out 
of the Co 22 ene mare Maryland 
Mist, who is a daughter of the 
Benders’ outstanding producer 
(and 2003 Maryland brood¬ 
mare of the year) Foufa (by 
Storm Bird). 

Murray has set as his goal 
to “every year improve the 
stock and keep breeding bet¬ 
ter horses.” Choosing stalUons 
who can make a good fit with 
the Bender mares is obviously a 
key aspect of Murray’s job, and 


it seems to be a challenge that 
he particularly enjoys. 

“I think about it every 
day,” he said, whUe adding that 
Howard Bender’s assistant, 
Deepak Ohri, sometimes makes 
suggestions that are factored 
into the mix. Murray favors 
proven sires who had racing 
abiUty; he prefers horses who 
stood up well to training and 
showed speed. Perhaps ironi¬ 
cally, he spurns turf horses— 
“for some reason they don’t 
seem to come up with run¬ 
ners,” he said. 

Murray watches major stakes 
throughout the country with 
a sharp eye, noting subtleties 
that wiU influence his decisions 
when top horses enter stud. 
Most years, he makes a trip to 
Kentucky to check out new 
stallions. 

One of the most memorable 
of these visits involved Giant’s 
Causeway. “He had so much 
heart as a race horse—if he saw 
you, he would beat you,” com¬ 
mented Murray. “And he had 
a terrible ride in the Breeders’ 
Cup. 

“When I went to Kentucky, 
it made me weak in the knees 
just looking at him. He was 
standing for $125,000. I told 
Mr. Bender how I felt, and he 
said, ‘Why don’t we breed to 
him?’ The only way we could 
spend that much on a stud fee, 
I told Mr. Bender, was if we 
sold the foal. We didn’t breed 
to him, because Mr. Bender 
wouldn’t promise me he’d seU 
the foal.” 

Murray believes in spreading 
the risk: He rarely breeds two 
mares to the same horse in the 
same year. 

The Bender mares deUvered 
2006 foals by Alphabet Soup, 
Johannesburg, Smart Strike, 
Stormy Atlantic and Tale of 
the Cat, among others. All but 
Johannesburg were proven 
sires, noted Murray. He selected 
Johannesburg, a champion son 
of Hennessy, for a mating with 
stakes producer Nashly (by 
Island Whirl) with the intention 
of selling the foal. 

“Nashly [dam of multiple 
stakes winner Cruise Along, by 
Runaway Groom] is 17, and we 
don’t know how many more

F ollowing are 10 of the most distin¬ 
guished race horses trained by Larry 
Murray AH were bred and owned by 
Howard and Sondra Bender: 

La Reiners Terms, dk.b./br.c., 1995, 
Private Terms—La Reine Elaine, by 
King’s Bishop. Campaigned for seven 
seasons, until age 10, winning 16 of 
40 starts with nine seconds or thirds, 
for earnings of $781,581. His 11 stakes 
wins included the NTRA Great State 
ChaUenge Invitational Turf Stakes and 
two runnings of the Maryland Million 
Turf; also placed in graded company at 3. 
Voted to two Maryland-bred champion 
titles in 2002: older male and mrf runner. 
The Benders bought his dam privately 
late in her racing career; La Reine Elaine, 
a fuU sister to the granddam of 2006 
Kentucky Derby winner Barbaro, pro¬ 
duced two other stakes horses. La Reine’s 
Terms was the final foal for La Reine 
Elaine, who died at age 15 of foakng 
compHcations the year after he was born. 
A stud career for La Reine’s Terms may 
be next; he was bred to two mares this 
past spring, and one—owned by Glade 
VaUey—is in foal. 

Foufa’s Warrior, ch.g., 2000, Jade 
Hunter—^Foufa, by Storm Bird. Still in 
competition, Foufa’s Warrior most recent¬ 
ly finished third in the Caesar Rodney 
Stakes on July 16 at Delaware Park, boost¬ 
ing his career earnings to $504,320. He 
has placed in two other stakes this season 
in four starts. In 28 career starts, he has 
won or placed in 13 stakes, including the 
2003 Kent Breeders’ Cup-G3, in which 
he set a Delaware Park course record. 
Half-brother to stakes winners Maryland 
Moon, Full Brush, Certantee and Media 
Access, all bred by the Benders from 
Foufa, whom they bought for $90,000 
at the 1989 Keeneland January sale with 
Maryland Moon in utero. Foufa was Mary¬ 
land’s broodmare of the year for 2003. 

Secret Odds, b.c., 1990, Secreto— 
Clever Miss, by Kaskasia. Won or placed 
in 13 stakes, with highlights including a 
victory in the 1994 Maryland Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap-G3 and a second in the 
1992 Champagne Stakes-Gl. Earned 
$443,841. Champion Maryland-bred 2- 
year-old male. Dam, purchased by the 
Benders for $75,000 at the 1984 Keene¬ 
land November sale, also produced grad¬ 
ed winners Integra and Clever Power (the 
latter of whom raced for the Benders 
before Murray became their trainer). 


Green Darlin, ch.f., 1989, Green 
Dancer—^Al’s DarHn, by Alydar. Won 
the Delaware Handicap-G2 and Geisha 
Handicap at 4 in 1993; also graded- 
placed. Earned $228,272. First foal was 
stakes winner Dancin Rahy. The Benders 
bought her dam for $400,000 as a year- 
Hng at Keeneland in 1985; Al’s DarHn 
was unraced but produced Green DarHn 
as her first foal. 

Maryland Moon, ch.c., 1989, A1 
Mamoon—Foufa, by Storm Bird. 
Campaigned for six seasons, winning or 
placing in 13 stakes and earning $420,223. 
Second in the 1993 Washington, DC., 
International-Gl. Half-brother to Foufa’s 
Warrior (see above). 

King’s Nest, dk.b./br.c., 1985, 
RoHicking—^Empty Nest, by No Robbery. 
Trained by Marvin Moncrief early in his 
career, he gave Murray one of the first 
and best thriHs as a trainer when he 
annexed the Maryland Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes on Preakness day in 1989, then 
took the 1990 running of the General 
George Stakes. A graded winner at 3, 
he won or placed in 10 stakes (two for 
Murray), earning $513,024. 

Promenade Girl, b.f., 2002, Carson 
City—Promenade Colony, by Pleasant 
Colony. Current star of the stable. Seven 


stakes wins and placings at ages 3 and 4 
from 13 starts for earnings of $280,540 to 
date. Her dam. Promenade Colony—out 
of the Northern Dancer daughter Dance 
Review—was purchased by the Benders 
for $460,000, in foal to Woodman, at the 
1998 Keeneland November sale and is a 
fuH sister to Grade 2 winner and stakes 
producer Dance Colony and half-sister 
to Grade 1 winners Another Review and 
No Review. Promenade Colony, now 14, 
has a 2006 fiHy by Tale of the Cat and is 
in foal to Smart Strike. 

Runaway Stream, gfg-, 1987, 
Runaway Groom—Float Upstream, by 
Nile Delta. Won or placed in nine stakes, 
earning $402,693. Two Grade 3 victo¬ 
ries: Polynesian and Baltimore Breeders’ 
Cup Handicaps; four graded stakes plac¬ 
ings include a third in the 1990 Pegasus 
Handicap-Gl. 

Pickupspeed, dk.b./br.c., 1997, 
Broad Brush—^Wakerup, by Tunerup. 
Won or placed in nine stakes, earning 
$406,521. 

Secret River, b.f, 1997, Secret 
Odds—^Wide River, by Broad Brush. 
Won two stakes at age 5, including 
AH Along Breeders’ Cup-G3; earned 
$242,540 while winning or placing in 14 
of 20 starts.

foals we’U get out of her” said 


Murray, explaining his ratio¬ 
nale. ‘‘Johannesburg had 140 2- 
year-olds in his first crop com¬ 
ing to the races this year, so we 
figured he had a pretty good 
chance of making it.” So far, 
Murray seems correct: through 
August 1, Johannesburg was 
the nation’s leading freshman 
sire. 

Murray’s experience with 
the first crop of another sire— 
Tale of the Cat—offered an 
encouraging precedent. Glade 
Valley’s best sales success to 
date came with Tale of the 
Cat’s son Fearless Devil (out of 
Here Comes Betty), who sold 
at the 2001 Saratoga Yearling 
sale for $450,000. 

The Benders own shares 
in eight stallions, but Murray 
utili 2 es only one of them on 
a regular basis: the three-time 
leading Maryland sire Not For 
Love. The others are Concern, 
Deputed Testamony (now pen¬ 


sioned), Parmer’s Hero, Private 
Terms (recently pensioned). 
Runaway Groom, Waquoit and 
Wayne County (Ire). 

Just as critical to their breed¬ 
ing operation is careful selec¬ 
tion—and pruning—of the 
broodmare band. Generally, 
only the best of the Benders’ 
female runners are candidates 
for the program. “Some peo¬ 
ple win say, ‘So-and-so doesn’t 
seem to be making it on the 
race track, so I think we’U breed 
her,’ ” observed Murray. “I just 
can’t imagine trying to breed 
horses that way.” 

Asked to pinpoint the 
Benders’ best mare, Murray 
chose Wide River (1993, Broad 
Brush), who produced two 
stakes winners from her first 
two foals to race: Secret River, a 
1997 daughter of Secret Odds 
who won the 2002 All Along 
Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 and 
Lady Baltimore Stakes, earn¬ 
ing $242,540; and the Not For 


Love daughter River Cruise 
($169,720), whose three stakes 
wins and placings included the 
2003 running of the Maryland 
Million Oaks. 

Wide River belongs to a 
family that has been in pro¬ 
duction for the Benders since 
the 1980s. They bought Wide 
River’s, dam Float Upstream 
(by Nile Delta), from Marvin 
Moncrief. Float Upstream was 
the dam of graded winner 
Runaway Stream ($402,693), 
whom the Benders raced but 
did not breed; the Benders 
did, however, breed her two 
stakes-placed runners: Stream 
Crossing (by Waquoit) and 
King’s Float (by King’s Nest). 

In terms of investment, 
however, the lead brood¬ 
mare is Promenade Girl’s 
dam. Promenade Colony. 
The handsomely bred daugh¬ 
ter of Pleasant Colony cost 
a heart-stopping $460,000, in 
foal to Woodman, at the 1998 
Keeneland November sale. 
Murray had never before asked 
the Benders to pay anything 
close to that amount for a mare. 
“I thought she was worth about 
$350,000, but Ohri gave me 
the elbow [urging him to keep 
on bidding],” Murray recalled. 
Promenade Colony, 14, has a 
2006 fiUy by Tale of die Cat 
and is in foal to Smart Strike. 

Other prominent mem¬ 
bers of the broodmare band 
include the young prospects 
Cruise Along (a foal of 1998) 
and Media Access (1998, 
Devil’s Bag), both stakes win¬ 
ners bred and raced by the 
Benders. Cruise Along has a 
2006 fiUy by Smart Strike and 
is in foal to Ti 2 now; Media 
Access has a yearling colt by 
Mr. Greeley and a wearding colt 
by Langfuhr; she is in foal to 
Mr. Greeley. 

And then thereis Foufa—the 
23-year-old matriarch who pro¬ 
duced five of the Benders’ all- 
time best runners: stakes win¬ 
ners Foufa’s Warrior, Maryland 
Moon, Full Brush, Certantee 
and Media Access. Together, 
Foufa’s five stakes winners have 
earned well over $1.8 million. 
Foufa had a Diamond fiUy this 


year and was bred to St Averil 
but failed to conceive. 

“She’s probably going to 
rest on her laurels,” said Mur¬ 
ray, “but we haven’t ruled out 
breeding her one more time.” 

No farm operation can keep 
them aU. To maintain turnover, 
Murray typically sends aging 
mares to commercially appeal¬ 
ing sires, and sells them, in 
foal, at auction. “We won’t sell 
a mare who has no value,” he 
explained. “But if we can sell a 
mare who has a few more foals 
in her and raise some capital, 
that seems like the thing to 
do.” 

The pensioners’ field at 
Glade Valley is home to five 
broodmares and Murray’s old 
lead pony. 

GETTING THERE 

Rumor has it that Glade 
Valley Farms—a vast 560-acre 
facility only partially occupied 
by the Benders’ current opera¬ 
tion—has found a buyer. The 
rumor is true, according to 
Murray. But he adds that no 
one expects the farm to change 
hands in the near future. 
Zoning issues are holding back 
the transaction—and could do 
so for the next 20 years. 

Murray dreams of designing 
a smaller and more practical 
farm for the Benders’ horses. 
But if that time ever comes, 
leaving Glade VaUey undoubt¬ 
edly win be a wrenching pro¬ 
cess for him and his family. 

When Murray arrived at 
Glade VaUey back in 1979, he 
was a fresh-faced lad of 26— 
fUled with energy and common 
sense but lacking even the most 
basic skUls of farm hfe. 

“I’d never even ridden a 
tractor,” said Murray, who grew 
up just outside the fence of 
Belmont Park in New York. 
“Doc Leonard taught me 
everything. He spent a year 
showing me how he wanted 
things done.” 

Murray had already come in 
contact with the racing business 
from several different sides— 
from his father, Larry Murray 
Sr., who worked for many years 
as a mutuel clerk at the New 
York tracks; from his mater- 
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Sondra and Howard Bender have campaigned 24 stakes winners since Larry Murray became their trainer in 1989.

nal grandfather, Mickey Miles, 
who had been a jockey (riding 
mostly in Europe because he 
had trouble making the weight 
in the U.S.); and from his uncle, 
Tom Miles, a longtime trainer 
in New England. 

As a youth, Murray gravitat¬ 
ed to the Belmont Park back- 
stretch, where he walked hots 
on weekends and during sum¬ 
mer vacations. 

Deciding that college was 
teaching him few things he 
truly needed to know, he quit 
after completing two years at 
a community college when 
he was offered a job with the 
Ogden Mills Phipps racing sta¬ 
ble in 1972—the year after its 
Numbered Account earned an 
Eclipse Award as the nation's 
champion 2-year-old filly. 

After a short time, Phipps 
trainer John Russell chose 
Murray as his assistant. “John 
Russell was a big influence on 
me," said Murray. “He had a 
definite knack for develop¬ 
ing horses, and he would go 
to great lengths to keep them 
happy. Also, I learned a lot 
from the old grooms up in New 
York. Some of them had been 
working for the same people 
for a long time, and they made 
grooming horses an art." 

With the Phipps stable 
undergoing transition, Murray 
left after four years and found 
a job with the Murty Brothers 
air transportation company. He 
stayed in that job for three 
years, accompanying horses 
in the cargo hold on trips to 
Europe, South America, Japan 
and South Africa, among other 
places. 

Reflecting, perhaps, his own 
natural composure, Murray 
came away without any “night¬ 
mare stories of horses pitch¬ 
ing fits," according to his wife. 
But Janice Murray, who went 
on some of the travels, wiU 
never forget their trip to South 
America with 35 broodmares— 
“when the lights went out and 
one of the mares broke loose." 

It was Murray's wife who 
helped land the two of them 
at Glade Valley. Janice Murray 
had been famihar with the farm 
all her life, having grown up in 


the Frederick area. Her sister, 
then working as an exercise 
rider at Glade Valley, told Larry 
and Janice that Leonard was 
looking for someone to step 
into the role of manager. 

“Janice wanted to come 
back and be near her mother," 
said Murray. “She told me, ‘If 
it doesn't work out, we can 
always leave.'" 

The Murrays had met four 
years earlier in Aiken, S.C., 
where he was training a string 
of the Phipps horses and she 
was working as a groom. They 
were married in 1980, soon 
after setding in at Glade Valley. 
By that time, as Larry recalled, 
he was too busy to get a haircut 
for his wedding day. 


The couple has raised three 
children on the farm: Patrick, 
24, a graduate of the University 
of Maryland, College Park, 
works as the bilhng manager 
for a physical therapy firm and 
hves in Rockville, Md.; Brian, 
22, is an apprentice electri¬ 
cian; and Shea, 18, graduated 
from high school this past 
spring and is working as a 
nursing assistant with plans 
for a career as a registered 
nurse. The younger two still 
hve at home. 

Janice Murray—^in addi¬ 
tion to keeping the books for 
the Bender racing operation 
—^works part-time at St. Peter's 
Church in Liberty town, a job 
that keeps her close to the 




other major aspect of her and 
her husband's hves. 

Murray, brought up in an 
Irish-Catholic household, 
retains a deep rehgious faith. 
Both he and his wife volunteer 
many hours for their church, 
which is also the center of 
many of their social activities. 

On summer evenings, their 
friends sometimes drop by to 
sit on the porch of the Mur¬ 
rays' cenmries-old stone house 
overlooking the farm pond and 
watch the sunset. 

“They have a drink and as 
soon as the sun sets, they get 
up and leave," said Murray. 
“Because they know what time 
m be getting up the next morn¬ 
ing." ^ 
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Do race horse 
medications cause 
problems in the 
breeding shed? 

Breeders and veterinarians are wary 
about iong-term effects from commonly 
used substances, by Michele MacDonald

Ihen Cynthia and 
' Charles McGinnes ga 2 e 
out across the fields of 
their historic Thornmar Farm 
near Chestertown, Md., they 
see more than just the prom¬ 
ise of the future in the bulg¬ 
ing barrels of their pregnant 
broodmares. 

They also see what Cynthia 
McGinnes beheves is the 
very troubhng present of 
Thoroughbred racing in the 
United States. The specter of 
rampant use of potent drugs 
in horses hovers over not only 
every starting gate on every 
race track on every race day 
in the U.S., it also could cloud 
the health of the mares who 
will deliver tomorrow’s equine 
athletes at Thornmar and other 
horse farms across the nation. 

McGinnes, who with her 
husband was honored as 
Maryland’s breeder of the year 
for 2004, recalled that she first 
began to notice some unusu¬ 
al health issues in her mares 
about eight years ago. Those 
problems escalated until now 
she beheves she has to keep the 
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majority of their band of 35 
mares on at least one hormone 
or other medicinal treatment 
in order to maintain pregnancy 
through dehvery. 

She cited as the primary cul¬ 
prit the long-term administra¬ 
tion of drugs that have become 
routine tools on American 
backstretches—primarily ana¬ 
bolic steroids and corticoste¬ 
roids. 

‘d just think it is really, really 
sad. They’re ruining horses,” 
McGinnes declared, asserting 
that she believes one effect of 
race track drug use has been 
an increased number of mares 
with equine Cushing’s disease, 
also known as pituitary pars 
intermedia dysfunction. The 
syndrome is a hormonal disor¬ 
der caused by an unusually high 
level of corticosteroids, which 
can occur naturally. However, 
she suggested that it is not a 
coincidence that one of the 
results of the use of synthetic 
steroids can be the failure of 
the equine metabolism to prop¬ 
erly regulate production of nat¬ 
ural substances in the body. 

While other farm owners 
and managers in the region may 
not have reached the same con¬ 
clusion about Cushing’s disease. 


they agreed that widespread use 
of steroids has caused some 
issues in their breeding sheds. 
Filhes and mares who have 
been given anabohc steroids 
tend to exhibit aggressive, stud- 
dish behavior and can experi¬ 
ence problems conceiving, at 
least on a temporary basis. 

^‘Steroids are a big prob¬ 
lem that we see,” said Randy 
Funkhouser, who operates 
West Virginia’s largest stud 
farm, O’Sullivan Farms, near 
Charles Town. ‘‘It’s become a 
lot harder to get mares in foal 
that are 90 days off the track 
than it used to be.” 

Some of those mares do not 
cycle properly, and others have 
small, hard ovaries. Funkhouser 
recalled one who acted like a 
stallion, even mounting other 
mares. “She obviously was full 
of steroids, which was very 
counterproductive,” he said. 

“You can tell an individual 
that’s had a significant amount 
of steroids as medication on 
the race track,” added William 
K. (Billy) Boniface, breed¬ 
ing manager at Bonita Farm 
in Darhngton, Md. “A lot of 
times, it takes me a significant 
amount of time to get them 
cychng properly.” 


“That’s a real problem for 
us,” agreed Audrey Murray, 
who co-owns Murmur Farm, 
also in Darlington, with her 
husband, Allen. Murray said 
that 2006 was generally a good 
year for breeding at Murmur, 
but noted that several mares 
needed to be bred over the 
course of five heat cycles, 
including one who had been at 
the farm since December and 
was not confirmed in foal until 
mid-July. 

“I said, ‘Fm going to go in 
the house and get a bottle of 
champagne,’ ” Murray recalled. 
“Hooray! We finally did it. I just 
hope she stays in foal.” 

Even if they conceive, some 
mares who have raced for an 
extended period seem to have a 
difficult time maintaining their 
pregnancies, Murray explained. 
However, there is no scientific 
evidence that race track drugs 
have caused this problem—or 
any other problem, for that 
matter. 

Despite widespread usage 
of steroids, there has been vir¬ 
tually no significant research 
into their long-term effects on 
horses, either breeding stock 
or those stiU engaged in some 
manner of work activity, a fact 


that Dr. William Solomon, 
a veterinarian and owner of 
Pin Oak Lane Farm in New 
Freedom, Pa., said makes dis¬ 
cussion based on anecdotal 
accounts, such as McGinnes’s, 
of limited value. 

“Everybody thinks drugs are 
very bad for their horses’ repro¬ 
ductive systems, but I don’t 
think anybody really knows,” 
Solomon said. “Feelings aren’t 
worth much when it comes to 
science.” 

Nonetheless, he concurred 
that continued steroid usage 
results in greater difficulty in 
getting mares pregnant in the 
immediate months following 
administration of the drug. 
Additionally, Solomon said that 
he has no doubts that “long¬ 
term usage of steroids is, just 
like in people, a bad thing” for 
horses. 

A GROWING 
PROBLEM? 

When she began breeding 
Thoroughbreds nearly 35 years 
ago, McGinnes said she was 
not famihar with Cushing’s 
disease or its possible treat¬ 
ments, including use of the 
drug pergoHde. Today, four of 
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^When we 
started 
in this 
business in 
the 1970s, 

a maiden mare was the 
easiest mare in the world 
to get in foal. Now 
they’re the hardest.”

her broodmares, or 11 percent 
of the group, are being treated 
with pergoUde, which can cost 
approximately $1,250 per mare 
for the duration of a preg¬ 
nancy She has been told this is 
a fairly typical percentage with 
breeding farms. 

‘Without it, they can't carry 
foals," McGinnes said. “Ifs 
entirely because their adrenal 
glands have been destroyed 
getting too much ACTH 
and other steroids, including 
Equipoise and things like that." 
ACTH is adrenocorticotrophin 
hormone, which sometimes is 
administered because it increas¬ 
es natural corticosteroids in the 
system, thus boosting over¬ 
all anti-inflammatory effects. 
Equipoise is a muscle-enhanc¬ 
ing anabolic steroid that, along 
with Winstrol-V, is widely used 
with race horses. 

McGinnes pointed out that 
the affected mares often do 
not exhibit classic symptoms 
of Cushing's disease, such as 
long hair, and excessive drink¬ 
ing and urination. “You would 
never notice they had it, except 
they get in foal and between 


45 and 60 days they spit [the 
embryo]," she said. 

Mares who raced multiple 
years, and thus could have been 
subjected to more steroid treat¬ 
ments than those who only 
raced briefly, seem to be more 
prone to Cushing's disease, 
according to McGinnes. She 
believes that indicates another 
Hnk. 

An increase in Cushing's 
disease is not a problem cited 
by a variety of other farm own¬ 
ers, although Bonita's Boniface 
wryly suggested that veterinar¬ 
ians may tend to diagnose it 
more frequently than in the 
past because they can sell medi¬ 
cations for treatments. 

But Cushing's disease is not 
the only health concern that 
worries McGinnes. She sug¬ 
gested that recent outbreaks 
of disease at race tracks and 
farms could be related to the 
suppression of equine immune 
systems caused by prolonged 
steroid use. 

More mares than in the 
past also seem to have thy¬ 
roid imbalances that require 
treatment, she said. O'Sullivan 


Farms' Funkhouser agreed, 
saying that 5 to 10 percent of 
the mares he breeds have a 
thyroid problem. 

However, Funkhouser 
noted that some of those 
mares belong to him, and that 
he knows they have not been 
given steroids or other possibly 
damaging medications. 

Even fillies who have been 
administered ButazoHdin over 
a long period of time while 
racing seem to have more trou¬ 
ble conceiving than normal, 
McGinnes contended. About 
85 percent of her broodmares 
are kept on Regum ate, which 
contains altrenogest, a synthet¬ 
ic progestagin, to help increase 
fertihty earher in the season 
and prevent abortions. In the 
past, only about 10 to 15 per¬ 
cent of the Thornmar mares 
were kept on Regum ate. 

“When we started in this 
business in the 1970s, a maiden 
mare was the easiest mare in 
the world to get in foal. Now 
they're the hardest," McGinnes 
said. “The most difficult are 
the ones who have raced until 
they're 6 or 7 years old and 
they've just had years and years 
of these drugs—and those are 
the ones that end up having 
Cushing's disease." 

Those same mares also 
seem to be taking longer to 
produce foals. While it used to 
be rare for mares to carry a foal 
for an entire year rather than 
the typical span of 11 months, 
McGinnes said she had five this 
year who were pregnant for a 
whole year—and all were being 
treated for Cushing's disease or 
thyroid imbalances. 

“They didn't have particu¬ 
larly big foals," she observed. 
“It's just taking longer to cook 
them." 

While some of McGinnes's 
conclusions may be contro¬ 
versial—her longtime veteri¬ 
narian and neighbor Dr. Tom 
Bowman does not agree with 
some of her assessments as a 
general rule—the evidence, or 
lack thereof, may at least vali¬ 
date raising questions about the 
results of medication use. 

Several recent surveys have 
shown how pervasive the use 
of steroids is in racing today. 


A review of 900 test samples 
from horses competing in 
Pennsylvania Thoroughbred 
and Standardbred races from 
January to April 2004 showed 
that about 60 percent were pos¬ 
itive for at least one anabolic 
steroid and about 13 percent 
for more than one, reported Dr. 
Larry Soma of the University 
of Pennsylvania School of 
Veterinary Medicine's New 
Bolton Center. 

The Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders Association 
(TOBA) cited a report from 
one racing jurisdiction show¬ 
ing that out of 30 test samples 
taken from horses competing 
at the highest level of the sport, 
graded stakes, 15 were posi¬ 
tive for an anabohc steroid and 
11 for multiple corticosteroids. 
Some TOBA officials maintain 
that such widespread usage at 
even the highest levels of the 
sport is a disturbing trend that 
should be curbed. 

But even though anabolic 
steroids in human sports have 
been outlawed as performance 
enhancers that can cause long¬ 
term damaging side effects 
and can even be fatal, there 
stiU is not any major scientific 
research underway on long- 
range effects on horses, either 
relating to breeding efficiency 
or overall health, said Dr. Scot 
Waterman, executive director 
of the Racing Medication and 
Testing Consortium. 

Waterman and other con¬ 
sortium members have deter¬ 
mined that racing must address 
the issue of steroids, which 
currently are legal in every rac¬ 
ing jurisdiction but Iowa. The 
consortium is now working on 
a national model pohcy regard¬ 
ing anabohc steroids, and its 
chairman, Dan Pick, has said 
the panel also plans to address 
corticosteroids. 

Dr. Rick Arthur, consortium 
secretary and equine medi¬ 
cal director for the Cahfornia 
Horse Racing Board, predicts 
that racing leaders probably 
will act to ban anabohc steroids 
in racing within the next five 
years for a variety of reasons, 
including pubhc perception 
that the substances alter natural 
athletic abihty. 
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Some equine reproduction 
specialists are not overly con¬ 
cerned about the effect of ste¬ 
roids on breeding capability 
however, even though other 
veterinarians matter-of-factly 
state that many trainers are firm 
believers in giving fillies male 
anabohc steroids that not only 
enhance their muscle devel¬ 
opment but also temporarily 
eliminate their heat cycles. Both 
results are believed to be ben¬ 
eficial to racing performance. 

Dr. Michelle LeBlanc, who 
speciali 2 es in theriogenology 
with Rood & Riddle Equine 
Hospital in Lexington, Ky, 
said anabohc steroids can 
affect cychng in mares for up 
to 18 months following usage. 
But LeBlanc noted that, in her 
experience, steroid treatment 
typically is not the primary rea¬ 
son or the only root of prob¬ 
lems with conception in either 
maiden mares or older mares. 
Many factors, she contended, 
including nutrition and envi¬ 
ronment, can be involved in 
fertihty issues. 

Filhes and mares who have 
been racing should be taken 
off anabohc steroids for at least 


60 days prior to being bred, she 
advised. 

Even farm managers who 
do not rehsh deahng with filhes 
who have been given steroids 
indicate that most of those 
females eventually do con¬ 
ceive. 

^Hsually, if you can give 
them time—sometimes you 
may have to give up a whole 
season for them—they do 
come around,” Boniface said. 
“Lve never seen one that didn’t 
come around.” 

Bowman said he ‘‘would 
ride the fence” on whether 
there is a hnk between steroids 
and other drugs regularly used 
at race tracks and the health 
issues McGinnes cites. Like 
Solomon, he does not beheve 
in using anecdotal evidence 
from a relatively few horses to 
draw conclusions. 

One of the reasons some 
conditions may seem more 
prevalent today is that veteri¬ 
nary knowledge and diagnos¬ 
tic capabihties have improved. 
Bowman said. 

“Some of those mares that 
we dealt with and struggled with 
25 or 30 years ago undoubt¬

edly had a situation such as 
this,” he asserted, referring to 
Cushing’s disease. “A lot of the 
things we’re dealing with now, 
we struggled with before and 
we were just less effective. But 
that doesn’t mean they didn’t 
exist. They may have existed to 
some degree, and we just didn’t 
recogni 2 e them.” 

Overall broodmare concep¬ 
tion and hve foal production 
rates have not changed mark¬ 
edly over the years, he pointed 
out, leading him to beheve that 
there are no major industry 
trends that are producing a 
more difficult group of brood¬ 
mares to manage. 

Another result of increasing 
knowledge in veterinary medi¬ 
cine is more choice in deahng 
with some health problems. 
Breeders who manage increas¬ 
ingly valuable mares and rely 
on seUing their offspring for 
income often choose to utih 2 e 
products such as Regum ate “to 
take what seems to be the saf¬ 
est route,” Bowman said. 

“Most of those mares that 
have low progesterone levels 
would carry foals to term and 


have the foals anyway—there’s 
no doubt in my mind,” he con¬ 
tinued. “The hve foal percent¬ 
age has not changed enough 
since Regumate came out to 
show that, in itself, it has made 
a difference or that it has 
become more necessary than 
before. It’s just one more thing 
that’s available to us that we 
have at our beck and call. Horse 
owners in general overuse 
everything—any supplement 
that’s available, any medication 
that’s available. And we tend to 
hypothesi 2 e and come up with 
explanations for things that 
don’t hold water.” 

Yet even Bowman can cite 
examples of horses who have 
clearly suffered significant 
health difficulties as a result of 
race track medications. He shies 
away from relating too many of 
these “anecdotal cases,” say¬ 
ing that they are not necessar¬ 
ily apphcable to the industry 
at large. 

“Whether or not you get 
long-term changes in the repro¬ 
ductive system or in just any 
horse’s system from long-term 
use of [drugs]. I’m not so sure 
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you can draw a line between 
the two ” he stated. “I certainly 
have witnessed male horses— 
geldings that have had long rac¬ 
ing careers and physically look 
pretty good when they come 
off the race track—having 
been removed from all those 
supplemental things that just 
fall apart; they're disastrous- 
looking animals. And some of 
them never recover, and they 
have hver damage and kidney 
damage. 


‘‘I wouldn't doubt there is 
some indirect link," Bowman 
allowed, while pointing out 
that most female horses do not 
race as long as geldings and 
thus likely would receive fewer 
drugs over the span of their 
track careers. 

While the cause-and-effect 
argument cannot be settled 
convincingly, there seems to 
be no real debate over how 
pervasive drug use is in rac¬ 
ing today. Horses often are 


given doses of various medi¬ 
cations costing between $200 
and $1,500 just before rac¬ 
ing, said Funkhouser, who is 
president of the West Virginia 
Horsemen's Benevolent and 
Protective Association. 

‘‘It's ridiculous," he declared. 
“They give them everything but 
the kitchen sink." 

McGinnes related how a 
trainer gave a filly she and her 
husband own the long-acting 
tranquih 2 er reserpine—^which 


she said also is used with regu¬ 
larity at public auctions—^just 
as an aid in training around the 
starting gate. McGinnes strong¬ 
ly objected, partly because 
reserpine can lead to gastro¬ 
intestinal disorders, including 
colitis. Yearhngs who exhibit 
diarrhea at sales are not just 
nervous—they are probably 
on reserpine, McGinnes con¬ 
tended, and she refuses to deal 
with consignors who rely on 
the drug. 

Pin Oak Lane's Solomon 
said he believes that aU the 
drugs he finds on the bills sent 
to him for his race horses “are a 
waste of time" in terms of win¬ 
ning races. Many trainers wind 
up using drugs on their runners 
just to feel like their competi¬ 
tors do not have any kind of 
advantage. “In the treatment 
of race horses, so much more 
is being used and so much 
more often," Solomon said. 
“And 99 percent of that stuff 
is unnecessary." ^

Trainer Tom Voss, 
as usual, 
finds his stride 
at Saratoga 


E ven Tom Voss can't explain 
it—^his horses just run bet¬ 
ter at Saratoga. It could 
be the water, the latitude, the 
mountain air. . . 

Whatever, Voss won another 
one on July 27 when Langburg 
opened the Saratoga steeple¬ 
chase season with a gutsy head 
decision over stablemate Mala- 
gash. They finished two and a 
quarter lengths ahead of third- 
place finisher Frecuente (Chi) 
and paid a fairly generous $6.20 
while covering the two and a 
sixteenth miles in 3:42.58. 

‘‘What do you mean ‘Why 
do they win at Saratoga?' How 
should I know?" said Voss, 
answering a question with two 
questions. “I put them in the 
race and then I don't know. We 
got here in good order, and 
they're both nice horses." 

The Maryland-based Voss 
came into Saratoga with just 
three jump wins this year, and 
his horses looked rather ordi¬ 
nary. Until they hit the New 
York Thruway two days before 
the meet started. 

Owned by Blackwoods 
Stable, Langburg sat off the 
pace of Malagash and watched 
Bar 2 ulu (NZ) take a clear lead 
on the final turn and into the 
stretch. Rejuvenated, Malagash 
went after the leader approach¬ 
ing the last but was quickly 


joined by his entrymate. A 5- 
year-old Langfuhr gelding with 
four flat wins and career earn¬ 
ings of more than $200,000, 
Langburg revved up an inside 
move and got up in the final 
strides. 

The winner came into the 
race, an optional claiming hur¬ 
dle with a $51,000 purse, off 
two jump starts (a win in his 
debut at the Strawberry HiU 
meet on April 15 in Virginia, 
and a fall two weeks later) and 
back-to-back quality runs on 
the flat at Delaware Park. Jockey 
Cyril Murphy and Voss credited 
the fall with helping Langburg 
learn to jump—^properly. 

“We hked him from the 
beginning, and he never did 
anything wrong at Foxfield," 
said Murphy of the Virginia 
meet where Langburg fell. “He 
came off the hiU with a htde 
too much forward momentum 
and came in tight to a fence. 
He jumped it but never got his 
legs back down and rolled over. 
It smartened him up a lot and 
never bothered him schoohng- 
wise." 

The Voss sweep launched a 
six-race run at the Spa for the 
steeplechasers—down from 
eight in 2005. The new sched¬ 
ule meant just four overnight 
races to go with the traditional 
two stakes, and came on the 


heels of an ugly 2005 meet 
with several falls. The bad per¬ 
formance on racing's biggest 
stage wasn't lost on the sport's 
participants, and a good start to 
2006 became imperative. 

“It was a good race—com¬ 
petitive—and everybody was 
there," said Murphy of the 
opener's 11 starters, 10 finish¬ 
ers and no faUers. “We're all 
doing our best. No one wants 
what happened last year to hap¬ 
pen, but it happens from time 
to time. There's nothing you 
can do about it. Our meet's a 
success right now; we'll just 
carry it to next week and go on 
from there." 

Voss won two steeplechases 
at Saratoga in 2005, two in 
2004 and four in 2003—^mean¬ 
ing he won 31 percent of the 
jump races at the track during 
that span. 

THE SHIRT FITS 
COLONIAL 

Virginia's Colonial Downs 
continued its steeplechase com¬ 
mitment, and the featured David 
L. Zeke Ferguson Memorial- 
NSA3 provided a fitting center- 
piece to the eight-week stint. 
The $50,000 open stakes, run 
on July 16, produced a free- 
for-all with 11 runners and no 
clear-cut favorites. 

Ann and Sonny Via's Good 
Night Shirt reversed a disap¬ 
pointing 2006 with a power¬ 
ful score in the Ferguson for 
trainer Jack Fisher and jockey 
Xavier Aizpuru. 

A Saratoga winner in 2005 
and a top novice coming into 
this year. Good Night Shirt tried 
aU three Steeplechase Triple 
Crown races—finishing third 
at the Carolina Cup-NSA2, 
second (via disqualification) in 
the Temple Gwathmey-NSA2 
and a dull fifth in the National 
Hunt Cup-NSA2. Back on a 
race track turf course for the 
first time since Saratoga, Good 
Night Shirt thrived at Colonial. 

“I'm not convinced the 
three tracks where they run 
the Triple Crown now are 


the best tracks for him," said 
Aixpuru, aboard for the sev¬ 
enth consecutive time. “When 
you think about it, his best run 
this year before [the Ferguson] 
was at Camden, which would 
be similar to this. He won at 
Saratoga last year and he won 
at Iroquois—which is a htde 
different, but it's stiU a big gal¬ 
loping track." 

Mark the Shark set the early 
pace until the final mrn, where 
he was joined by Hawk HiU. 
Also trained by Fisher, Mark 
the Shark fought back while 
Good Night Shirt amped up a 
run from fourth. The 5-year- 
old son of Concern overcame 
a shght loss of momentum at 
the second-last (before the final 
turn) and charged between 
Hawk HiU and Mark the Shark 
at the top of the stretch to win 
by two and a half lengths in 
4:03.06 for the two and a quar¬ 
ter miles. Class Vantage raUied 
late for second, with Mark the 
Shark staying for third. 

Bred in Maryland by Tom 
and Chris Bowman, Good 
Night Shirt improved to 3-for- 
10 over jumps with $120,500 
in earnings since making his 
debut in AprU 2005. For what¬ 
ever reason, the strapping 
chesmut handles flat courses 
hke Saratoga and Colonial 
much better than the hUly, race- 
meet courses on the circuit. 
His loss in the National Hunt 
Cup can be blamed partly on 
the right-handed Radnor race 
course or Good Night Shirt's 
dishke of it. 

“Radnor was just a disaster 
for him because you're always 
on the mrn, and he's such a big 
horse that he could never get 
in a comfortable stride to meet 
his jumps," said Aizpuru. “It 
was just a complete disaster. I 
knew he was better than that. 
Jack knew he was better than 
that. Mr. Via knew he was bet¬ 
ter than that. It was just a case 
of write it off and go again." 

Fisher blamed it on his 
horse's si 2 e and abiUty to think 
on his feet. “He's better at the 
track," said Fisher. “I didn't 
help him out with the bit I put 
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Good Night Shirt (Xavier Aizpuru) thrived over the course at Coioniai Downs, capturing the Zeke Ferguson Memoriai-NSAZ for his 
first stakes win of the season.

in his mouth at Camden, and 
Middleburg and Radnor didn't 
really suit fdm. He's such a big 
horse that it's hard for him to 
get going and turn and go. I 
think it confuses him." 

Colonial's two-hurdle-races- 
every-Sunday plan (all contested 
at two and a quarter miles) 
included a maiden special 
weight on the same day as the 
Ferguson. Trainer Doug Fout 
continued his strong summer 
campaign with Zhukov (NZ). 
The winner sat comfortably 
behind the early pace of Mead¬ 
ow Larking and moved to third 
with a full circuit remaining. 

Owned by Brigadoon Stable, 
Zhukov assumed command at 
the final fence and turned back 
Gigger by a half-length, with 
Orpington three-quarters of a 
length back in third. Zhukov 
joined the Fout barn in April 
but quickly was added to the 
wait-for-summer string. 

‘‘The intention was always to 
have him for the summer," said 
assistant trainer James Piper. 
“He'd been running on the flat 
over there [in New Zealand] 
and we felt the race track would 
suit him. He's done everything 
we've asked; this was his first 
run because it just happened to 
fall into the schedule. He was 
very willing and he took to the 
jumping very quickly." 

Piper and Fout worried that 
Zhukov would be too strong 
early, so advised jockey Matt 
McCarron to settle the 6-year- 
old behind horses. 

“Matt did that perfectly and 
never picked up his hands," 
said Piper. “If he had picked up 
his hands and started fighting 
with him, he would have been 
gone. Matt's won three races 
for us here, and he's ridden 
them aU the same. He puts the 
horse in the right place—even 
if this horse didn't win here, he 
would have left with a fantastic 
education and been that much 
better the next time." 

Bred to be anything, sold to 
be a star. Sovereign Duty 
flopped on the flat and became 
—eventually—a steeplechaser. 
Bred by Will Parish, the son of 


Kingmambo and the graded 
stakes-winning Nijinsky II mare 
Duty Dance sold for $425,000 
as a yearling but lost all four of 
his flat starts at River Downs 
with trainer Jeff Thornbury 
and one at Colonial last sum¬ 
mer with trainer Tom Foley. 

Sold to Hudson River Farms 
and sent to trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard, the 4-year-old had 
an easy run at Block House in 
April in his first run over hur¬ 
dles, and then just missed when 
second, by a head, to Dynamite 
Flyer at Radnor in May. 

At Colonial on June 25, 
Sovereign Duty (Danielle Hods- 
don) backed shghdy off the 
pace and rallied up the rail to 
win by five lengths over South¬ 
ern Tequila (Arg) in 4:07.68. 

“He was cut out to be a 
nice flat horse," said Hodsdon. 
“Tom [Foley] had schooled him 
some, but he was very timid 
and he had no confidence. He 
would rush the fences. We took 
our time with him, and he's 
gotten more confident." 

A two-time champion jump 
jockey, McCarron rides first- 
call for Fout and usually finds 


himself in demand. Not so for 
a June 25 maiden claimer at 
Colonial. No matter, the jockey 
returned to his early days and 
hustled a mount from trainer 
Paul Rowland. 

“I've never ridden a jumper 
for Paul before; I rode one on 
the flat for him at Camden," 
said McCarron. “His regular 
riders had commitments, and I 
figured Paul's horses are good 
jumpers, so I called for the 
ride." 

Rowland put McCarron on 
Big Is Best (NZ), who dropped 
back to Hth in the big field 
before flying through the 
stretch and winning by two and 
a quarter lengths over High¬ 
land Crossing. Final time was 
4:07.94. 

Owned by Cary Jackson, 
Big Is Best raced for legend¬ 
ary horsemen Ken and Anne 
Browne in his native New 
Zealand before starting once 
for Tom Voss last fall. Beaten 81 
and 42 lengths in two starts this 
spring, the 7-year-old turned 
things around at Colonial. 

McCarron and the Fout 
barn swept the July 2 steeple¬ 


chases, taking a maiden special 
weight with Dark Equation and 
an allowance/optional claiming 
race with Lone Arrow. 

Bred in Pennsylvania, Dark 
Equation enjoyed his jump 
debut after a flat career that 
included two wins and just shy 
of $100,000 in earnings with 
trainer Christophe Clement. 
Owned by Peggy Steinman, 
the 5-year-old son of Polish 
Numbers ran past Sir Elton 
(NZ) and Suntara to get the 
lead and then turned aside Sun¬ 
tara and Honolua Storm to win 
by two and a quarter lengths. 

“He's an excellent, excellent 
jumper," said McCarron. “He's 
a httle green still, but he's phe¬ 
nomenal. We were going fast at 
the end. He's inexperienced and 
if he had started shortening up 
and milled his way through the 
fences, he would have stopped. 
But he kept patting the ground 
and showjumping, which 
allowed him to get away from 
the jumps. His jumping allowed 
him to get the job done versus 
some experienced horses."

Lone Arrow backed up his 
promise with a powerful maid¬ 
en score last fall at Far Hills 
before going to the sidelines. 

Font circled Colonial for a 
remrn to action, and the 5-year- 
old son of Archers Bay didn’t 
disappoint—beating more 
experienced foes in his third 
jump start. 

^‘Lone Arrow only won due 
to instructions,” saidMcCarron. 
^‘Dougie told me that we didn’t 
want to run him through the 
grinder with Saratoga coming 
up; we wanted to give him a 
learning experience and give 
him a nice thp.” 

McCarron sat comfortably 
in the back and never moved 
until after the last fence, draw¬ 
ing off to win by a length over 
Best Attack in 4:07.50. Brave 
Intent finished third. 

^After he jumped the last, 
he accelerated and was able 
to run the other two down,” 
said McCarron. ‘‘If I’d tried to 
go with Brave Intent earlier, I 
would have gutted him. I just 
allowed him to carry himself 
around the turn and I had a lit¬ 
tle in reserve. The win is a total 
credit to Dougie—otherwise I 
would have moved too soon.” 

When trainer Sanna Hen¬ 
driks runs a first-time steeple¬ 
chaser, people pay attention, 
thanks to a quality record and 
a pipeline of promising horses 
that flows through her barn. At 
Colonial on July 9, Hendriks 
dropped the 4-year-old Crowd 
Pleaser filly No Pleasing into 
the steeplechase well in a maid¬ 
en claiming hurdle (for tags of 
$25,000 to $20,000). 

Owned by breeder Red¬ 
mond Finney’s Lands fide 
Farm, No Pleasing took on 
males and won by a length and 
three-quarters over Slattery in 
4:07.48 in her debut. Unraced 
on the flat. No Pleasing took to 
jumping with ease after miss¬ 
ing a start earher in the meet 
when she banged an eye in the 
paddock. 

“We had no idea what to 
expect,” said winning jockey 
Jody Petty. “She was perfect. In 
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the paddock, at the start—she 
didn’t miss a fence. She abso¬ 
lutely did her job; her jump¬ 
ing is so phenomenal. She just 
jumped for fun.” 

When Fisher imported Duke 
of Earl (Ire) from England in 
2004, the trainer expected big 
things for owners Edie and Fitz 
Dixon. He got a small horse 
who managed to place third in 
the 2004 Iroquois-NSAl but 
otherwise struggled to find his 
niche in America. 

Until Colonial Downs and 
a conditioned claiming hurdle 
on July 9. Duke of Earl (WiUy 
Dowling) sat last of five with 
a turn to go, moved to fourth 
on the back, went after Meet 
At Eleven (Ire) on the final 
turn and scorched over the last 
to win by a widening seven 
lengths in 4:09.58. 

Fisher said he expected a 
win: ‘We knew he was going to 
win. Usually he hkes to be a lit¬ 
tle closer. WiUy rode him to a T. 
He’s a nice horse to be around. 
Everybody loves him.”

Foreign racing 
credentiais in 
the American 
marketpiace 


T hough difficult to imag¬ 
ine, there was a time in 
the development of the 
international bloodstock mar¬ 
kets when top American stal- 
hon syndicates spent much of 
their time and effort pursuing 
European stallion prospects. 
Pioneered in large part by the 
Hancocks of Claiborne Farm 
through their acquisitions of 
*Sir GaUahad III, ^Blenheim II, 
*Nasrullah and *PrincequiUo, 
the American stallion markets 
during the 1940s, 1950s and 
1960s were willing to give for¬ 
eign horses opportunities not 
afforded to them today 

As the powerful syndicates 
of central Kentucky began to 
effectively stockpile the world's 
best equine genetic material, 
the room for foreign pedigrees 
on American racing circuits 
began to dwindle. Prominent 
sire lines such as those of *Nas- 
ruUah, Northern Dancer and 
Raise a Native dominated the 
lucrative American purse struc- 


mres, reducing many foreign, 
stamina-oriented sire tines to 
secondary starns. 

Conventional wisdom dic¬ 
tates that stallions who compete 
in the racing environments that 
their progeny will be expected 
to compete in have the best 
chance for long-term breeding 
success. Here in the U.S., where 
much of the racing is geared 
toward precocity and speed, 
the stallion market pays a pre¬ 
mium for similar types. Sires 
who found racing success in 
other parts of the world would 
seem at a distinct disadvantage, 
although, again, history shows 
that at one time European suc¬ 
cess stories were able to find 
a welcome home in American 
markets, and, in some cases, 
develop into lasting influences. 

Beyond the influx of 
imports in the 1940s and 1950s, 
perhaps the best examples of 
foreign-based runners finding 
success in the U.S. are sons 
of Northern Dancer. Nureyev, 


Nijinsky II, Lyphard and El 
Gran Senor aU demonstrated 
that their European class could 
be of use in the breeding sheds 
of America. 

The most logical method 
for assessing a foreign stallion's 
chances for success on these 
shores is to look back into 
recent history, itemi 2 e aU stal¬ 
lions entering stud in North 
America with foreign racing 
credentials only, and then assess 
their success and failure rates 
against those with American 
racing credentials. For our pur¬ 
poses we used 1998 stallion 
directories to identify aU adver¬ 
tised stallions entering stud 
between 1995 and 1998 in the 
U.S. carrying only foreign rac¬ 
ing credentials, and who stood 
for a minimum fee of $3,500 
(see accompanying chart). 

At first glance there is a 
tendency to focus on the fail¬ 
ures and draw premature con¬ 
clusions. However, it's impor¬ 
tant to keep in perspective the 
failure rate of this group rela¬ 
tive to the failure rate within 
the overall population. Previous 
studies have put the overall 
failure rate of stallions entering 
stud in the U.S. at 85 to 90 per¬ 
cent, based on a variety of fac¬ 
tors, including significant reduc¬ 
tion in stud fee and relocation 
to smaller regional markets. 

Though they didn't fall into 
the parameters set forth for 
this article, El Prado (Ire) and 
Kingmambo, who entered stud 
in 1993 and 1994, respectively, 
should not be forgotten. Both 
have been unequivocal success 
stories—^pillars of the central 


Kentucky stallion market— 
although neither stepped foot 
on an American race track. 

From the original list we 
have one undisputed success in 
Mutakddim, a small but beauti¬ 
fully balanced son of Seeking 
the Gold who began his career 
with moderate mares and quick¬ 
ly demonstrated he could get 
useful American horses at aU 
levels, including Grade 1 win¬ 
ner Lady Tak. He continues to 
garner respect from mid-level 
breeders and is fully supported 
at a fee of $12,500 live foal. 

Others from the hst proved 
to be useful types, including 
Blushing Groom (Fr)'s Grade 1- 
winning son Candy Stripes, 
who was used primarily in 
South America during his early 
years. Stints in the U.S. pro¬ 
duced eight stakes winners from 
139 foals, including Canadian 
champion turf mare Sweetest 
Thing. Three of his progeny— 
last year's champion turf horse 
Leroidesanimaux (Br 2 ), Differ¬ 
ent (Arg) and current handicap 
star Invasor (Arg)—have dem¬ 
onstrated Grade 1 abihty in the 
U.S. Classifying Candy Stripes, 
who was returned to Argentina, 
as any kind of failure would be 
a gross mistake. 

Distant View, England's 
champion 3-year-old colt of 
1994, has settled in nicely as a 
useful type in the US., getting 
the American graded stakes 
winners Sightseek, Decarchy, 
Exphcit, Dr. Brendler and Fate¬ 
ful Dream. Originally offered at 
$10,000 live foal, he now stands 
for $15,000, part of that 
increase a function of the 
change in market conditions 
between 1996 and 2006. A 
medium-si 2 ed individual. Dis¬ 
tant View was fortunate to 
compete on European turf 
courses, as he is a perfect hybrid 
of the alignment issues found 
in Mr. Prospector and his mater¬ 
nal grandsire, Irish River (Ft). 

Beyond the recently injured 
A. P Jet, who was useful to an 
arguable degree in New York, 
there really isn't much else to 
advocate from this group. Bahri 
showed signs of promise early 
with Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl

mnner-up Sakhee, but faltered 
badly and has since been relo¬ 
cated to Ireland. Mister Baileys 
(GB) followed a similar path, 
but ultimately was plagued by 
poor numbers and persistent 
fertility problems. From the 
remaining 11, none was able 
to reward early investors, and 
the majority have since been 
relocated to smaller markets 
or dropped off the map alto¬ 
gether. 

But again, an overall per¬ 
spective proves beneficial. With 
failure rates in general hovering 
in the 85 to 90 percent range 
for aU stallions entering stud 
in the U.S., it appears that the 
group of foreign stallions held 
its own. Eleven of the 17 are 
unequivocal busts, equating to 
a failure rate of 64.5 percent, 
well below the average. No 
doubt the group of foreign 
prospects had, on average, a 
higher racing class than the 
overall American population, in 
part explaining the discrepancy, 
but even under circumstances 
in which this relatively small 
sample si 2 e was diluted with 
unraced and/or unplaced stal- 
hon prospects, it’s urJikely that 
the failure rate for the foreign¬ 
ers would exceed the American 
norm of 85 to 90 percent. 

Another angle involves uti- 
h 2 ing leading sires lists to see 
if there is a significant foreign 
racing presence. This past year’s 
final standings by gross earnings 
include the aforementioned El 
Prado and Kingmambo, as well 


as Silver Deputy and Stravinsky. 
Some might argue that there 
are pitfalls in assessing stal- 
hon success and failure by way 
of gross earnings, but even 
when you change methods and 
look at the leading sires lists by 
Average Earnings Index (AEI), 
the foreign influence is felt. 
Quahfiers from 2005 include 
Kingmambo (2.67), El Prado 
(1.74), Bahri (1.99), Mutakddim 
(1.96), Diesis (GB) (1.89), Stra¬ 
vinsky (1.77) and Distant View 
( 1 . 68 ). 

The attitudes and behef 
systems of the American mar¬ 
ketplace are best illustrated in 
the commercial marketplace, 
particularly yearling sales. And 
for years now a premium has 
been placed on early-matur¬ 
ing, sprinter types who carry 
American graded stakes cre¬ 
dentials up close in their pedi¬ 
gree. Commercial breeders 
attempting to sell yearhngs 
sired by stallions with only 
foreign racing credentials have 
found themselves in an uphill 
battle against unfounded nega¬ 
tive perceptions. 

Certainly, more research 
needs to be done on the long¬ 
term success rates of stallions 
with foreign racing credentials, 
but there seems to be plenty of 
anecdotal evidence suggesting 
that as in the era of Claiborne 
Farm’s A.B. and Bull Hancock, 
there remains a place in the 
American marketplace for sires 
carrying high-class credentials, 
foreign or domestic. ^

Virginia equine 
hospitai offers 
new hope to 
horses with 
iaminitis

wenty-five years ago, 
Andrea E. Floyd DVM 
became frustrated with the 
high incidence of euthanasia 
in horses afflicted with lami¬ 
nins. So she set out to change 
the prevailing perspective that 
severe Iaminitis is an automatic 
death sentence. 

After years of intensive 
investigation into Iaminitis and 
other foot and lower-limb mala¬ 
dies, during which time she gar¬ 
nered knowledge from experts 
in the field such as Kentucky- 
based Ric Redden DVM, Floyd 
estabhshed Serenity Equine, a 
central Virginia veterinary facil¬ 
ity founded in 1998 and spe¬ 
cializing in the equine hoof 

But she quickly reahzed 
that, even though she was able 
to provide a high level of treat¬ 
ment, care and rehabilitation 
for horses afflicted with crip¬ 
pling Iaminitis, the costs associ¬ 
ated with treatment often left 
an owner with no choice but 
to opt for euthanasia. Floyd 
understood that many owners 
needed financial assistance in 
order to support treatment, 
and, as a result, she began to 
tap whatever sources were 
available to establish a fund 
for that purpose. Then fate 
stepped in. 

Floyd saved the life of an 
Arabian owned by Deborah 
Cashvan, the daughter of Vir¬ 


ginia Beach contractor Herbert 
Cashvan, who before his death 
had setup the American Equine 
Fund, an endowment that pro¬ 
vided seed money to organiza¬ 
tions that benefited the horse. 

‘‘Deborah knew how diffi¬ 
cult it was for me to get phone 
calls from people who couldn't 
afford to bring a horse to me,” 
Floyd recalled. “American 
Equine Fund gave us the money 
to start our fund here. In honor 
of Herbert's memory and as a 
way of saying ‘thank you,' we 
named it the Cashvan Family 
Memorial Equine Fund.” 

According to Floyd, the 
fund is maintained through 
tax-deductible donations, plus 
alliances with the fund-raising 
arm of various corporations. 
“Not only do we treat severe 
Iaminitis,” explained Floyd, “we 
do any kind of lower-kmb trau¬ 
ma, amputations and prosthetic 
Limbs, and we are constantly 
looking to improve the type 
of prosthetics horses wear. We 
have recovered a lot of horses 
through that fund.” 

TREATING 

PATIENTS 

Serenity Equine lives up to 
its name. Located in Evington, 
17 miles west of Lynchburg, 
the facihty is nestled in a wood¬ 
ed area away from the traf¬ 
fic and commotion that could 
add stress to its patients. The 
hospital boasts seven intensive- 
care stalls, a surgical suite, a 
treatment and standing surgery 
area, radiology facility, labora¬ 
tory, pharmacy, a farrier suite 
and central oxygen services. 
An overhead rail system rigged 
with a sHng allows horses to be 
moved from surgery to recov¬ 
ery, or from a trailer or van 
into the surgical suite. Special 
footing made of grooved rub¬ 
ber tiles adds to the comfort of 
patients suffering from lami¬ 
nins. 

Serenity accepts aU breeds 
of horses. One of Floyd's 
many Thoroughbred patients 
has been the Cozzene mare 


Duchess of Cocoa, who won 
three of 15 races and more than 
$50,000 as a 3-year-old, and 
then developed an infection in 
her right front ankle early in her 
4-year-old campaign. Duchess 
of Cocoa arrived at Serenity in 
May 2004. 

“It was so painful,” Floyd 
remembered, “fliat she became 
laminitic in her other, support¬ 
ing [front] foot, and the coffin 
bone went through the bottom 
of her hoof I got her as the 
bone was starting to prolapse 
through the sole. Sol had a bad 
foot on one side, where the 
pastern joints had been infect¬ 
ed, and that foot required sup¬ 
port and therapy. Then the lam¬ 
initic foot required treatment.” 

Floyd performed a surgical 
procedure known as a deep 
digital flexor tenotomy, which 
incises the tendon that exerts 
tension on the laminae, the 
tissue that supports the cof¬ 
fin bone. She also performed 
a digital realignment that put 
Duchess of Cocoa's long pas¬ 
tern, short pastern and coffin 
bones in a straight line when 
observed from a lateral radio¬ 
graph. Most important, Floyd 
increased the sole depth by 
coaxing the coffin bone back 
into its proper position. 

“But this is only about 1 
percent of curing a laminitic 
horse,” Floyd noted. “During 
the course of recovering one 
of these animals, I found that 
if I keep them in the hospital 
for six months, I have com¬ 
pletely re-established the digital 
alignment and sole depth, and 
maintained it until the hoof 
has grown all the way out to the 
quarters—essentially, the horse 
has grown a new hoof.” 

Duchess of Cocoa's care 
included hoof trimming in 
order to maintain proper ahgn- 
ment of her pastern bones and 
coffin bone, as well as fitting 
her with special shoes to sup¬ 
port the coffin bone. Addition¬ 
ally, physical therapy to define 
the tendon while it remodeled 
from surgery played a key role 
in the mare's recovery.

AROUND THE 
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VETERAN 
TRAINERS MAKE 
HEARTENING 
RETURN AT 
MONMOUTH 
PARK

I t is hard to keep a good man 
down, especially one who 
hved through a deadly kami- 
ka 2 e attack in World War IL 
Trainer George Handy again 
proved his resihence by win¬ 
ning his first race in more than 
a year when Vow rallied to win 
a $10,000 claimer at Monmouth 
Park on July 14. Only one day 
earher. Handy turned 83. 

‘‘It was quite a happy day,” 
he said. 

Handy jumped back into 
the game on June 30 when 
he claimed Vow for himself 
for $7,500. The veteran trainer 
had been inactive since owner 
Francis McDonnell discontin¬ 
ued his relationship with Handy 
at the conclusion of the 2005 
Gulfstream Park meet. 

Gradually, Handy would like 
to add to his stable, eventually 
overseeing as many as 10 run¬ 
ners. “As long as you can get to 
the barn, get under horses and 
repair problems, I think you're 
capable of training,” Handy 
explained. “If you have a sound 
mind and like the business, you 
can turn out winners.” 

Handy served in the Navy 
aboard the destroyer USS Kidd 
in the Pacific theater during 
World War II. Miraculously, 
the ship—and Handy—sur¬ 
vived a direct kamikaze hit near 
Okinawa. “It killed 37 of my 


buddies and wounded 57 of 
us,” Handy remembered. “We 
were fortunate to stay afloat.” 

Demobilized from the Navy 
in 1946, Handy began training 
horses in New England shortly 
thereafter, and he was among 
the leaders there for decades, 
ultimately expanding into New 
Jersey and Florida. 

Trainer Charles (Scooter) 
Dickey also a staged a recent 
Monmouth Park comeback, 
after being absent from the 
track for nearly 20 years. “It's 
good to be back,” noted the 
65-year-old Dickey, who settled 
into Monmouth with 10 run¬ 
ners at the end of Churchill 
Downs's spring/summer meet. 

Dickey became a New 
Jersey regular in the 1980s after 
launching his career as a trainer 
in Colorado in the early 1960s. 
Back surgery waylaid him for 
several seasons in the late '80s 
and early '90s. “When I came 
back,” he recalled, “I stayed 
in Kentucky most of the year, 
with winters in Florida. The 
last three years I've gone to 
Oaklawn Park for the winter.” 

Tony Wilson is enjoying a 
banner season in his first year 
as a head trainer. Wilson, who 
took over most of the horses 
owned by Patricia and Frank 
Generazio this meet, won 11 of 
his first 33 Monmouth starts. 


including victories by Pure 
Disco in the $60,000 Goldfinch 
Handicap on July 4 and Pretty 
Imposing in the $55,000 Klassy 
Briefcase Stakes on July 22. 

Wilson first worked on 
Monmouth's backstretch in 
1975, and over the years he 
has assisted trainers Whitey 
Mackowski, John Tammaro III 
and Ben Perkins Jr. 

“Things are really happen¬ 
ing well,” Wilson said. “I'm stiU 
learning this.” 

The Monmouth graded 
stakes action heated up with 
Melnyk Racing Stables's 4-year- 
old Flower AUey winning his 
season debut in the Grade 3 
$159,000 Salvator Mile on June 
24. In his first start since fin¬ 
ishing second to horse of the 
year Saint Liam in last year's 
Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl, 
Flower AUey took the Salvator 
Mile by three and a quarter 
lengths in 1:35.87. 

The card was delayed by a 
heavy thunderstorm that rolled 
in about an hour before the 
Salvator. The track, which had 
been listed as fast, was immedi¬ 
ately downgraded to sloppy. 

“He handled the track real 
well, and everything went as 
good as we could hope for in 
his first race back,” said trainer 
Todd Pletcher, who sent out 
Flower Alley to account for 


T he shutdown of New 
Jersey's government that 
halted racing in the state 
for three straight days ended 
in the nick of time to save the 
53rd running of the $750,000 
United Nations Stakes-Gl on 
July 8. 

Monmouth Park's premier 
turf event faced likely cancel¬ 
lation if the shutdown dragged 
on. Fortunately, Governor 
Jon Corzine and state legisla¬ 
tors settled their differences, 
and Monmouth reopened on 
United Nations day. 

It would have been a shame 
to lose the race, given that it 
had drawn one of its deepest 
fields in recent years. Defending 
UN. winner Better Talk Now 
was back to face a sohd lineup 
that included three of the first 
four finishers in the Manhattan 
Handicap-Gl on the June 10 
Belmont Stakes undercard: 
Cacique (Ire), Relaxed Gesture 
(Ire) and Enghsh Channel. 

The mile and three-eighths 
U.N. played out much dif¬ 
ferently than the Manhattan, 
to the benefit of James T. 
Scatuorchio's 4-year-oldEnglish 
Channel. In the Manhattan, 
Enghsh Channel pressed the 
pace in a slowly run race before 
finishing fourth. 

The U.N. was an entirely dif¬ 
ferent story, as Shake the Bank, 
Better Talk Now's stablemate/ 
rabbit, bounded to a clear lead 
as expected. Enghsh Channel 
was a bit rank in the early 
stages, eventuaUy setthng into 
a comfortable spot in fourth 
under John Velazquez. 

Turning for home. Shake 
the Bank, not surprisingly, 
was done, and Cacique, the 
Manhattan winner, got first 
jump. Not for long, though, 
as Enghsh Channel burst into 
contention with a three-wide

sweep. Those two battled 
through the lane, with English 
Channel resolutely pulling clear 
in the final yards to win by 
a half-length over Cacique; 
Relaxed Gesture finished third, 
a length and three-quarters far¬ 
ther back. 

‘‘The difference today 
between this race and the last 
race in New York was that he 
got to settle behind horses,” 
Vela 2 que 2 explained afterward. 
“He got to drop his head and 
really relax. He saved energy 
for the end, so when I asked 
him to kick in, he was there. 

“You do your homework, 
and that was the plan. Once 
he was able to settle, I had no 
doubt that he’d kick on in the 
lane, and he did just that.” 

It was an especially reward¬ 
ing win for Scatuorchio, a resi¬ 
dent of nearby Rum son, N.J. 
“This is very exciting,” he said. 
“He did so well last year, and 
he’s better this season. Last 
time in the Manhattan, the 
track was soft and he was close 
to the pace and fighting Johnny 
[Vela 2 que 2 ]. 

“[In the U.N.] he was per¬ 
fect. People have told me he’s 
the best horse I’ve ever owned, 
but I still have a soft spot for 
More Than Ready, who was a 
terrific race horse and now a 
terrific sire.” 

Trainer Todd Fletcher has 
come to expect a quality effort 
every time out from English 
Channel. “He has run well 
every start of his Hfe,” Fletcher 
noted. “It was his first time 
around three turns. He had run 
the distance before and was 
checking out new ground that 
way, but once he finally settled 
in after the first three-eighths 
of a mile, it was aU good from 
that point. This is as good as it 
gets, at least on the East Coast. 


You won’t run against many 
fields as tough as this.” 

Juddmonte Farm’s Cacique 
turned in another standout 
performance. The 5-year-old 
son of DanehiU has run in 
four Grade 1 races since join¬ 
ing Bobby Frankel’s barn after 
spending his career in Europe 
through last fall. 

“He ran a huge race,” said 
Cacique’s rider, Edgar Prado. 
“He’s been knocking heads with 
the winner aU season long, and 
he [English Channel] just got 
the best of us [in the U.N.j.” 

English Channel ran the 
distance on the “good” turf 
course in 2:13.24 and now 
has six stakes wins, including 
last year’s Virginia Derby-G3 
and a Grade 1 victory in this 
year’s Turf Classic at Churchill 
Downs on May 6. The son of 
Smart Strike and the Theatrical 


(Ire) mare Belva has emerged 
as one of the leading turf dis¬ 
tance runners in the country, 
winning eight of 13 lifetime, 
plus two seconds (both in 
Grade 1 events), for earnings 
of $1,969,028. 

Silverfoot finished fourth, 
followed by Better Talk Now, 
Shake the Bank and Rama 2 utti. 
It was a disappointing effort 
from Better Talk Now, who 
was trying to become the first 
horse since Sandpit (Br 2 ) (1995 
and ’96) to win consecutive 
editions of the U.N. The 2004 
Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl winner 
tipped wide for the drive but 
lacked the kind of response 
that carried him to victory here 
last year. 

This was the first U.N. over 
Monmouth’s newly installed 
grass course. The race originat¬ 
ed at Atlantic City Race Course 


and then moved to Monmouth 
Parkin 1999. 

On the U.N. undercard, 
Stronach Stables’s High Bht 2 
won his second straight with 
a two-length victory over 
Wild Jam in the $65,000 Mr. 
Prospector Stakes. Back on 
May 29, the 6-year-old gelding 
had taken the Wolf HiU Stakes 
at Monmouth. He ran the six 
furlongs of the Mr. Prospector 
in 1:09.14; Chuckie Lope 2 was 
aboard for trainer Justin Nixon, 
as High Bht 2 recorded his 10th 
win in 23 hfetime starts. 

“I learned how to ride him 
last out,” Lope 2 said. “Justin 
told me not to get in a speed 
duel. Wild Jam was running 
on in the stretch, but I got my 
horse to switch leads, and he 
leveled off very nicely. It was a 
great race from him.”

Regular rider John Vela 2 que 2 
gave up his mounts at Belmont 
Park on June 24 to reunite with 
Flower Alley The rider posi¬ 
tioned the colt third behind 
the pace set by Gold and Roses 
and Cherokee's Boy, last year's 
Salvator winner. Vela 2 que 2 
also kept Flower Alley wide 
throughout.

Vela 2 que 2 asked Flower 
Alley to pick up his game 
rounding the second turn, 
and the Distorted Humor colt 
responded. Park Avenue BaU, 
the 2005 New Jersey-bred 
horse of the year, came on to 
take second, a head in front of 
Network. 

Henny Hughes also made 
a triumphant return in his first 
start since the 2005 Breeders' 
Cup, capturing the $150,000 
Jersey Shore Breeders' Cup 
Stakes-G3 for 3-year-olds on 
Julyl. 

Trained by Kiaran 
McLaughlin and ridden by Joe 
Bravo, Henny Hughes explod¬ 
ed to the lead in midstretch 
to win by 10 lengths, stopping 
the clock in 1:08.26 for six fur¬ 
longs.

Praying for Cash joined the ranks of stakes winners while defeating 
odds-on favorite Latent Heat in the Long Branch Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3. 


The chesmut son of Hennessy 
broke his maiden at Monmouth 
in June of last year. 

In her graded stakes debut. 
Haras Santa Maria de Araras's 
Quite a Bride beat seven 
rivals and a rapidly approaching 
thunderstorm on July 4 to win 
the $150,000 Boihng Springs 
Stakes-G3 for 3-year-old fillies 
on the turf before a holiday 
crowd of 14,884. 

The horses went to post two 
minutes ahead of schedule when 
approaching thunder rumbled 
ominously. Fortunately, the race 
was already completed before a 
heavy downpour soaked the 
track. 

Quite a Bride remains 
unbeaten in four starts since 
trainer Bill Mott switched her 
to the grass. Quite a Bride, 
with Corneho Velasque 2 
aboard, shot right to the front 
and opened a clear lead while 
setting a moderate pace. She 
ran the half-mile in :48.96 and 
got to the three-quarter pole in 
1:12.63. When the pack closed 
the gap slightly at the top of 
the lane. Quite a Bride quickly 
puUed away to finish three and 
a quarter lengths in front of 
Ebony Rose. The final time 
was 1:41.37 for a mile and a 
sixteenth over a turf course 
rated firm. 

“She did the whole thing 
very easily," Velasque 2 report¬ 
ed. “I was able to get her out 
there with easy fractions, and 
she just coasted around there 
the whole way." 

Finally hving up to the 
bu 22 generated by his sensa¬ 
tional debut here last summer. 
Praying for Cash earned 
his first stakes victory with a 
game tally over heavily favored 
Latent Heat in the $150,000 
Long Branch Breeders' Cup 
Stakes-G3 on July 15.

TURF IS THE 
MAGIC WORD 
AT COLONIAL 
DOWNS

C olonial Downs kicked off 
its traditional summer 
meeting on June 16 under 
its usual banner of ^‘turf, turf 
and more turf” It works: FuU 
fields are the norm at the New 
Kent, Va., oval. 

On the second day of the 
meet, racing’s brawn came to 
town when owner WinStar 
Farm and trainer Bill Mott 
shipped in Union Avenue for 
the $60,000 John D. Marsh 
Stakes, a restricted turf event 
for Virginia-bred or Virginia- 
sired 3 and 4-year-olds. Ridden 
by Ryan Fogelsonger, Union 
Avenue toyed with six rivals, 
drawing off to a four-length 
victory over 4-year-old Love 
Conquers. The 3-year-old son 
of Gone West, bred by Joe 
AUbritton’s Lazy Lane Stables, 
completed the mile and a six¬ 
teenth in 1:43.25, breaking the 
stakes record set by Unaccount- 
edlea five years ago. 

Union Avenue came back to 
upset Arhngton Park’s Grade 
2 American Derby on July 22. 
As a yearhng. Union Avenue 
brought a bid of $300,000 at 
the 2004 Keeneland September 
sale. Out of five-time stakes 
winner Miss Union Avenue, 
he’s a half-brother to the 2- 


finaUy edged away to a length 
and a quarter victory. 

“It was a httle tight the 
first part of the race,” allowed 
Velez. “We were walking a htde 
bit at the end, but he still had 
something left.”

Northern Afleet and s takes- 
winning mare Missy White Oak 
(by Baederwood) rocked the 
toteboard for a $64.40 pay¬ 
off Under 10-pound appren¬ 
tice Grant Whitacre, Missy 
Live Oak completed the five 
and a half furlongs in 1:04.72. 
Owned by Curtis Mikkelsen 
(and bred by Mikkelsen and 
Patricia Horth), Missy Live 
Oak, a half-sister to multiple 
stakes winner Madame Pietra, 
just got past Trouble Maker by 
a half-length. 

Owner/trainer Michael 
Moran ponied up $300,000 for 
Silent Roar, a gray son of 
Unbridled’s Song, at the 2004 
Keeneland September sale. 
Making his debut on June 19 for 
the Fair HiU-based conditioner. 
Silent Roar rallied from ninth 
in the 10-horse field to win by 
three lengths in an impressive 
effort. Ridden by Luis Garcia, 
Silent Roar finished the mile on 


the turf in 1:40.60 over run¬ 
ner-up Ghost Ranch HiU. 

Moran returned to Colonial 
on July 9 with Silent Roar, who 
this time won by three and a 
quarter lengths over Beltaire. 
Again ridden by Garcia, Silent 
Roar ran a mile on the grass 
the second time around in 
1:35.94. 

When Holly Robinson cut

I starter Farah T Salute on 
I June 23, the 3-year-old daugh- 
I ter of Boy Done Good won 
H by a length and a quarter over 
Predator’s Pride in 1:38.57 
for a mile on the turf. Bred 
by Jasmine Napravnik and 
owned by Flying Horse Farm, 
Farah T Salute was ridden by 
Napravnik’s sister Anna. 

Alix White’s homebred 
Xtra Smart drew off to win 
a restricted maiden special 
weight on June 24. Trained 
by Tim White, the 5-year-old 
daughter of Two Smart sat just 
off the pace under Jonathan 
Joyce before sweeping to the 
lead to win by four lengths 
over Rimal Dance and eight 
others. The West Virginia-bred 
mare went the mile and a six¬ 
teenth on the turf in 1:43.70. 

Doug Fout enjoyed a lucra¬ 
tive campaign at Colonial 
with his steeplechase divi¬ 
sion, winning three races over 
hurdles. Based in The Plains, 
Va., Fout also enjoyed suc¬ 
cess with a handful of flat 
horses, including Eldon Farm’s 
Dancingupastorm, who won 
her second straight turf allow¬ 
ance on June 24. The 4-year- 
old filly by Storm Boot flunked 
out of steeplechasing after one

N othing makes a race 
important faster than a 
good horse winning it, 
and in recent editions the $1 
million Virginia Derby-G2 has 
been blessed with some big- 
time mrf performers. Eclipse 
Award-winning Kitten's Joy 
took the 2004 Virginia Derby, 
and the consistent and tough 
English Channel swept to vic¬ 
tory in Colonial Downs's mar¬ 
quee event last season, when 
it was still rated Grade 3. This 
year's hero. Go Between, seems 
to possess some of the same 
assets as that pair. The son 
of Preakness/Belmont Stakes 
winner Point Given runs his 
race every time out. And even 
when he doesn't win, he makes 
a good fight of it. 

‘‘Every good horse has to 
have a major turn of foot at 
some point," Go Between's 
Hall of Fame trainer Bill Mott 
noted. With two-time horse of 


the year Cigar on his resume, 
along with a host of other 
marvelous performers, many 
of them on the turf, Mott 
certainly knows the recipe for 
victory in the Virginia Derby. 
He won the race in both 2002 
and 2003 with full brothers 
Orchard Park and Silver Tree, 
respectively, horses owned and 
bred by Peter Vegso, who also 
campaigns Go Between as a 
homebred. 

Vegso jokingly explained his 
success in the Virginia Derby 
this way: “I think it's the sign 
out there [in the infield] that 
says ‘Virginia is for Horse 
Lovers,' " before adding, “I 
also have some mares that can 
produce." 

This year he also was 
blessed with some good for¬ 
tune before the race was even 
run. Colonial Turf Cup win¬ 
ner Showing Up, owned by 
Roy and Gretchen Jackson's 


Lael Stables of Barbaro fame, 
passed on competing in the 
July 15 mile and a quarter 
Virginia Derby, thereby relin¬ 
quishing the chance to sweep 
the four-race series known as 
the Jacobs Investments Grand 
Slam of Grass. The Grand 
Slam consists of the million 
Colonial Turf Cup, the Virginia 
Derby, the Secretariat S takes- 
G1 at Arhngton Park and the 
Breeders' Cup Turf-Gl. A total 
of S3 million awaited the 3- 
year-old—first three legs are 
restricted to sophomores— 
who could win the quartet of 
grass events. 

But as racing fans discovered 
with the harrowing Barbaro 
story, money does not drive 
all the choices the Jacksons 
make. In this case. Showing 
Up's trainer, Barclay Tagg, felt 
that the three-week turnaround 
between the Turf Cup and the 
Virginia Derby was too quick 


for his brilliant 3-year-old, and, 
as a result, declined to pursue 
the latter race and its $1 milhon 
purse, as well as a crack at that 
rich bonus. 

Showing Up's Turf Cup 
certainly had been a visual treat 
for horse lovers in Virginia 
and simulcast fans across the 
nation. Making his first turf 
start against 13 others in the 
mile and three-sixteenths event. 
Showing Up rocketed past pace¬ 
setter Kip Deville in the final 
sixteenth of a mile and won the 
race by more than three lengths. 
Go Between, who owned a 
substantial edge in turf experi¬ 
ence entering the contest, fin¬ 
ished less than a length behind 
Kip Deville in third. 

“When [jockey Garrett 
Gome 2 ] pushed the button, the 
horse acted a little bit green, 
and it took him a few strides 
to get going," Mott explained 
of his charge's Turf Cup 
effort. Additionally, he pointed 
out that the Turf Cup was 
Go Between's “prep" for the 
Virginia Derby. “I mean, if you 
could win [the Turf Cup], it's a 
major race in itself . . however, 
we had every intention of com¬ 
ing back and knocking this off, 
if possible." 

A number of Turf Cup con¬ 
testants rejoined Go Between 
for the Virginia Derby. Kip 
Deville was back, as were 
Roman Dynasty and Yate's 
Black Cat. 

Among the new shoot¬ 
ers were scheduled to be 
Steppenwolfer, third in the 
Kentucky Derby and fourth 
in the Belmont Stakes; 
Seaside Retreat, easy win¬ 
ner of Woodbine's Charley 
Barley Stakes in his prior race; 
and Cinema Breeders' Cup 
Handicap-G3 victor Genre 
(GB). Also slated to join the 
Virginia Derby field were 
Kiaran McLaughlin-trained 
Spider Power (Ire), second in 
the Hill Prince Stakes-G3; the 
hghtly-raced Proudinsky (Ger), 
a narrowly beaten second in the 
Arlington Classic-G3; as well

as allowance runners Manchu 
Prince, Readily and Sir Classic 
Chris. On race day, however, 
both Steppenwolfer and Genre 
were program scratches, reduc¬ 
ing the field to 10. 

Kip Deville, who opened 
a huge lead in the Turf Cup 
while setting spooky-fast frac¬ 
tions, went to the post for the 
Derby as the 2.20-1 favorite. 
Proudinsky, whose nose defeat 
in the Arhngton race two weeks 
earher marked his American 
debut, was the second choice 
at 3.20-1, just a few thousand 
dollars ahead of Go Between 
in the wagering. 

Horseplayers reasoned that 
a bit more sensible ration¬ 
ing of Kip Deville’s plentiful 
early speed would allow the 
Oklahoma-bred a very good 
chance at lasting 10 furlongs. 

Ironically, however, jockey 
Rafael Bejarano’s careful man¬ 
agement of Kip Deville in 
the early stages of the Derby 
might have cost the colt his 
best chance at winning. In the 
Turf Cup, Kip Deville blasted 
through a half-mile in :45 and 
change, while opening a lead 
of almost 20 lengths. Bejarano, 
a superb judge of pace, espe¬ 
cially in turf events (consider, 
for example, his ride aboard 
Intercontinental-GB in last 
year’s Breeders’ Cup FiUy and 
Mare Turf-Gl), idled down Kip 
Deville in the Derby. They led 
Roman Dynasty through frac¬ 
tions of :48.13 and 1:12.11. 

Meanwhile, Go Between 
was the recipient of a beauti¬ 
fully managed voyage. Aboard 
again, Gome 2 kept the colt 
just a couple of lengths behind 
leaders Kip Deville and Roman 
Dynasty while racing near 
the rail, and then, turning for 
home, quickly bore down on 
a persistent Kip Deville, who, 
while fighting bravely in the 
Turf Cup, this time gave way 
more readily. 

Go Between darted clear 
of the field, and then, just for 
a moment, appeared vulner¬ 
able to the late rally of Seaside 


Retreat, who had shaken clear 
of the others just inside the 
sixteenth pole. Gome 2 kept 
Go Between busy, and Seaside 
Retreat could get no closer 
than a length and three-quar¬ 
ters at the wire. Spider Power, 
who also got a clean trip under 
Jose Santos, edged the rallying 
Manchu Prince for third. 

Afterward, Gome 2 explained, 
^When I turned for home and 
found my horse somewhere to 
go, I couldn’t believe he made 
the lead as easily as he did. I 
asked him to go ahead and 
open up, and he was very will¬ 
ing, very professional.” 

The time of the race turned 
out to be a course record, 
1:59.74, but then the times were 
quick all afternoon, so perhaps 
this wasn’t the most impor¬ 
tant of statistics. Mott himself 
didn’t seem to place a lot of 
importance on it. ‘‘Good,” he 
said, when given the news of 
the track record. 

As usual, he sounded more 
interested in his horse: “[Go 
Between] bree 2 ed really well 
for this race last weekend. I 
thought [Gome 2 ] rode him 
beautifully.” 

Like his father. Go Between 
is a terrifically powerful-look¬ 
ing chestnut, and because of 
the skillful handling of his 
trainer, he seems to like his job. 
Bred by Vegso in Florida, the 
colt out of Mediation (Ire), by 
Caerleon, was making his ninth 
career start in the Virginia 
Derby. 

He’s never been off the 
board and, in addition to hav¬ 
ing won the Palm Beach Stakes- 
G3 at Gulfstream Park this past 
March, he’d placed in four other 
stakes prior to the Virginia 
Derby, notably the American 
Turf-G3 at Churchill Downs. 
He earned a cool $600,000 for 
his less than two minutes in the 
sun at Colonial. 

“I think a miDion-dollar race 
should be a Grade 1,” Vegso 
said. “Even when we were win¬ 
ning and it wasn’t graded, this 
was a graded race.” 


Aunt Henny by a 
nose in the Oaks 

On the morning of the Vir¬ 
ginia Derby and the $200,000 
Virginia Oaks, horse racing 
fans everywhere woke up to 
read that Barbaro had experi¬ 
enced a fitful night of sleep. 
The Kentucky Derby hero had 
gone through an incredibly dif¬ 
ficult week battiing laminitis, 
during which his chief physi¬ 
cian described the colt’s chance 
for survival as a “longshot.” 
Horse racing is a sport that 
prides itself on looking at the 
races ahead as well as cherish¬ 
ing those that have already been 
run, and for Barbaro’s trainer, 
Michael Mat 2 , there was, as 
always, other business to tend 
to. That afternoon, Mat 2 sent 
out the favorite for the mile 
and an eighth Virginia Oaks, a 
steadily improving 3-year-old 
daughter of Hennessy named 
Aunt Henny. 

Mat 2 did not travel down 
to Virginia from his Maryland 
headquarters to saddle Aunt 
Henny, but whether he was 
there or not, the result of the 
race brought, though in small¬ 
er degrees, additional tension 
and relief to his world. Having 
shaken free of pacesetter 
Festival Queen near the eighth 


pole. Aunt Henny seemed a 
certain winner. But suddenly 
May Night made a daring late 
rush, and the two filkes hit the 
finish Hne as one. To the naked 
eye, it was impossible to tell 
which filly’s nose reached the 
Hne first. The resulting photo 
was one that had even the sav- 
viest of racegoers leaning clos¬ 
er to the screen. 

Aunt Henny’s nostril arrived 
Hterally an inch ahead of May 
Night’s. Owned by F. Eugene 
Dixon’s Erdenheim Farm 
and based at Mat 2 ’s Fair Hill 
barn. Aunt Henny collected 
her second stakes win in the 
Virginia Oaks; in her previ¬ 
ous start, she’d annexed the 
Herecomesthebride S takes-G3 
at Gulfstream Park. 

Bejarano rode the winner. 
A few hours later he was on 
the losing end of another tight 
photo. After going unplaced 
with Kip Deville in the Virginia 
Derby, the jockey boarded a 
plane for MinneapoHs, arriv¬ 
ing there just in time to make 
his call on Sinners N Saints in 
the $150,000 Claiming Crown 
Jewel at Canterbury Park. This 
time, his mount’s late rally fell 
just a few inches short of vic¬ 
tory. 

/Andj Plattner 
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start but got right back into 
the swing of things on the flat. 
Ridden by Garcia, she cleared 
stakes winner Art Show by 
two lengths in the mile and 
a sixteenth race that went in 
1:42.34. 

‘‘She’s a very nice filly” Font 
noted. “She deserves a chance 
[at Saratoga], and going a mile 
and a half I figure she has 
half a shot against some of 
these heavy heads, because she 


comes from off the pace. She 
likes a marathon—that’s what I 
need for her.” 

Fout returned to the win¬ 
ner’s circle on July 14 with 
first-time starter Fund Broker. 
Owned by his breeder, Peggy 
Steinman, the 4-year-old colt 
by Grand Slam took a $25,000 
maiden claimer on the grass 
by a half-length over Afleet 
Pardner. The mile race went in 
1:37.35. 


“He sat down in the pad- 
dock and got a little wound up,” 
Fout explained. “We had him at 
Saratoga last year, and he had 
some awfully good works, and 
then he fracmred a bone in his 
foot. He won’t be quite as bad 
in the paddock next time; he 
was just a httle nervous.” 

Bright Gold duphcat- 
ed her stakes double from a 
year ago, taking the Buckland 
and Somethingroyal (both on 


the turf), while setting stakes 
records in each win. In doing 
so, the 6-year-old mare by Hold 
for Gold increased her bankroll 
to $466,368 for owner/breeder 
Hazel B. Marsh and trainer 
Mary Eppler. 

Ridden by Horacio Kara- 
manos. Bright Gold took 
the five and a half-furlong 
Buckland by a length and a 
half over Beautiful Bets, with 
Halloween Fun third. Bright

Corneho Velasquez, Showing 
Up gobbled up a 15-length 
gap on Kip DeviUe to win his 
fourth career race while making 
his turf debut. He completed 
the distance in 1:52.98, a new 
course record. 

Trained by Barclay Tagg, 
Showing Up won his first three 
starts, including the Grade 2 
Lexington Stakes at Keeneland 
in April. So impressive was 
Showing Up that Tagg swung 
for the parking lot and entered 
the son of Strategic Mission in 
the Kentucky Derby, in which 
he finished a decent sixth 
after running in tandem with 
Barbaro throughout most of 
the mile and a quarter race. No 
disgrace. Tagg then decided to 
change directions and aim for 
the Colonial Turf Cup. 

“We were pretty convinced 
he’d hke the grass,” Tagg 
explained. “We worked him five 
times on it. He’s always managed 
to pleasantly surprise us every 
time he’s run. He ran real weU. 
^ We just hope he keeps it up.” 

I Tagg shut the damper on 
I the $5 million bonus, however, 
I when he skipped the Virginia 
Derby with Showing Up. The 
trainer decided three weeks was 
too close between races for the 
lightly framed colt, especially 
after a draining trip to Colonial 
for the Turf Cup. The van was 
late leaving; Showing Up lost 
a glue-on shoe during the trip;

DanieUe Hodsdon com¬ 
pleted an authentic double by 
winning a race as a jockey on 


be perfect because if one of 
them comes off, you’re going 
down there to fix it,’ ” Tagg 
said. 

‘‘[Assistant trainer] Robin 
[SmuUen] called him at 9:30 at 
night and said he’s got a shoe 
missing. He said he’d get there 
first thing in the morning.

Olds in Training sale in May 
2005. He has now earned 
$840,508. 

While Showing Up is just 
beginning to estabhsh his 
turf career, the winner of the 
Grade 3 AU Along Breeders’ 
Cup Stakes was simply continu¬ 
ing her incredible reign as one 
of the best in the game. FUm

Maker, owned by Courtlandt 
Farms and trained by Graham 
Motion, made her 6-year-old 
debut in the 18th running of 
the $200,000 stakes for filUes 
and mares at a mile and an 
eighth on the turf 

The dark bay daughter of 
Dynaformer settled into a per¬ 
fect spot, fourth just off 8-5 
favorite Wend, before roUing 
to the lead and cruising home 
to a three and a quarter-length 
victory over Latice (Ire). Art 
Fan finished another two 
lengths behind in third. Wend 
wound up a non-threatening 
fifth. Film Maker, with Ramon 
Domingue 2 aboard, went the 
distance in 1:46.58, a course 
record. 

“She’s in a very different 
league,” said Motion. “She’s a 
great fiUy. The plan has always 
been to run in the All Along, in 
the [Grade 1] Beverly D, then 
go on towards the [Grade 1] 
Breeders’ Cup Filly and Mare 
Turf. She was very much domi¬ 
nant in victory, and all is going 
well.” 

The All Along added a line 
of black type to an already busy 
pedigree page that includes 
wins in the Grade 1 Queen 
Eh 2 abeth II Challenge Cup 
and four other graded stakes, 
including the 2004 All Along, 
as well as placings in the past 
two editions of the Breeders’ 
Cup FiUy and Mare Turf-Gl. 
With eight wins from 24 starts. 
Film Maker has accumulated 
$1,493,730 in earnings.

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TRAINER TIM 
RITCHEY WINS 
FOUR IN A ROW 
AT DELAWARE 
PARK

O n a sleepy midweek July 
19 card, trainer Tim 
Ritchey reeled off an 
extraordinary four consecutive 
scores, sending out the winners 
of the fourth through seventh 
races. Twice Ritchey teamed 
with jockey Buddy Winnett Jr., 
twice with Stewart Elliott. 

In the fourth race, T. Wynn 
JoUey and Harry Hoglander's 
Special Hero (Winnett) tal¬ 
ked from far back in a field 
of six $25,000-$20,000 claim- 
ers to prevail, just barely, in a 
four-horse photo at five fur¬ 
longs on the turf In the fol¬ 
lowing race, a $50,000 maiden 
claimer at six furlongs on the 
main track, Carol McCarthy's 
My Gentleman Jack (EUiott), a 
first-time starter, slugged it out 
with a handful of foes on the 
front end before edging away 
to win by three lengths. 

Then in the sixth race, 
Urbanesque (Winnett)— 

owned and bred by Ritchey 
himself—^pressed the pace in 
a $16,000 claimer at five and a 
half furlongs, ultimately wear¬ 
ing down the leader to triumph 
by a half-length. And the trainer 
concluded his remarkable, rat- 
a-tat-tat outburst when Joanna 
Reisler's Avon Dale (Elkott) 
snagged a $16,000 claimer at a 
mile and 70 yards by three and 
three-quarters lengths. 

Ritchey narrowly missed 
notching a fifth victory that 
same afternoon when, in the 
first race, CJZ Racing Stable's 
Trickle of Silver (Elkott) lost

by a head to Tricky Dennis 
and Jeremy Rose in a $16,000 
maiden claimer at five and a 
half furlongs. Through July 28, 


Ritchey ranked third among ak 
trainers at Delaware, with 31 
wins, 27 seconds and 23 thirds 
from 146 starters. 


The speedy Pisgah, who 
this past April shattered 
Delaware Park's longstanding 
track record for six furlongs on 
the main track, demonstrated 
his versatikty on July 8 when 
he 2 oomed to a half-length 
victory in the $50,000 Mo Bay 
Stakes, contested at about five 
furlongs on the turf. While his 
winning time of :59.61 did not 
remotely approach the course 
record of :56 (the turf was 
rated yielding, after ak), the 
effort reinforced the notion 
that owner/breeder Tavner 
Dunlap's 5-year-old gelding 
can score over just about any 
surface, although he has yet to 
triumph on a wet track. 

The victory, his third in 
four kfetime grass starts, kfted 
Pisgah's overall mark to seven 
wins in 27 races, with $291,993 
in earnings. The meet's runaway 
leader in the trainer standings, 
Scott Lake, saddled the win¬ 
ner. Max West, who defeated 
Pisgah in the Turf Monster 
Handicap at Philadelphia Park 
in late May, finished second 
in the Mo Bay, six and a quar¬ 
ter lengths ahead of longshot 
Shades of Sunny. 

The 5-year-old horse Buck¬ 
eye Wonder, who took an 
about a mile and a sixteenth 
allowance / optional claimer 
on the Delaware Park turf 
course on July 9, is now 3-for- 
3 over the local turf. Owned 
by Hudson River Farms and 
trained by Jonathan Sheppard, 
Buckeye Wonder raced as a 
2 and 3-year-old in England, 
winning one of five starts, 
before returning in 2005 to 
the US.

Final 
time was 1:47 over a good 
course. Buckeye Wonder, by 
Silver Hawk out of the Dan 2 ig 
mare Ameriflora, is a full 
brother to Japanese champion 
and multimillonaire Grass 
Wonder, and multiple Grade 1 
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winner and million-doUar-earn- 
er Wonder Again. 

More than a few handicap- 
pers rolled their eyes when 
PugUsi Stables and Steve 
Klesaris entered Diabolical in 
this year’s Preakness. True, the 
Artax colt had shown flashes 
of briUiance, albeit in sprints 
or on the grass, and yet the 
horseplayers’ cynicism was 
nonetheless confirmed when 
Diabolical, also trained by 
Klesaris, tired badly to finish 
eighth in the Preakness, beaten 
more than 28 lengths by the 
winner, Bernardini. 

Klesaris’s confidence was 
rewarded a month later, how¬ 
ever, when Diabolical went 
wire to wire in a one-mile mrf 
allowance at Monmouth Park, 
and it was further corroborated 
when the colt easily dispatched 
four rivals in Delaware’s 
$54,000 Stanton Stakes for 3- 
year-olds at a mile and six¬ 
teenth on July 22. Ridden by 
Pino, Diabolical again led each 
step of the race, finishing four 
and a half lengths ahead of Kid 
Lemonade in 1:44.42 over a 
sealed, sloppy surface after the

stakes was transferred from the 
mrf course. 

During a summer in which 
his horses seemed to win stakes 
races at will—at Delaware, 
Saratoga, wherever—trainer 
Todd Pletcher appeared to have 
a lock on the $50,000 Beauti¬ 
ful Day Stakes for 3-year-old 
fillies at six furlongs on July 
11. Small field: five entries. A 
potent recent winner: Aaron 
and Marie Jones’s Yachats. And 
the services of the track’s lead¬ 
ing jockey: Ramon Domingue 2 . 
So Yachats’s 1 -2 odds came as 
no surprise. 

But while the filly performed 
admirably, she was outgamed 
through the stretch by Park 
Avenue Racing Stable’s Smart 
and Fancy, who, under Jeremy 
Rose, finally pried herself free 
from Yachats in the final yards 
to win by a length and a half 
in 1:11.24. Yachats, meanwhile, 
held off Lady of Summer by a 
head for second. 

Absent from the races since 
she won the filly division of 
the South Carolina Residency 
Races at Philadelphia Park in 
November 2005, Maryland- 


bred Smart and Fancy, trained 
by Tony Dutrow, recorded her 
fourth consecutive victory in 
the Beautiful Day. That streak 
includes a score in the 2005 
Maryland Million Lassie. 

Sometimes, persistence and 
patience pays off Witness the 
second race on July 12, when El 
Prado in Action, an 8-year-old 
gelding winless since he broke 
his maiden for a $16,000 tag 
at Hollywood Park on May 8, 
2003, rallied from dead last in a 
six-horse field to take a $5,000 
claimer at six furlongs. Owned 
and trained by Andrew Sim off, 
El Prado in Action entered the 
non-winners of two lifetime 
race with a l-for-44 record, 
which included eight losses at 
Delaware. And when, at long 
last, he boosted that mark to 2- 
for-45, he did so authoritative¬ 
ly, obliterating his five foes by 
five and three-quarters lengths 
‘‘going away” under Rodrigo 
Madrigal Jr. in 1:12.15. 

On July 31, a raffle to ben¬ 
efit the family of trainer Mike 
Rea was held in the winner’s 
circle at Delaware Park. Rea, 
based at the Fair Hill Training 


S tan Fulton’s Royal Fupeg 
made it two in a row on 
June 27 when she cap¬ 
tured a $21,000 allowance 
at five furlongs for trainer 
Chfford Sise Jr. and jockey 
Carlos Lopez Jr. A $700,000 
Keeneland September yearhng 
purchase. Royal Fupeg broke 
her maiden at Philadelphia Park 
on June 18 after failing to win 
in three starts at 2 last season 
in California with trainer Eoin 
Harty. She has now won two of 
five races and $37,480. 

In her allowance victo¬ 
ry, the daughter of Fusaichi 
Pegasus—Heeremandi (Ire), 
by Royal Academy, was sent 
up to challenge early paceset¬ 
ter Amber’s Kelly, then shook 
off that rival only to be tested 


late by J. P. West. Royal Fupeg 
dug in on the rail to prevail 
by a neck over J. P. West in 
:58.97 over a muddy track, with 
Amber’s Kelly another nose 
back in third. 

Royal Fupeg is a half-sister 
to Irish Group 3-placed runner 
Emerald Cat, while her s takes- 
winning dam was Group 1- 
placed, also in Ireland. 

Sise, the son of California- 
based conditioner Chfford 
Sise Sr., has been stabled at 
Philadelphia Park for three 
years. He decided to make the 
cross-country trip in antici¬ 
pation of increased purses 
from slot machine revenues at 
Pennsylvania race tracks. 

From 65 starters through 
July 23 this year, Sise has won 


Center in Maryland, suffered 
a severe brain injury during a 
training accident at Fair Hill on 
June 16. 

“He was galloping a horse 
on the track at Fair Hill, and 
it bolted off of the gap,” 
explained his friend and fellow 
trainer, Sheilagh Barndollar.

F ive minutes before post 
time for the million 
Delaware Handicap-G2 
at Delaware Park on July 16, 
a boy paced nervously in the 
second row of the clubhouse's 
apron-level outdoor seating. 
Relentlessly fidgeting and sigh¬ 
ing, he finally spoke, politely 
asking, ‘‘Do you have a horse 
in this race?" 

“No. Who do you need?" 
“The two," he replied, as 
he continued wearing a path 
in a five-foot-long stretch of 
concrete. 

Delaware Park's tote board 
indicated that number two, Paul 
Saylor's Fleet Indian, was held 
at odds of 2-5, making her the 


overwhelming favorite in the 
71st edition of the track's mar¬ 
quee race for fillies and mares. 
Given the boy's highly agitated 
state, it seemed as if he'd some¬ 
how managed to bet the entire 
contents of his piggybank on 
Fleet Indian—^in effect, a tyro 
bridge jumper. 

At long last, the nine-horse 
field loaded into the gate for the 
mile and a quarter race. Once 
sprung. Fleet Indian, trained by 
two-time Echpse Award win¬ 
ner Todd Pletcher and ridden 
by Jose Santos, sei 2 ed the lead 
immediately, pursued closely 
by Take a Check, one-third 
of a three-horse entry owned 
by Robert E. Meyerhoff's 


Fitzhugh LLC and trained by 
Richard (Dickie) Small. Right 
behind that pair followed long- 
shot Fin (GB) and second- 
choice La Reason, the latter 
also saddled by Pletcher. 

On his feet, arms flailing and 
legs pumping, the boy urged on 
Fleet Indian through a quar¬ 
ter mile in :23.94 and a half 
in :48.21, periodically yelling, 
“Let's go. Dad" and “Come on, 
Santos." Approaching the far 
turn. Fleet Indian effortlessly 
eased away from her pursu¬ 
ers—two and a half lengths 
ahead after a mile in 1:37.12, 
four on top into the stretch. By 
now the boy was almost apo¬ 
plectic, jumping up and down. 


pounding his right flank with 
his program hke a jockey wield¬ 
ing his whip, and repeatedly 
shouting “Go, Dad, go." 

Through the stretch. Fleet 
Indian remained unchallenged, 
crossing the finish hne five 
and a half lengths ahead of 
Dynamic Deputy, another 
member of the Fit 2 hugh/ 
Small entry. Throwing his arms 
over his head, the boy let out 
a piercing, triumphant whoop, 
and after accepting congratula¬ 
tions on his victory with a gra¬ 
cious “thank you," he dashed 
toward the winner's circle. Jose 
Santos Jr. wanted to greet his 
father. 

Grinning coolly behind sun¬ 
glasses despite the afternoon's 
sweltering heat, Todd Pletcher, 
sandwiched between 45-year- 
old Santos Sr. and 12-year-old 
Jr., posed for photographs in 
the Delaware Park winner's cir¬ 
cle. “She had a pretty good race 
record before we got her," the 
trainer noted a few moments 
later, referring to Fleet Indian. 
“She had won her last two 
starts before we got her." 

“We," in this case, meaning 
5 owner Saylor, who acquired the 
I 5-year-old New York-bred 
8 Fleet Indian as a broodmare 
prospect for $290,000 from 
Stan Fulton at this year's Keene- 
land January sale. The two 
scores alluded to by Pletcher 
occurred in Aqueduct's Mon- 
tauk Handicap (for trainer 
Jimmy Toner) in November, 
and in a Philadelphia Park 
allowance (for trainer Clifford 
Sise Jr.) in December. Trans¬ 
ferred to Pletcher's barn. Fleet 
Indian (Indian Charhe—Hust- 
leeta, by Afleet) has since reeled 
off four additional victories: 
Aqueduct's Next Move Handi- 
cap-G3 in March, Hawthorne's 
Sixty Sails Handleap-G3 in 
April, Delaware's Obeah Handi¬ 
cap in June and now the Dela¬ 
ware Handicap, whose $600,000 
winner's share made her a mil- 
honaire with $1,104,513 in 
earnings. The victory, accom- 
phshed in a final time of 
2:02.08, also improved Fleet 
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Indian’s record to 11 wins in 16 
career starts. 

‘‘I fell into her, basically,” 
explained Saylor, mopping 
his brow in the winner’s cir¬ 
cle. According to Saylor—an 
Atlanta-based real estate and 
banking executive who owned 
two-time champion Ashado in 
partnership with Johns Martin 
and Jack and Laurie Wolf’s 
Starlight Stable before the tho 
sold her for $9 million at the 
2005 Keeneland November 
sale—the purchase of Fleet 
Indian prompted Jimmy 
Toner, her trainer throughout 
most of 2005, to teU Fletcher, 
‘‘ ‘I just got her back to run- 
ning good—don’t use her as a 
broodmare.’ ” 

Saylor envisioned Fleet 
Indian as a runner and a pro¬ 
ducer. ‘‘I said to Todd when 
I bought her, ‘Let’s run her in 
some New York-bred stakes, 
and then I’U put her in foal to 
Purge,’ who I raced and own an 
interest in [as a stallion]. That 
was the plan.” 

A plan he has not adhered to 
exactly, given that Fleet Indian’s 
four stakes wins for Saylor have 
occurred in open company. 
“She’s doing this stuff so easy,” 
he admitted. “It’s a little scary, 
frankly.” 

“Scary,” undeniably, for her 
foes in the Delaware Handicap, 
who never really threatened 
Fleet Indian at any point in 
the race. For their part, the 
Fitzhugh-owned trio swamped 
aU of the runner-up positions, 
finishing second (Dynamic 
Deputy), third (Take a Check) 
and fourth (Sticky), and that 
unusual phenomenon resulted 
in a bloated five-horse thfecta 
that involved the fifth-place 
Friel’s for Real. 

Prior to the Delaware 
Handicap that afternoon, 
the track offered three addi¬ 
tional stakes races, notably the 
$300,000 Leonard Richards- 
G3 for 3-year-olds at a mile 
and sixteenth. Among the six 
starters, only The Jim Stable’s 
Ah Day had won a stakes— 
three of them, in fact, includ¬ 


ing Pimlico’s $100,000 Federico 
Tesio in April. Surprisingly, 
then, the crowd made Robert 
LaPenta’s Little Chff, a refugee 
from a handful of Triple Crown 
prep races, the even-money 
favorite in the Richards. 

Ultimately, however, thatpair 
was obliged to settle for second 
(Ah Day) and third (Little CHff) 
when Jayeff B Stables’s Awfully 
Smart accelerated on the final 
turn to take over from dueling 
pacesetters Throng and Irish 
Gentleman, and then draw off 
to a five and a half-length score 
in 1:43.23 under jockey Ramon 
Dominguez. 

It marked the colt’s third 
victory in seven career races, 
each of his wins occurring at 
Delaware Park. Jim Maloney, 
assistant to trainer Alan 
Goldberg, was quick to point 
out afterward, however, that 
Awfully Smart has more than 
a one-track mind, so to speak. 
“He hkes Delaware, but I think 
he’ll run almost anyplace,” 
Maloney contended. “The first 
time he ran at Belmont, he ran 
a big race as a baby. I think 
he’ll be aU right anywhere that 
he goes.” 

That ability to succeed at a 
variety of racing venues certain¬ 
ly characterizes C.K. Marquis, 
J.T Behrendt, W Bloom and 
B. Cornell’s 4-year-old colt 
Fishy Advice, who, after nurs¬ 
ing a modest lead throughout 
the $200,000 Caesar Rodney 
Stakes at nine furlongs on the 
mrf, coasted home three and a 
quarter lengths ahead of long- 
shot Capitano in 1 ;50.72. 

Trained by David Donk and 
ridden by Mario Pino, Fishy 
Advice won for the fifth time 
in 12 starts, with aU of his 
scores coming on the turf—at 
Gulfstream Park, Aqueduct, 
Belmont Park, Saratoga and 
now at Delaware. 

As for the colt’s name, “Well, 
he’s owned by two lawyers, an 
accountant and a fishmonger,” 
explained Behrendt—^who 
confessed to being one of the 
attorneys—with a light laugh

in the winner's circle after the 
race. 

On paper, the $100,000, six- 
fiirlong Light Hearted Stakes 
for fillies and mares seemed to 
be Trickle of Gold's race to 
lose. With 10 victories in 19 
lifetime starts—including seven 
wins in 10 races at Delaware— 
she towered over her three 
rivals in the Light Hearted, 
named after Christiana Stables's 
outstanding filly of the early 
1970s. Accordingly, bettors 
established her as the 2-5 favor¬ 
ite. Ridden confidently by 
Jeremy Rose, she opened a two- 
length lead in :45.34 after a 
half-mile and was stiU ahead in 
midstretch, when, unaccount¬ 
ably, she began to shorten 
stride. That allowed Nelson 
McMakin's Miss Elsie and Pino 
to sweep past Trickle of Gold, 
and then hold off a tepid late 
bid by Thats Our Song to win 
by two lengths in 1:09.97 for 
trainer Larry Jones. 


The Light Hearted score 
represented something of a 
breakthrough for the 5-year- 
old Miss Elsie, who had hit the 
board in a quartet of stakes 
sprints at Oaklawn Park and 
Delaware this past winter and 
spring without winning, and 
improved her record to six 
victories in 17 starts. 

Meanwhile, Rose pulled up 
Trickle of Gold shortly after 
they crossed the finish hne, last 
of the four starters, and the 4- 
year-old filly was vanned away 
by the horse ambulance. 

^‘It looks like she's going to 
be fine," reported Trickle of 
Gold's trainer Michael Gorham 
nearly two weeks after the race. 
^‘She had some fiUing in her 
[right front] pastern for a few 
days. We x-rayed her, and she 
was clean; we ultrasounded 
_ everything, and she was clean, 
g So we're going to give her a 
g little rest and bring her back in 
I a few months." 

= Todd Pletcher's long shad¬ 
ow extended to Delaware 
Handicap day (he also sent out 
the 3-year-old filly Mo Cuishle 
to snare an allowance in the 
second race) from Delaware 
Oaks day, July 15, on which 
Delaware Park rolled out a trio 
of stakes races, chief among 
them the Grade 2, $500,000 
Delaware Oaks for 3-year-old 
fillies at a mile and a sixteenth. 

The trainer took up his 
familiar position in the win¬ 
ner's circle after Michael Tabor, 
Derrick Smith and Mrs. John 
Magnier's Adieu rallied from 
just off the pace under John 
Vela 2 que 2 to win the Oaks 
by two and a quarter lengths 
over Amandatude in 1:43.72. 
Now 5 for 9 in two seasons 
of racing—^including wins in 
the Grade 1 Fri 2 ette Stakes 
and Grade 2 Spinaway Stakes 
at 2—^Adieu was getting her 
initial 2006 triumph in three 
starts. 

‘‘She did not run a bad race 
in her first start back—she did 
finish second," noted Pletcher, 
referring to the filly's effort in

Churchill Downs’s La Troienne 
Stakes-G3 in May. ‘‘She was 
fourth in a Grade 1 [Belmont 
Park’s Acorn Stakes] last time, 
so that was not bad. But I think 
the third race back is, a lot of 
the time, the best in a return 
cycle.” 

Two races earher, Fletcher 
and Vela 2 que 2 collaborated to 
win the $300,000 Robert G. 
Dick Memorial Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap with Glencrest 
Farm’s 5-year-old Honey Ryder, 
who also took the 2005 edition 
of the mile and three-eighths 
grass race. Since then, she had 
annexed four of five outings, 
all graded stakes, including 
Belmont Park’s Sheeps head 
Bay Handleap-G2 in her previ¬ 
ous start. Hence, her 3-10 odds 
for this year’s Dick Memorial. 

As second-choice Olaya 
cut out pokey fractions on the 
lead (:27.24, :53.96, 1:19.93), 
Vela 2 que 2 held Honey Ryder 
in reserve in sixth place, finally 
urging her to challenge out¬ 
side of rivals on the last turn. 
But given the lackadaisical pace 
over firm footing, Olaya stiU 
possessed plenty of energy, 
responding gamely when the 


favorite challenged her through 
the stretch and only surrender¬ 
ing the lead just shy of the 
wire. Ultimately, Honey Ryder 
prevailed by a head, with Olaya 
second, two and a quarter 
lengths in front of Latice (Ire). 
Final time: 2:20.81. 

For the record, Fletcher did 
not train the winner of the 
$100,000 R.R.M. Carpenter 
Jr. Memorial Handicap. Then 
again, he did not enter a horse 
in the mile and a sixteenth race 
for 3-year-olds and up. That 
fact, perhaps, made it marginal¬ 
ly easier for the Phipps Stable’s 
4-year-old Survivahst to record 
his third consecutive victory, 
finishing two and a half lengths 
ahead of M B Sea in 1:43.37 for 
trainer Shug McGaughey and 
rider Domingue 2 . 

Coming off of two scores in 
allowance/optional claimers at 
Belmont Park, Survivahst, win¬ 
ner of the Gotham Stakes-G3 
in 2005, was the unsurprising 
4-5 favorite for the Carpenter 
Memorial, winning relatively 
easily despite experiencing 
moderate traffic problems on 
the stretch turn.

events at Suffolk Downs (one 
as a juvenile, two as a 3-year- 
old, one at age 5). From 79 hfe- 
time starts, he’s also registered 
17 seconds and 10 thirds, earn¬ 
ing $355,421. He was a $5,500 
yearhng purchase at the 1998 
Ocala Breeders’ Sales August 
sale. 

Ten months after breaking 
his back in a spiU at Delaware 
Park, jockey Joe Hampshire 
Jr. triumphantly returned to 
the saddle at Philadelphia Park 
on July 9, winning with his first 
two mounts. Hampshire, who 
has been riding for 24 years, 
booted home Gimme That 
Wine in the second race for 
trainer Jayne Vaders, and then 
guided Me and You to victory 
for trainer Guadalupe Preciado 
in the third. 

“I never thought I’d ride 
again,” said Hampshire, a 
native of South Philadelphia 
who competed for many years 
in New England, where he 
won several riding titles. “My 
back was essentially broken in 
half.” 

In the eighth race on Sep¬ 
tember 5, 2005, at Delaware, 
Hampshire was thrown to the 
turf when his mount. Gold 
Reserve, clipped heels. 

During his long rehabilita¬ 
tion, Hampshire had to face 
the harsh reality that he might 
never ride again. “As painful 
as my back was, it was hard¬ 
er for me mentally to accept 
that my career might be over,” 
he recalled. “I’ve been riding 
since I was 14 years old, and 
it really gets in your blood. It 
was scary.” 

Hampshire explored his 
options, considering a new 
career as a jockey’s agent or as 
a steward. But as his back got 
better and stronger, Hampshire 
began running and playing ten¬ 
nis, all in an effort to one day 
resume riding professionally. 

“Joe called me one day and 
asked, ‘If I come back, will 
you take my book?’” explained 
agent Bob Martel, who booked 
mounts for Hampshire before 
the injury. “I told him, ‘If you 


make it back. I’ll definitely take 
your book, no matter how 
many other jockeys I have at 
the time.’ ” 

Martel noted that he was 
ama 2 ed when several months 
later Hampshire told him how 
he’d [Hampshire] been exer¬ 
cising and preparing to ride 
again. This past June, the jock¬ 
ey started getting on horses in 
the morning at Philadelphia, at 
which time, true to his word, 
Martel took his book and 
began naming him on horses. 

Hampshire pointed out that 
at least one good thing came 
from his 10-month absence 
from the track: He was able to 
spend a lot of time with his 3- 
year-old son Josh. “That’s time 
that I never would have had if 
I was StiU riding,” he said. “My 
son helped keep me fit—and 
he kept me going.” 

Jockey Frankie Penning¬ 
ton was as hot as a firecracker 
on the Fourth of July, win¬ 
ning four races in a row on 
the hohday card. From July 
3 through July 11, the Texas 
native went on a victory spree, 
capturing 17 races during that 
period and increasing his lead 
in the PhUadelphia Park jockey 
standings over Harry Vega. 

As of racing through July 
24, Pennington had a 45-race 
advantage over Vega, 158-113, 
whUe Jose Flores was in third 
with 104 wins. 

Brooklyn-born jockey 
Nick Santagata was injured 
on July 17 after being thrown 
from his mount during the 
running of the first race. The 
veteran was taken to nearby 
Frankford-Torresdale Hospital 
in Philadelphia but was released 
the next day. He resumed rid¬ 
ing on July 22. 

Santagata’s mount, Nicky 
Blue Eyes, was unable to avoid 
the fallen Dashing Harry near 
the far mrn of the seven-fur- 
long maiden claiming race. He 
was sent flying through the air 
and landed on his head and 
right arm. 

Santagata’s agent, Donald 
Fagan, said the jockey suffered 
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a headache and blurry vision, 
plus swelling in his elbow, but 
sustained no broken bones. 

Dashing Harry’s rider, Jorge 
Duarte Jr., wasn’t injured. Dash¬ 
ing Harry had to be euthanized 
after breaking down. 

Plumstead Stables’s Chase 
the Line, a 3-year-old son of 
Line In The Sand, posted a mild 
upset under Pennington in cap¬ 
turing the $50,000 Peppy Addy 
Stakes for Pennsylvania-breds 
at seven furlongs on July 8. 

The compact but competi- i 
tive field of six included recent | 
Danzig Stakes winner Call Me § 
Wild, who was installed the 
heavy 3-5 choice, and New 
York invader Count On Pal. 
The latter dueled with Sunshine 
Ronnie through a very fast 
opening half-mile of :44.64, 
setting it up perfectly for Chase 
the Line, who was reserved 
just off the leaders. As the top 
two faded through the stretch. 
Chase the Line roared past and 
then was able to hold off the 


onrushing Power by Leigh to 
win by a head in 1:23.86. 

Trained by Bob Seeger 
and bred by his wife, Roberta, 
Chase the Line snared his first 
stakes victory in the Peppy 
Addy. Chase the Line is one 
of seven foals to race from his 


dam. Chasmanhattan; aU seven 
have been multiple winners. He 
has now won four of 11 starts, 
with earnings of $92,513. 

The gelding capped off a 
three-win afternoon for Seeger, 
who is currently third in the 
trainer standings with 58 wins 


from 255 starts (through racing 
of July 24). 

Fresh from a close second- 
place finish to GoreUa (Fr) in 
the Just a Game Handicap-G2 
at Belmont Park on June 10, 
Haras Santa Maria de Araras’s 
Pommes Frites made short 
work of her six rivals on July 1 
as she led nearly aU the way 
under Jose Santos in winning 
the $100,000 Dr. James Penny 
Memorial Handicap at one and 
a sixteenth miles over a turf 
course labeled good. 

The 4-year-old Dynaformer 
filly, trained by Bill Mott, took 
charge on the backstretch and 
won by a length and a quarter 
over another New York ship¬ 
per, the Joe AquiHno-trained 
Sabelhna. Final time was 
1:44.93. 

It was the second stakes 
victory for Pommes Frites 
this year; earlier, she annexed 
the Beaugay Handicap-G3 
at Aqueduct. She has earned 
$332,646, while winning half 
of her 14 lifetime starts. ^

GOES FROM 
SPOOKED FILLY 
TO STAKES 
WINNER AT 
PENN NATIONAL

S pring Water Farm’s S W 
Aly’svalentine made her 
first start as a 4-year-old 
a winning one, capturing Penn 
National’s $40,000-added Missy 
Good Stakes, for Pennsylvania- 
bred fillies and mares, on July 6. 


She defeated Defrere’s Venture 
by three lengths; She’s Fancy 
Free finished another three 
lengths behind in third. 

Trained by Amy Randolph 
and ridden by Vladimir Diaz, the 
daughter of Malibu Moon— 


S W Phoebie, by Allen’s Pros¬ 
pect, was timed in a swift 
1:09.38 for the six furlongs. 

It was S W Aly’svalentine’s 
second stakes victory; last year, 
she took the Wonders Dehght 
Stakes at Penn National in 


May, while at Philadelphia 
Park she notched seconds in 
both the Ambassador of Luck 
Handicap and the Foxy J. G. 
Stakes. 

Lifetime, the filly has won 
six of her 14 starts, earning 
$136,080. She was bred by her 
owner. Dr. Richard Reveley, a 
dentist in FaUston, Md., who 
races under the name Spring 
Water Farm. The actual Spring 
Water Farm is located in Glen 
Rock, Pa. 

Unraced at 2, S W Aly’sval- 
entine made her first start for 
trainer Tom Lingenfelter at 
Penn National before being 
transferred to the Randolph 
barn. In her debut, she threw 
a fit in the starting gate, which 
compromised her chances, 
and she ultimately finished 
seventh. 

Randolph, 39, and her 
husband, John, 40, a member 
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of Penn’s starting gate crew, 
worked with the filly prior to 
her second start, but she again 
misbehaved at the gate, dropped 
the rider and ran loose. More 
gate-schoohng ensued, and 
she soon strung together three 
consecutive wins. By season’s 
end, S W Aly’svalentine was 
much better about facing the 
‘‘iron monster.” 

“She’ll leave hke a rocket out 
of the gate, but it was almosthke 
she had claustrophobia when 
she was loaded,” explained 
John Randolph, whose sister, 
Jacquehne Randolph, was a 
jockey at old Waterford Park 
(now Mountaineer Park). 
“Even today, it’s a process of 
continuous schoohng with her. 
When we know a race is com¬ 
ing up, she’ll school in the gate 
for three days leading up to it. 
Pm the one who gets on her 
back in the morning, and I can 
tell this year she’s gotten more 
mature, but she still needs to be 
taken to the gate.” 

Randolph said that S W 
Aly’svalentine was given three 
months off following a dead- 
heat victory in an allowance/ 
optional claimer at Laurel Park 
on December 16, mainly due to 
the fact that she’d had a hard, 
13-race campaign in 2005. 

“We had our minds made 
up that she was going to Spring 
Water following that Laurel 
race,” noted Randolph. “She

wasn’t keeping weight on, and 
she’d run against some of the 
nicest mares on the East Coast. 
She came back better than ever 
and got right back into her 
training, as her win in the Missy 
Good showed.” 

Randolph describes S W 
Aly’svalentine as a “big, sohd 
filly with a hind end hke a 
Quarter Horse.” 

The Randolphs have been 
training horses since the early 
1980s, initially with homebreds 
that they raised and broke on 
their farm in GrantviUe, Pa. 
Two years ago, they began 
accepting outside chents, and 
currently they have 16 horses in 
training at Penn National, with 
another three at their farm. 

This year, Amy Randolph 
sports a winning ratio of 27 
percent and an in-the-money 
ratio of 36 percent. From 26 
starts through July 18, she has 
a record of seven wins, two 
seconds and a third. 

Beginning on July 5, Penn 
National resumed pick six 
wagering with a $10,000 guar¬ 
anteed gross pool. The gim¬ 
mick was hit on July 7 when a 
$2 ticket remrned $11,524. 

When Ehzabeth Gory’s 
Sexy Ways survived a ding- 
dong stretch battle to prevail 
by a nose in the third race on 
July 20, it marked the first East 
Coast victory for Enghsh-born 
apprentice rider Lori Keith. 


Keith, a native of Epsom, 
the town in which Epsom 
Downs is located, had ridden 
34 winners at Turf Paradise 
earher this season and then 
competed briefly at Arhngton 
Park before moving her tack 
to Pennsylvania. While making 
her home base at Philadelphia 
Park with new agent Gerald 
Delp, Keith indicated that she 
intends to accept mounts at aU 
Mid-Atlantic race tracks. 

The 23-year-old, who 
showed and jumped her 
own pony as a child, began 
her career in England as an 
apprentice for trainer Simon 
Dow, riding her first winner at 
Lingfield. She said that while at 
Dow’s yard she learned horse¬ 
manship from the ground up, 
caring for four to five horses 
at a time while also learning to 
ride them. 

“I rode some races over 
hurdles and fences, too, but 
in England there isn’t much 
opportunity for women jock¬ 
eys,” said Keith. “Then I 
got the opportunity to meet 
jockey Gary Stevens when he 
was riding in England, and he 
suggested that I give [trainer] 
Neil Drysdale a call, as I could 
have a better chance of getting 
my career off the ground in 
America.” 

Drysdale employed Keith as 
an exercise rider for three years 
at his southern Cahfornia base. 


C iting a reduction in 
cash flow from its slot 
machines, Charles Town 
track management, with the 
blessing of the Charles Town 
Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, decid¬ 
ed in July to eliminate 26 
remaining open stakes races 
from its 2006 calendar. The 
move does not affect restricted 
events such as the West Virginia 
Breeders Classics races, the 
Tri-State Futurity and various 
stakes for West Virginia-breds. 


Earher this year, Charles Town 
had announced an ambitious 
schedule of 66 stakes races. 

At the beginning of 2006, 
the purse account contained a 
substantial surplus, explained 
Dickie Moore, the track’s gen¬ 
eral manager. “But as we went 
on, we were giving away about 
$220,000 a day. Dollars and 
cents, it just made sense that 
we could not continue running 
that kind of stakes program. 
We thought it was best to keep 
aU of the West Virginia-bred 


where she said she got to get 
aboard many of his top run¬ 
ners. When she took out her 
apprentice hcense, Drysdale 
suggested that she begin at Turf 
Paradise in Ari 2 ona, where she 
finished 16th in the standings 
at that track’s 2006 meet. After 
Turf Paradise closed in May, 
she decided to give Arhngton 
Park a try. 

“I didn’t have much busi¬ 
ness at Arhngton,” she admit¬ 
ted. “The fields were small, 
and it was hard for an appren¬ 
tice to get started. So I had 
heard that Philadelphia Park 
and the tracks in the [Mid- 
Atlantic] region were very good 
for apprentices, and made the 
move. Neil [Drysdale], who still 
advises me, thought it was a 
good move, too.” 

Sexy Ways represented the 
first mount for Keith since 
arriving from Arhngton. Two 
days later, she finished second 
at Philadelphia Park for trainer 
Dove Houghton aboard Rock 
Island Salami in the day’s finale. 

Keith noted that she hkes 
the East Coast and its coun¬ 
tryside because it reminds her 
more of England than the West 
Coast did. Her immediate goal 
is to “ride lots of winners” and 
make the most of her apprentice 
weight allowance. ^ 


stakes and do away with the 
open stakes. 

“This was done in agree¬ 
ment with the horsemen,” 
Moore emphasHed. “They 
worked very well with us. They 
agreed that we just got too 
strong too quick [with regard 
to stakes races]. In doing this, 
we feel hke we can stiU keep the 
overnight purse structure the 
same as it has been.” 

Track records have fallen 
with alarming regularity this 
summer, with one mark, for

seven furlongs, shattered twice 
within eight days. In a $36,000 
allowance on June 30, William 
C. Duvall’s Miner Moss, the 
six-horse field’s longest price 
at 20.50-1, rallied from just off 
the pace to collar 3-10 favor¬ 
ite (and pro-tem seven-furlong 
track record-holder) Morine’s 
Victory through the stretch 
and win by three lengths under 
jockey Mathew McGowan. 
Miner Moss completed the 
seven furlongs in 1:23.84, a 
hair faster than the 1:23.92 
Morine’s Victory posted this 
past October. 

For his part, Morine’s 
Victory held on to finish sec¬ 
ond by a nose over Donald’s 
Pride after duehng with Hi 
Time Scott throughout most 
of the race. 

Trained by Daniel DiUow, 
the 6-year-old Miner Moss 


boosted his career record to 
15 wins in 55 career starts, with 
earnings of $257,445. 

The afterglow had barely dis¬ 
sipated for Miner Moss, Duvall 
and DiUow, when Nancy Clark 
and Fred Heyman’s 5-year-old 
R Kerney lowered the seven- 
furlong standard to 1:23.29 in 
the $75,000 Crying For More 
Stakes on July 8. Sent off the 
13-10 second choice, P. Kerney, 
with the assistance of a pair 
of ‘‘Juniors” (hder Joe Rocco 
Jr. and trainer Ben FeUciano 
Jr.), led every step of the race, 
pressed throughout by 3-5 
favorite—and frequent Charles 
Town winner—Cherokee’s 
Boy. A scant nose separated 
the two horses at the wire, 
while Cherokee’s Boy finished 
more than 15 lengths ahead of 
the third-place Brooklet. With 
the stakes score, P. Kerney’s 


record stood at seven victories 
in 18 starts, with a bankroU of 
$230,080. 

Back up a couple days to 
the Fourth of July, when 
Robert L. Cole Jr.’s Outcash- 
em, very Ukely one of the fast¬ 
est horses in the nation, easUy 
dispensed with two over¬ 
matched rivals in the $100,000 
Charles Town Invitational 
Dash at four and a half fur¬ 
longs. In fact, Outcashem, rid¬ 
den by Travis Dunkelberger 
and trained by Scott Lake, 
merely toyed with runner-up 
Blown Audit and third-place 
Swissle Stick, leading by three 
lengths after a quarter mUe in 
:21.25 before coasting home 
eight and three-quarters lengths 
in front in :50.20, ecHpsing the 
:50.36 mark estabUshed by It’s 
Only Money—also on the 
Fourth of July and also in the 
Charles Town Invitational 
Dash—^in 1999. As impres¬ 
sively, Outcashem carried 129 
pounds, 15 more than Blown 
Audit and 10 more than Swissle 
Stick. 

Undefeated in six starts 
in 2006 (through July 4), the 
5-year-old Outcashem, no 
stranger to the Charles Town 
winner’s circle, now has 17 vic¬ 
tories in 28 career races, with 
$435,631 in earnings. 

Two state-breds with designs 
on the upcoming West Virginia 
Breeders Classics races inched 
closer to that goal with wins on 
July 19. First, D A S L Stable’s 
Spindini, who snared the 2005 
West Virginia “Onion Juice” 
Breeders Classic in a minor 
upset, prevailed by a neck over 
pacesetter Glacken in a $20,000 
starter allowance at six and a 
half furlongs. Ridden by Carlos 
Castro and trained by David 
Wells, the 5-year-old Spindini 
ran the distance in 1:19.34, 
notching his fifth score in 20 
starts, and increasing his earn¬ 
ings to $118,857. 

Three races later, Mark 
E. Russell’s 3-year-old filly 
Shesagrumptoo shrugged 
off six foes in a $39,060 allow¬ 
ance—also at six and a half fur¬ 


longs—vying for the lead with 
Malibu Sue dirough a half-mile 
in :47.53, shaking free to sei 2 e 
a three and a half-length advan¬ 
tage mrning into the stretch 
and then easing away to win 
by five and a half lengths over 
the late-running 6-year-old 
Marthamountainmama (result¬ 
ing in a particularly egregious 
words-running-together exac- 
ta). With Dunkelberger aboard, 
Shesagrumptoo posted a final 
time of 1:21.19 while winning 
her fourth race in 11 starts, 
including a triumph in a divi¬ 
sion of the 2005 West Virginia 
Futurity; through July 19, she 
had earned $101,512. 

Trainer James M. Casey 
saddled Shesagrumptoo to fin¬ 
ish fourth in the 2005 Triple 
Crown Nutrition Breeders 
Classic for 2-year-old filhes, 
and, with luck, he hopes to 
remrn with her this year in 
one of two races. “She’ll prob¬ 
ably go in a prep stakes [the 
$40,000 Ruth C. Funkhouser 
Stakes] for 3-year-old fillies a 
month before the Breeders 
Classics,” reported Casey, who 
oversees Taylor Mountain 
Farm in Charles Town. “Then 
we’U see [about the Breeders 
Classics]. There’s a $100,000 
race [the Division of Tourism 
Breeders Classic for 3-year- 
old fillies] and a $350,000 race 
[the Jefferson Security Bank 
“Cavada” Breeders Classic for 
fillies and mares, 3 and up]. 
Right now, I think we’U go with 
3-year-olds, unless she contin¬ 
ues to improve.” 

Incidentally, Standing for 
Peace, winner of last year’s 
Triple Crown Nutrition 
Breeders Classic, wound up 
sixth behind Shesagrumptoo 
on July 19, her chances severely 
compromised after she dwelt 
at the start. ^ 
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Anna (Rosie) Napravnik: 
a success by any name

A nna Napravnik climbed 
from her fifth and final 
mount on a dead-air 
Wednesday afternoon at Dela¬ 
ware Park. The $5,000 claimer 
named Golden Parachute had 
just finished a non-threatening 
sixth to complete a winless day 
for the 18-year-old apprentice 
jockey 

She talked to trainer Joe 
Devereux about the horse’s 
breathing, how he compared 
to the last time he ran and what 
tittle else could be said about 
a 14-length drubbing, before 
walking back to the jocks’ 
room. That’s when she was 
intercepted and asked to be 
interviewed for an article. 

^^Can’t it wait until we get 
back to Maryland?” Napravnik 
said. ^Where’s nothing to write 
about here.” 

Napravnik was in the midst 
of her first slump after domi¬ 
nating the Laurel Park win¬ 
ter and Pimlico spring meets. 
Slumps are relative; with 16 
wins from her first 115 rides 
at Delaware, she had cracked 
the top 10 in the riders’ stand¬ 
ings, but for a phenom this 
was choppy water. She moved 
to the tough Delaware beat in 
mid-season, went winless the 
first week, missed some time 
for a minor surgery and took 
another few days to get her 
GED. 

^‘The first week was frus¬ 
trating—I’d be on favorites and 
still couldn’t win. Then we got 
rolling, and it looked tike things 
were going to get pretty good. 
Then I took my GED [exam], 
which was incredibly easy— 
either that or I’m incredibly 
smart,” Napravnik said with a 
smile. 

^Mhat stopped my momen- 
mm again. I’m still riding hard 
and doing the best I can, keep¬ 
ing my head up. It’s frustrat¬ 
ing, but I couldn’t expect any¬ 
thing else coming here. I go 
to Colonial once a week and 
boost my confidence.” 

Confidence hasn’t been an 
issue thus far in Napravnik’s 
career. The New Jersey native 
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won her first race—in her first 
hde—for trainer Dickie Small in 
June 2005. She instantly picked 
up high-profile outfits such as 
those with trainers Scott Lake, 
Howard Wolfendale, Eddie 
Gaudet, Ann Merryman and 
Ferris Allen. She’s clinched two 
Maryland titles, won a stakes on 
Preakness Day and busted out 
for 178 wins this year—^good 
for seventh in the national 
standings (through mid-July). 

‘‘I wouldn’t say I’m surprised 
by my success, because this 
is what I live for. I don’t sing 
because I know I’m a bad singer. 
I don’t play basketball because I 
would definitely not be good at 
it,” Napravnik explained as she 
walked through the Delaware 
Park paddock, ‘df I think I’m 
good at something. I’m going 
to try to be the best at it. If I 
didn’t think I was going to be 
successful at this, I probably 
wouldn’t have tried it. I’m not 
surprised but I didn’t know 
what to expect. I didn’t expect 
this, at least this soon.” 

As most 18-year-olds think 
about meal plans at college or 
hourly wages, Napravnik sports 
a steady income and a burgeon¬ 
ing career. 

StiU, she doesn’t live lavishly. 
She rents a one-bedroom apart¬ 
ment in Maryland and drives 
a 2003 Jeep Grand Cherokee. 
She traded in her Acura Integra 
after getting two speeding tick¬ 
ets. She just looked at her first 
house to buy. A small house, 
she emphazised. 

‘‘Believe me, I have plenty 
of money and I’m so afraid 
of going broke, I don’t spend 
any money,” Napravnik said. 
“I know this career is inse¬ 
cure as far as income. I don’t 
think about getting hurt, but 
if my business goes downhill 
or something. . . I don’t ever 
want to be in the position my 
parents were in; I just want 
leisure money so I don’t have 
to worry about it. I’m worry¬ 
ing about it so I don’t have to 
worry about it.” 

Napravnik grew up on a 
training and boarding farm 


her mother managed in Far 
Hills, N.J. She and her sister. 
Jasmine (Ja 22 ), who trains 
horses in Maryland, took to 
ponies hke most kids take to 
video games. They looked after 
their ponies hke they were race 
horses—feeding, bandaging, 
designing training charts. Rosie 
rode her first pony race at a 
Pennsylvania point-to-point on 
a Welsh pony. Sweet Sensation, 
when she was 7. Since then, it’s 
been a gradual and complete 
submersion into horse racing. 

“When you’re 7, it’s kind of 
hke, ‘When I grow up I want 
to be a jockey’ But when I was, 
hke 13,14,1 knew,” she said. “I 
started hving with my sister in 
the summers, working for who¬ 
ever she worked for; we worked 
for [trainer Jonathan] Sheppard 
one year. When I went to the 
race track, I said, ‘This is it, 
now or never.’ I got as much 
experience as possible.” 

High school conflicted with 
the race track. Three weeks 
before the end of her junior year 
at Hereford High in Baltimore 
County, Md., Napravnik decid¬ 
ed she wouldn’t return for 
her senior year. She stuck it 
out through three “horrible” 
weeks and then headed south 
to Colonial Downs to become 
a full-time jockey. 

“School was terribly easy 
for me, terribly boring. It was 
drama, female and male,” 
Napravnik recalled. “My matu¬ 
rity level was always a notch 
above everybody else’s when I 


was in high school; I hung out 
with people who were already 
out of high school, most of 
them actually dropped out. 
That’s why dropping out disap¬ 
pointed me—^because I didn’t 
want to feel hke a dropout. 
Which now I don’t.” 

In racing, she’s anything but 
a dropout. Watch her ride and 
you’ll see a quiet, confident, 
consummate horseperson 
doing something that comes 
naturally. 

She loses her five-pound 
apprentice allowance in Sep¬ 
tember. It will be another 
obstacle to overcome, but 
considering that trainers ride 
her consistently in stakes now, 
Napravnik should be able to 
handle the leap into journey¬ 
man status. And besides, she’ll 
be back in Maryland then. 

“We’U be back at Laurel, 
thank God,” Napravnik said. 
“There seem to be a lot of peo¬ 
ple with ultimate confidence 
in me, but I didn’t know what 
to expect when I started rid¬ 
ing and I don’t know what to 
expect [after the bug], because 
it will be kind of hke starting 
over. I’ll just do the best I can, 
work as hard as I can and try 
to show people it’s more than 
just luck.” 

Napravnik doesn’t have a 
chip on her shoulder about 
being a female jockey. She actu¬ 
ally thinks it’s helped get her 
mounts and get her name in the 
press. You get the sense she’s a 


fighter, that she’s funny, pohte 
and certainly her own person. 

“I’m a very independent 
person. My 16-year-old year 
was the worst year of my entire 
hfe; I had to hustle a ride from 
the track in the morning to 
home, then to school. I felt like 
the biggest pain in the ass and 
I just wanted to be able to do 
it by myself,” Napravnik said. 
“As soon as I got back from 
Colonial, I had my apartment, 
I had my car, I was Hke, ‘See 
ya.’ I don’t mind Hving alone. 
I don’t mind doing things by 
myself and I hate when people 
say I told you so, so I try not to 
let them.” 

And one other thing, please 
don’t caU her by her nickname, 
Rosie. Sure, it’s catchy and it 
makes great headHnes. “Every¬ 
thing’s Cornin’ up Rosie” was 
just recently splashed across 
the top of the Sunday Wilming¬ 
ton NewsJournals sports section. 

“Use Anna. Rose is my 
middle name. Somehow, when 
I started winning races people 
were calHng me Rosie. I don’t 
think it’s professional. Now 
they use it as a headHne: ‘Rosie.’ 
It’s almost hopeless now, even 
the fans know me as Rosie,” 
Napravnik said. “In the pro¬ 
gram, I’m A.R., and that was aU 
Dickie [Small]; he didn’t want 
anybody to know I was a girl. 
Rosie is my nickname, but it’s 
more professional to be Anna. 
Hopefully, when I’m not as 
young, people wiH start caUing 
me Anna.” ^

CROWD PLEASER 
DIES AT AGE 11 



C rowd Pleaser, one of A.P 
Indy’s first good sons to 
enter stud when he was 
retired to Northview Stallion 
Station in Chesapeake City 
Md., in 2001, was found dead 
in his paddock on the after¬ 
noon of June 27. The 11 -year- 
old stallion’s death was attrib¬ 
uted to acute cardiovascular 
collapse. 

Described by his breeder 
George Strawbridge as “about 
the best looking horse I’ve ever 
owned,” the imposing, nearly 
17-hand dark hued Crowd 
Pleaser raced in the colors of 
Strawbridge’s Augustin Stables. 
A winner twice at 2 in 1997, 
both times over wet main 
tracks. Crowd Pleaser captured 
that year’s mile and a sixteenth 
Valley Forge Stakes at Philadel¬ 
phia Park. 

But the colt’s forte was over 
the turf, which he demonstrat¬ 
ed during his 3-year-old season 
with victories in the Grade 3 
Saranac Handicap at Saratoga, 


getting a mile and three-six¬ 
teenths in 1:53%, and setting a 
new course record in the inau¬ 
gural running of Colonial 
Downs’s mile and a quarter 
Virginia Derby, which he com¬ 
pleted in 2:00%. A winner of 
half his 10 starts that season. 
Crowd Pleaser also accounted 
for the grassy Calder Derby. 

Crowd Pleaser made a total 
of 24 starts over four seasons, 
notching nine victories, with a 
second and three thirds, for 
earnings of $605,150. In his 
final season of competition he 
just missed in a course record- 
equating performance when 
second by a head to Down the 
Aisle in the Kentucky Cup Turf 
Handicap; was third in the 
Sussex Handicap at Delaware 
Park; and concluded his career 
with a victory in Keeneland’s 
Sycamore Stakes at a mile and 
five-eighths. 

Crowd Pleaser was out of 
Grade 1-winning juvenile filly 
Creaking Board (GB). A daugh¬ 


ter of the Northern Dancer 
sire Night Shift, Creaking 
Board launched her career in 
France, where she was second 
in the Prix Robert Papin-G2 
and Prix la Fleche, then trav¬ 
eled to California late in the 
year to score in the Grade 1 
Hollywood Starlet Stakes and 
the Miesque Stakes. 

Creaking Board, a full sister 
to German champion sprinter 
Dyhim Diamond (Ire) and 
German classic winner Dakhla 
Oasis, has produced three win¬ 


ners, as well as the dam of 2005 
Mrs. Penny Stakes winner 
Dynamic Cat. 

From his first two crops to 
race, the oldest now 4-year- 
olds, Crowd Pleaser has 31 
winners from 53 starters, and 
progeny earnings of over $1 
miUion. He ranks 18th on Mary¬ 
land’s list of leading sires of 
2006. Crowd Pleaser sired 126 
foals in his first four crops and 
stood his final season for 
$2,500.

M esopotamia, astakes-sir- 
ing son of Deputy 
Minister, will stand the 
2007 season at Chris DiGre- 
gorio’s Little E Farm in Shenan¬ 
doah Junction, WVa. Owned 
by Dr. Barclay Kirkland, the 
13-year-old stallion was a late 
addition to Little E Farm’s 2006 
roster when he moved from

LES ARCS—A 
EUROPEAN SENSATION 


E urope’s newest sprint star 
is Les Arcs, a 6-year-old 
Maryland-bred gelding 
whose career has taken a most 
unusual route. 

With back-to-back Group 1 
wins in England this summer— 
the Golden Jubilee Stakes at 
Royal Ascot in June and the July 
Cup at Newmarket in July, both 
at six furlongs on the turf— 
Les Arcs has trainer Tim Pitt 
contemplating trips to Hong 
Kong, Japan and the U.S., the 
latter for the Breeders’ Cup 
Mle-Gl at Churchill Downs. 
The Breeders’ Cup would have 
seemed an impossible dream as 
little as a year ago. 

Bred by Jim Moran’s Elk 
Manor Farm and foaled in 
North East, Md., Les Arcs 
was sold by his breeder at the 
Keeneland September Yearhng 
sale to John Ferguson Blood¬ 
stock for $140,000. 

Sent to England, Les Arcs 
was unraced at 2, then broke 
his maiden for owner Sheikh 
Mohammed and trainer John 
Gosdenin his second start at 3, 
a mile and a quarter race at 
Riponinjune 2003. But follow¬ 
ing a dismal last-place effort in 
a 10-furlong stakes in September 
that year, Les Arcs was offered 
at TattersaUs’s Autumn Horses 
in Training sale, with owner 
Willie McKay taking him home 
for 32,000 guineas (the U.S. 
equivalent of about $63,000). 


Through June 2005, Les 
Arcs primarily raced at dis¬ 
tances of a mile or longer, 
was tried once over hurdles 
(staying in contention until late 
in the two and a quarter-mile 
event) and made multiple starts 
over the aU-weather surfaces at 
Wolverhampton and Lingfield. 

In December 2005, mak¬ 
ing his first start for Pitt, Les 
Arcs kicked off a five-race 
win streak—four coming over 
Lingfield’s all-weather track. 
The streak concluded with 
the gelding’s first stakes score 
in the six-furlong Cammidge 
Trophy at Redcar over a soft 
mrf course on March 25. 

After missing by a short 
head to Paradise Isle in the six- 
furlong Abernant Stakes at 
Newmarket in April, Les Arcs 
stepped up to graded company. 
He made two trips to the post 
during the week at Royal Ascot, 
the first when 11 th of 28 in the 
five-furlong King’s Stand 
Stakes-G2 on June 20—a 
deceiving result given that 
about two lengths separated 
the first 13 finishers. Four days 
later, Les Arcs challenged King’s 
Stand winner Takeover Target 
in the final furlong of the 
Golden Jubilee before hitting 
the front and holding off Bal- 
thazaar’s Gift to win by a neck. 

The Racing Posfs comment 
on Les Arcs’s July Cup vic¬ 
tory three weeks later noted the 


gelding ‘‘continues to amaze 
and confirmed himself a genu¬ 
ine Group 1 horse at six fur¬ 
longs.” Les Arcs is the oldest 
horse since 1938 to win the 
July Cup, considered England’s 
most prestigious sprint race. 

With six wins from nine 
starts this season, Les Arcs has 
tallied $854,187 of his career 
earnings total of $958,893. 

Les Arcs, by Arch, is the 
third of six foals of racing age 
for La Sarto, a daughter of 
Cormorant claimed by Moran 
for $25,000 at Saratoga as a 
4-year-old in August 1994. La 


T he $250,000 American 
Derby-G2 lured a full 
field of 14 sophomores 
to Arhngton Park in Chicago 
on July 22, including Union 


Sarto is also the dam of three¬ 
time Maryland-bred stakes win¬ 
ner White Mountain Boy, an 
earner of $167,470. 

Still in residence at Elk 
Manor, La Sarto has a 2-year- 
old filly by Menifee named 
Wapiti, who is owned by Moran 
and is in training with Michael 
Matz; and a yearhng colt by 
Dixie Union, set to sell at the 
Keeneland September sale. La 
Sarto produced a colt this past 
April by Action This Day (a 
son of Kris S., as is Arch) and 
is now in foal to Two Punch. 


Avenue, a hghtly raced Virginia- 
bred son of Gone West making 
his graded stakes debut. 

Inexperience was never a 
factor for Union Avenue as he

kept clear of traffic problems, 
first by pressing early leader 
Tahoe Warrior through the 
opening stages of the mile and 
three-sixteenths turf event, and 
then by taking charge as the 
field headed into the stretch. 
Exhibiting stamina as well as 
determination, the colt held 
off a fast-closing Can’t Beat It 
to win by a half-length at odds 
of 23.80-1. 

The American Derby, a tra¬ 
ditional prep for Arhngton’s 
Grade 1 Secretariat Stakes held 
in August, was the sixth start 
for Union Avenue, who has 
made his career on the grass. 
Unraced at 2, Union Avenue 
debuted this past February at 


Gulfstream Park and won his 
third time out in a one-mile 
maiden special weight at the 
same track in April. 

Union Avenue’s stakes debut 
came in Colonial Downs’s John 
D. Marsh Stakes for registered 
Virginia-bred or sired 3 and 4- 
year-olds on June 17, which he 
won by a stylish four lengths. 

A $300,000 Keeneland Sep¬ 
tember sales yearhng, the BiU 
Mott-trained Union Avenue 
campaigns for WinStar Farm 
LLC. The American Derby 
score pushed his career earn¬ 
ings to $210,870. 

Bred by Joe Allbritton’s 
Lazy Lane Stables Inc., Union 
Avenue is out of graded stakes 


winner Miss Union Avenue, 
also a Virginia-bred who com¬ 
peted solely on the turf 

A daughter of turf champi¬ 
on Steinlen (GB), Miss Union 
Avenue was sold by her breed¬ 
er, Audley Farm, for $45,000 
to Triumviri Stable at the 1993 
Fasig-Tipton Saratoga yearhng 
sale. Miss Union Avenue won 
half of her 18 career starts, 
including the Young America 
Stakes-G3 at 2 while defeating 
colts, and earned $336,585. 

Triumviri Stable sold Miss 
Union Avenue, who was carry¬ 
ing her first foal, a fiUy by Storm 
Cat, for $925,000 at the 1997 
Keeneland November sale; the 
buyer was Lazy Lane Farm. 


ARSON SQUAD FIRES 
UP AT HOLLYWOOD 



P ennsylvania-bred 3-year- 
old Arson Squad gradu¬ 
ated to graded stakes win¬ 
ner with his professional score 
in Hollywood Park’s Grade 2 
Swaps Breeders’ Cup Stakes on 
July 8, defeating two Kentucky 
Derby starters in the process. 

This year’s Swaps attracted 
only four entrants, but two had 
already proven to be among the 
best 3-year-olds on the West 


Coast—Maryland-bred Point 
Determined (who was ninth in 
the Derby) and A. P. Warrior 
(18th). Those two, plus Arson 
Squad, filled out the top three 
positions in their previous 
meeting, the mile and a six¬ 
teenth Grade 3 Affirmed 
Handicap, which was taken by 
a roused Point Determined. 

Arson Squad, bred by the 
far-flung E & D Enterprises of 


Michigan residents Dr. Donald 
and EHsa Dreyfuss, has been 
a model of consistency since 
making his debut on January 
14 at Santa Anita, in which he 
finished a rallying third in a six- 
furlong maiden special weight. 

Arson Squad broke his 
maiden in his second start, lead¬ 
ing throughout to get six fur¬ 
longs in 1:09 at Santa Anita and 
earn a 100 Beyer speed figure. 

Owned by the Jay Em Ess 
Stable of Mace and Samantha 
Siegel, whose successful Cali¬ 
fornia-based operation includes 
Eclipse Award-winning Declan’s 
Moon, and trained by Bruce 
Headley, Arson Squad record¬ 
ed his first stakes victory when 
taking Santa Anita’s San Pedro 
Stakes in April. 

While aU eyes were focused 
on Pimlico on May 20, Arson 
Squad turned in a strong rally 
that day at Hollywood Park 
to finish third in the Lazaro 
Barrera Memorial Stakes-G2. 

The Swaps set up perfect¬ 
ly for Arson Squad, who was 
rated by regular rider Alex SoHs 
off fractions of :23.33, :46.10 
and 1:09.85 set by A. P. Warrior 
and Point Determined as they 
battled it out in front. 


PUSHING NUMBERS 
WINS FAR FROM HOME 
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T he Maryland-bred colt 
Flashing Numbers has 
traveled many miles in 
three years, most recently ship- 


Lazy Lane offered the 
Storm Cat fiUy at the Fasig- 
Tipton Saratoga yearling sale, 
where she reahzed $735,000. 
Two years later, the Lazy Lane- 
bred colt Endemaj (by A.P. 
Indy) brought $1.3 million at 
the Keeneland September year¬ 
hng sale. 

Having produced but one 
minor winner (Endemaj) from 
her first three foals. Miss Union 
Avenue went through the sales 
ring once again in 2004, and 
was sold while in foal to Came 
Home for $160,000 at the 
Keeneland January Horses of 
All Ages sale. Now in Ireland, 
the mare produced a filly by 
Gahleo (Ire) this year. 


A. P. Warrior was the first to 
crack, and Point Determined 
appeared to be home free, but 
Arson Squad loomed to his 
outside and drove past to win 
by a length, getting the mile 
and an eighth in 1:48.45. 

Never off the board in six 
starts. Arson Squad boosted 
his earnings to $330,450. 

The Siegels purchased 
Arson Squad for $100,000 at 
the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky 
July Yearling sale. From the 
first crop of his sire, Brahms, 
Arson Squad is the last report¬ 
ed foal out of Majestic Fire (by 
Green Dancer), who produced 
her only stakes winner at the 
age of 20. The mare was pur¬ 
chased by Donald Dreyfuss, 
with Arson Squad in utero, at 
the Keeneland November sale 
in 2002 for $3,500. ‘T really 
hked her pedigree, and thought 
Brahms would be a good sire,” 
said Dreyfuss. 

E &: D Enterprises boards 
broodmares in nearly a half- 
dozen states, with approxi¬ 
mately 30 residing at various 
farms in Pennsylvania. Arson 
Squad was foaled at Bob and 
Connie Nesteruk’s Full House 
Farm in Doylestown.

Making his sixth 
career start, the 3-year-old son 










of Polish Numbers won with 
aplomb by two lengths over 
Epsom Derby-Gl runner-up 
Dragon Dancer to record his 
first stakes victory The mile 
and a quarter race was worth 
more than $144,000 to the win¬ 
ner and boosted the coifs earn¬ 
ings to $205,597. 

Based in Germany with 
trainer Mario Hofer and owned 
by Turf Syndikat 2006, Flashing 
Numbers was purchased by 
Manfred Hofer for 60,000 
guineas (the U.S. equivalent of 
$119,164) in England at the 
2005 TattersaUs April Bree 2 e- 
Up sale, a price nearly double 
the sale’s median. He was sold 
by Kirkwood Stables, agent, 
who had purchased the colt out 
of the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fall Yearhng sale for 
$22,000 from his breeder, the 


Brown family’s Litde Man 
Farm. 

Flashing Numbers made his 
initial start in Italy at 2, winning 
by six lengths at San Siro in 
October. In his only other start 
last season, the dark bay placed 
third in the Group 1 Criterium 
de Saint-Cloud in France. 

A trip to Dubai over the 
winter included a fourth-place 
finish in the U.A.E. 2000 
Guineas on the dirt, in which 
Flashing Numbers was beaten 
two and a quarter lengths while 
finishing well after being ham¬ 
pered during the running. 

Two weeks prior to the Prix 
Eugene Adam, in his first start 
since March, Flashing Numbers 
finished second in the Prix 
PeUeas at Chantilly, only to be 
disqualified to third. 


Flashing Numbers is the 
first stakes winner, and only 
the second horse, bred by 
Little Man Farm, said Douglas 
Brown. With the support of 
wife Kelly, son William and 
daughter Emily, Brown has 
turned his passion for owning 
Thoroughbreds into reality. 

Brown, a self-described 
‘‘pedigree nut,” purchased his 
first Thoroughbred in 1999 
after seeing an advertisement 
in The Blood-Horse magazine’s 
classifieds. At that time, he 
acquired a 23-year-old mare 
named Pass Me the Hearts, by 
Buckpasser out of a Double Jay 
mare. Aided by the expertise of 
Shamrock Farms manager Jim 
Steele, the mare got in foal to 
Opening Verse and produced a 
colt in 2000. 


Little Man Farm—^named 
after German toys Wilham 
Brown played with as a child— 
soon saw its horse holdings 
expand. At the 2002 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale. Brown “stole” (his 
word) the mare Tanwi (Ire). A 
Group 3 winner at 2, the then 
15-year-old Tanwi was sold in 
foal to Polish Numbers, and 
Brown was thrilled to get her 
for $6,500. Flashing Numbers 
was foaled the following spring 
at Shamrock Farms. 

After Tanwi produced a colt 
by Eastern Echo in 2004 but 
failed to get back in foal, the 
Browns, determined to trim 
their growing band of horses, 
sold her for $1,200 at the 2005 
Keeneland January sale.

50 YEARS AGO 

B The Maryland Dog Racing Association, a recent¬ 
ly incorporated group, announced that it intended 
to seek approval for legalized dog racing in the 
upcoming Maryland General Assembly The group 
hoped to build two tracks, one in Prince Georges 
County, one in Baltimore County. 

‘‘Can Maryland, with 120 days of mile racing, 60 
days of half-mile sport, and 96 evenings of harness 
action, absorb still more patimumel racing?’’ won¬ 
dered writer Joe B. Hickey Jr. “Already the [racing] 
calendar is so crowded that intramural conflicts are 
unavoidable, even forcing the spring opening into 
the first week of March, and extending the fall sea¬ 
son through mid-December.” 

Dog racing never matenali^d in Maryland 
B The first Australian horse ever brought to the 
U.S. to compete in Laurel Race Course’s $100,000 
Washington, DC., International, *Ptince Cortauld, 
arrived at Merryland Farm in late August to prepare 
for the mile and a half grass race scheduled for 
November. 

A 6-year-old bred in New Zealand, *Prince Cor¬ 
tauld was Australia’s fourth all-time leading money- 
winning Thoroughbred. His new owner. Forest 
G. Smith Jr. of Cahfornia, transported ^Prince 
Cortauld to the U.S., where Reinier Vandernat took 
over training duties. 


10 YEARS AGO 


B Award-winning photographer 
Neena Ewing died at the age of 45. 
During a 25-year career launched 
with The Maryland Horse, Ewing spe¬ 
cialized in racing and conformation 
shots, and photographs of children. 
She not only chronicled horse-relat¬ 
ed events but also participated in 
them, riding and showing, and earher 
worked as a groom and exercise rider 
at Maryland race tracks. 

“She was a real professional and a 
perfectionist,” said steeplechase rider 
and trainer Charlie Fenwick. “Neena 
was tough: A horse had to stand right 
for Neena—sooner or later, they all 
would stand right for Neena.” 

B Maryland-bred Cigar’s extraordi¬ 
nary streak of 16 consecutive victo¬ 
ries, including wins in the Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl and the Dubai 
World Cup, ended when he finished 
second behind Dare and Go in Del 
Mar’s $1 million Pacific Classic-Gl. 
After surviving a three-way speed 
duel with Siphon (Brz) and Dramatic 
Gold, Cigar could not hold off the 
late-running Dare and Go, losing by 
three and a half lengths. 



B Harold H. Ferguson, who man¬ 
aged Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Saga¬ 
more Farm in Glyndon, Md., for 
nearly 30 years, died at the age of 
84. Ferguson had earlier served as 
the first Maryland field secretary for 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro¬ 
tective Association (HBPA).

ZOago 

B Marylander Elaine Bass ford 
was enjoying racing suc¬ 
cess with her first homebred. 
Double Gate Lady, a 3-year-old 
by Groton out of Scorcher 
who captured a division of Tim- 
onium’s Windfall Handicap for 
her sixth win, and fourth stakes 
victory, in 11 career starts. 

Bassford and her husband, 
Nick, purchased the unraced 
Stage Door Johnny mare 
Scorcher, with Double Gate 
Lady in utero, for $16,500 
at the 1977 Keeneland Fall 
Sale. Double Gate Lady was 
Scorcher’s first foal. 

StiU, Double Gate Lady was 
not the best horse in which 
the Bass fords had a stake that 
season. Nick Bassford was a 
partner in Double Paces Stable, 


which sent out graded winner 
Thirty Eight Paces to finish 
fourth in the 1981 Preakness. 

The Bas^ords, for many years 
among Maryland's leading breeders, 
eventually retired Double Gate Lady 
to their farm in Davidsonville, Md., 
where she became a graded stakes 
producer 

B Frank Gall, president and 
founder of the West Virginia 
Thoroughbred Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation, died at age 65. GaU 
was part-owner of O’Sullivan 
Farms and had served as a race 
track official, in addition to 
being a race horse owner and 
trainer. 

B Multiple stakes winner and 
1980 Maryland-bred horse of 
the year Dave’s Friend was 
reunited with his former own¬ 
er/breeder/trainer Bob Beall 
after he failed to train properly 
for new owner John Franks. 
Sold to Franks earlier in the 
year, the 6-year-old gelding 


had triumphed in the Bold 
Ruler Stakes—and finished 
second in the Suffolk Downs 
Handicap—for his new owner 
before the training setback. 

BeaU ordered x-rays for 
Dave’s Friend, and results con¬ 
firmed his suspicion: an ankle 
chip and a suspensory problem. 

Away from the races for nearly 
10 months, Dave's Friend returned 
to campaign for five more seasons 
before retiring with a total of 17 
stakes victories and a bankroll of 
$1,079,915. One of Franks's favor¬ 
ite horses, the gelding died this past 
fune at age 31. 

B In his editorial, Maryland 
Horse editor Snowden Carter 
noted that the points made in 
an address written by Robert 
Gunderson, president of the 
California Jockey Club, also 
apphed to Maryland. 

Gunderson wrote: “The 
owner/breeder incentive pro¬ 
grams are a proper marriage 


between government and pri¬ 
vate enterprise. They alert and 
educate the legislative bodies to 
the financial impact of the 
industry; how it generates 
investment and creates employ¬ 
ment. In other words, these 
programs are excellent public 
relations tools for the racing 
industry with the legislature 
and communities throughout 
the state. 

“All race tracks depend on 
state legislatures for their sur¬ 
vival. If racing can be seen as 
the end result of a state-wide 
agricultural program, it will get 
much more favorable consider¬ 
ation in the legislative haUs than 
it would as a form of urban 
recreation, or even as a source 
of tax revenue. 

“Therefore, the pohtical 
importance of the breeders pro¬ 
grams cannot be overempha¬ 
sized with regard to their impact 
on the survival and economic 
health of the race tracks.”

Only three times in the 
71-year history of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Associ¬ 
ation's yearling show had an 
owner exhibited the grand 
champion of back-to-back 
shows, the most recent be¬ 
ing Jeanne Begg and Fendall 
Clagett in 1978 and '79. After 
the 72nd renewal of the show 
for Maryland-breds, held 
on June 25 at the Timonium 
Fairgrounds horse show ring, 
there is now a fourth. 

Cary Jackson of White Hall, 
Md., had only one entry at 
this year's show —a colt from 
the first Maryland-sired crop 
of Preakness winner Louis 
Quatorze out of Carna (by De- 
here). But that colt caught the 
eye of classic-winning trainer 


Tim Ritchey in the second 
class of the day After examin¬ 
ing a total of 89 yearlings from 
six different classes, Ritchey 
pinned Jackson's colt his top 
selection. 

Jackson was presented the 
grand champion Chanceland 
Farm Challenge Trophy, which 
returns to the show each year 
until an owner takes perma¬ 
nent possession by winning 
it three times. Jackson's confi¬ 
dence in his athletic colt was 
such that when he returned 
the trophy to the MHBA the 
week before the show, he not¬ 
ed that he'd soon be taking it 
back home. 

Last year's top prize was 
won by Jackson's colt by Cryp¬ 
toclearance out of Lady Tiara 


(by Vice Regent), who was 
later sold at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Year¬ 
ling sale for $135,000. 

Jackson said plans are to 
offer the Louis Quatorze colt 
—^who is out of a half-sister 
to Algar from the family of 
Henny Hughes—at this year's 
sale, but then hedged a bit as 
to whether he may keep him. 

If the grand champion 
goes to the sale, Ritchey will 
most likely take another look. 
Ritchey has traveled to the 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic auc¬ 
tions at the Timonium sales 
pavilion many times to inspect 
young horses, and has found 
stars such as Preakness/Bel¬ 
mont Stakes winner Afleet 
Alex (at the May 2-year-olds

sale) and Pennsylvania Derby- 
G3 winner Smart Guy (at the 
Eastern Fall Yearling sale) on 
these trips. 

Ritchey's role as judge 
at this year's yearling show 
became even more challeng¬ 
ing when, for the first time in 
more than 20 years, rain fell 
during a good portion of the 


day, making it more difficult 
for Ritchey to evaluate the 
Maryland-bred youngsters. 

Ritchey searched for cor¬ 
rect, racy individuals while 
examining their strides as they 
were led around the soupy 
ring. "I want a horse who will 
stay sound two or three years," 
noted the trainer. Ritchey add¬

ed that even though he was 
not aware of the pedigrees of 
any of his class winners prior 
to their being judged, they 
were all horses he'd love to 
train. 

In discerning his top picks, 
Ritchey selected those he felt 
were slightly more developed, 
noting that the champion and 
reserve champion, a Hennessy 
filly shown by her breeders, 
Frank and Ginny Wright, both 
had great hindquarters and 
"a bit of a racier look" at this 
stage. 

The Wrights, who showed 
the 2001 Yearling Show grand 
champion, won Class VI with 
their only entry this year. The 
filly is the second foal out of 
Royal Feat (by Kingmambo), 
a half-sister to the Wrights' 
graded stakes mare Blue Sky 
Princess and Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Ladies winner Vaguely 
Rich. 

The show kicked off with a 
class of colts or geldings sired 
by Maryland stallions and 
foaled prior to March 31,2005. 
Taking top honors was a son 
of Partner's Hero bred and 
owned by David and JoAnn 
Hayden's Dark Hollow Farm. 
The colt is the first foal out of 
the Unbridled mare Kinlin, a 
half-sister to multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes-winning juvenile 
Dubleo. 

The Class III winner (for 
out-of-state sired colts or geld¬ 
ings) was also a Dark Hollow 
entrant. The More Than Ready 
colt out of Clever Phrase 
(Clever Trick) is a half-brother 
to stakes-placed Yingyingying, 


herself a class winner (she took 
Class VI in 2002) as well as a 
yearling show purse premium 
recipient. All yearlings judged 
at the show are eligible for the 
$40,000 premium, distributed 
annually to the top four show 
contestants who earn the most 
money at race tracks in North 
America at 2 and 3. 

This year's highest-ranked 
Maryland freshman sire was 
Country Life Farm's No Ar¬ 
mistice, a son of Unbridled 
who sired the winner of Class 
IV (for fillies by Maryland 
sires foaled prior to March 27, 
2005). Shades of Purple Thor¬ 
oughbreds owns the chestnut 
filly, who is the first foal of the 
Oh Say mare Say Becky. No 
Armistice had two other fillies 
place in the classes. 

Northview Stallion Station 
added a trophy to its collec¬ 
tion when three-time Mid- 
Atlantic leading sire Not For 
Love ranked as the show's 
top Maryland sire for the third 
time in the past six years, 
thus retiring the Worthington 
Farms Challenge Trophy. 

Of the eight Not For Love 
yearlings shown, six picked up 
ribbons, including the Class V 
winner, a bay filly out of Baste 
(by Broad Brush) owned and 
bred by Robert T. Manfuso 
and Katharine M. Voss. The 
filly's stakes-winning dam 
was also bred and owned by 
Manfuso and Voss.

James B. (Jim) Steele Jr., 
longtime manager of Sham¬ 
rock Farms in Woodbine, Md., 
has been elected president of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association (MHBA). 

Steele succeeds William K. 
(Billy) Boniface, who led the 
organization for the past two 
years. 

Also elected by the MHBA 
board at its July meeting were 
Ann W. Merryman, vice-presi¬ 
dent, and Robert T. Manfuso, 
secretary-treasurer. 

Steele, who had served as 
MHBA vice-president for the 
past two years, is a native of 
Lexington, Ky, and a graduate 


of Western Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity. He also completed gradu¬ 
ate courses in equine nutrition, 
virology and chemistry at the 
University of Kentucky. 

Before being hired to man¬ 
age Shamrock in 1977, Steele 
served a two-year internship 
at Gainesway Farm in Ken¬ 
tucky. Shamrock, owned by 
the family of the late Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers owner Arthur J. 
Rooney, has long been one of 
Maryland's most prominent 
commercial Thoroughbred 
breeding establishments. 

Since 2005, Steele has also 
managed the breeding opera¬ 
tion at Maryland Stallion Sta¬ 


tion in Glyndon, which stood 
10 stallions this past season. 

Steele and his wife, Chris, 
who is also instrumental in 
the operation of Shamrock, 
have five sons, the youngest 
of whom is in high school. 

Steele's role as MHBA lead¬ 
er almost certainly will focus 
largely on political issues and 
potential slots legislation. 

"Our future is so depen¬ 
dent on politicians, and our 
industry is so dependent on 
what they allow us to do, that 
until the [gubernatorial] elec¬ 
tion this fall, it's hard to say 
where we are headed," said 
Steele. 











His priorities include en¬ 
suring that breeders receive 
a fair share of any future rev¬ 
enue from slots. 

Steele said he will also 
work to bring the MHBA's 
membership into a closer 
working relationship with the 
organization. 


"d want all MHBA mem¬ 
bers to know that they have 
a voice in this association/' 
Steele said. "We need to pull to¬ 
gether in these trying times." 

Merryman, a trainer as 
well as a breeder and owner, 
was first elected to the MHBA 
board in 1996 and is serving her 
first term as an officer. She has 


been chairman of the MHBA's 
breed promotion committee. 
Merryman's family's involve¬ 
ment extends back to the 
MHBA's earliest days, as her 
grandfather Louis McLane 
Merryman helped to found 
the association in 1929. Her 
father, the late John B. Merry¬ 
man, and sister Katharine M. 


Voss served as president from 
1974 to 1976 and 1985 to 1987, 
respectively. 

Manfuso, co-owner with 
Voss of Chanceland Farm in 
West Friendship, Md., is a 
longtime owner/breeder. He 
has served as the MHBA's sec¬ 
retary-treasurer since 2003. ^

In memoriam: 

Johnny Jackson 


Johnny Jackson, a re¬ 
vered Maryland horseman, 
died on June 24 at the age of 
85. 

Mr. Jackson trained and 
handled horses in the show 
ring and elsewhere for al¬ 
most 60 years. 

He lived most of his life 
in the home where he was 
born in Potomac, Md. Mr. 
Jackson started working 
with horses at the age of 12 
with Charlie Carrico at the 
Potomac Hunt Club, where 
he would ride a horse and 
lead another to the hunt 
meets. His formal show ca¬ 
reer began in 1949 as man¬ 
ager and trainer for Dr. and 
Mrs. Alvin Kay's Boginod 
Farm in Potomac, and he 
went on to campaign hunter 
champions Portmaker, Rip¬ 
ple Boy, Happy Briar and 
Port's Image with riders 
such as Kathy Kusner, Fran¬ 
ces Rowe, Bobby Burke, Joe 
Fargis and Bobbie Gardner 
Stedding. 

In the late 1960s, Mr. 
Jackson began raising Thor¬ 
oughbreds on his own 
Potomac farm while still 
employed by Dr. Kay. His 
foundation broodmare. 


Racing Flicha, won several 
state champion Thorough¬ 
bred broodmare titles. Mr. 
Jackson subsequently cam¬ 
paigned several successful 
youngsters, including his 
own Racing Pass, breed¬ 
ing champion at Upperville 
in 1970; Worthy of Some¬ 
thin', 1982 Devon winner; 
and 1983 and '84 American 
Horse Shows Association 
(AHSA) high score award 
winners Sea Drums, Brass 
Buttons and Step'n Time. 

Mr. Jackson was an active 
member of the Maryland 
Horse Shows Association 
(MHSA)'s board of direc¬ 
tors and served as chairman 
of its hunter breeding com¬ 
mittee from 1980 to 1984. 
During this time he initiated 
and organized the MHSA 
Futurity for yearlings and 
weanlings. 

In 1981, he was present¬ 
ed with the John A. Wagner 
Jr. Memorial Perpetual Tro¬ 
phy—"awarded annually 
to the MHSA member who 
has, in the opinion of the 
MHSA board of directors, 
contributed the most to the 
betterment of the associa¬ 
tion and its participants." ^

Tom Wine¬ 
brener serves as president 
of the Cloverleaf Standard- 
bred Owners Association, the 
horsemen's group that owns 
Rosecroft Raceway through 
the corporate entity Cloverleaf 
Enterprises Inc. Winebrener 
also is a member of the board 
of the Maryland Standardbred 
Breeders Association. 

Nigh has assisted her par¬ 
ents in their farm operation 
throughout her life, and also 
has worked in their family- 
owned sales agency. During

2-year-old filly of2005, defeated older 
state-bred fillies and mares in the 
$60,000 Goldfinch Handicap on July 4 at 
Monmouth Park. 

Bred and owned by Patricia Generazio, Pure 
Disco immediately went to the lead in the six-furlong 
Goldfinch, carving out fractions of :22.70, :45.78 and 
:58.05 before stopping the timer in 1:10.89. Tony 
Wilson saddled the winner. 

Beautiful East, who pressured Pure Disco most 
of the way, finished a length and a quarter back in 


second, with Summer Sting another length and a 
quarter behind in third in the field of eight. 

Pure Disco, by Disco Rico out of the Concorde’s 
Tune mare V for Vera, broke her maiden at first 
asking as a 2-year-old in July 2005. In September, 
she ran third in Monmouth’s Sorority Stakes after 
setting the pace, and then two months later annexed 
the filly division of the Newjersey Futurity at the 
Meadowlands while leading at every call. 

The Goldfinch was the fourth win in 10 starts for 
Pure Disco, whose earnings stood at $156,160 after 
the race.

command soon after the 
start in the $60,000 Colts 
Neck Handicap for New Jersey-breds 


on July 3 at Monmouth Park, then 
held Hey Chub at bay to win the six- 
furlong event by a length and three- 
quarters in 1:09.09 over a fast main 
track. 




Who^s the Cowboy, a 4-year-old gelding, broke 
sharply and seized the lead from Hey Chub after 
about two furlongs. From there, he maintained a 
measured advantage over that opponent. Why Oh 
Why ended up third, a length and a half behind Hey 
Chub, the 17-10 favorite. 

"I didn^t think he’d be in front,” said winning 
trainer Kevin Sleeter. "He broke a lot better than 
usual. I think he^s improving as a 4-year-old.” 

Bred by Carolyn Sleeter, the son of Intensity out 
of the Better Arbitor mare Image’s Image was making 
his second start of 2006; he finished fourth in the 
John J. Reilly Handicap on May 27 at Monmouth 
Park. 

"The horse really made my job easy,” jockey Eddie 
King said. "He had been training really well in the 
morning, so I expected him to be good. He caught a 
terrible track in his last race, so he didn’t get to run 
his race.” 

The Colts Neck was Who’s the Cowboy’s third 
career stakes victory; he accounted for the Rumson 
and City Zip Stakes, both at Monmouth, in 2005. 
With the Colts Neck score, his record improved to 
eight wins in 19 starts, with earnings of $349,273.

F. Eugene Dixon completed his most 
recent term as a member and chairman of the 
Pennsylvania State Horse Racing Commission on 
June 30, and notified Governor Ed Rendell of his 
resignation from the commission. Sadly, Mr. Dixon 
died slightly more than a month later, on August 2, 
following a brief battle with cancer. He was 82. 

Dixon served a total of 16 years as chairman, 
guiding the industry through many major changes 
to its landscape. During his tenure, he spearheaded 
efforts to bring about simulcasting, account 
wagering, off-track betting and the soon-to-be 
implemented slots at the state's race tracks. 

Always dynamic and well informed, Dixon 
was a great supporter of Thoroughbred racing 
and breeding in the state. A memorial tribute will 
appear in next month's newsletter. 

SECOND GRADE 1 WINNER 
FOR REAL QUIET 

Wonder Lady Anne L, a daughter of 
Pennsylvania stallion Real Quiet, won one of 
America's premier races for 3-year-old fillies, the 
$300,000 Coaching Club American Oaks-GI, on 
July 22 at Belmont Park. 

This is Real Quiet's second Grade 1 winner in 
2006, as his daughter Pussycat Doll captured the 
Humana Distaff Handicap on Kentucky Derby day 
at Churchill Downs. 

Champion 3-year-old and winner of the 
Kentucky Derby and Preakness, Real Quiet stood 
his first season in Pennsylvania this year at Regal 
Heir Farms in Grantville for $6,500 live foal ($5,000 
for Pennsylvania foaling mares). 

SLOTS UPDATE 

Recent and anticipated actions by the 
Pennsylvania Gaming Control Board give every 


indication that conditional slots licenses will be 
awarded at the board's upcoming September 27 
meeting. 

The board resolved a longstanding problem 
on June 28 when it formally licensed several 
suppliers and distributors, and in so doing started 
the statutory 90-day clock before it could grant 
conditional category one (race track) licenses. 

Philadelphia Park is in the midst of a major 
rehab project that, when completed, will allow 
for nearly 2,000 slot machines to operate in the 
current grandstand on a temporary basis late this 
fall. 

Penn National has cleared the site of its 
original grandstand, which was razed this past 
spring, and is expected to commence construction 
of a new permanent facility once its conditional 
license is granted. 

Site preparation work has been completed at 
Presque Isle, and work on both the race track and 
the gaming facility has begun in earnest. Officials 
there have expressed a desire to begin slots 
operations in early 2007, with an abbreviated race 
meet by late summer. 

Mohegan Sun at Pocono Downs has nearly 
completed its rehab of its existing facility and is 
expected to open for slots as soon as is practicable, 
once its conditional license is granted. 

The newly constructed Chester Downs is 
expected to open for racing in late September, 
and it, too, will begin slots operations shortly 
thereafter.

Owner David Ross finds success at Colonial Downs 


H ighly successful commercial real estate 
developer David Ross, whose Vienna- 
based Atlantic Realty develops shopping centers, 
may seem an unlikely candidate for getting into 
for an activity such as Thoroughbred racing, in 
which even the most modest accomplishment 
can sometimes seem like a major triumph. As 
president of Atlantic Realty, Ross, 50, must keep 
his eye on the profit margin of any project his 
firm undertakes; even so, he took his eye off the 
bottom line long enough to acquire a racing 
stable that currently feeds 45 horses in five states 
with five different trainers. 

That includes approximately 30 runners at Colonial Downs, 
where Ross led all owners in wins in 2005 with 15 victories 
from 54 starters. And he roared into leadership on the owners’ 
list this season by opening the Colonial meet—and simultane¬ 
ously celebrating his 50th birthday—on June 16 with a trio of 
victories: Raising Charlie in the second race. Dr. Dubai in the 
sixth and Private Scandal in the eighth. 

“I enjoy racing in Virginia and I really want racing to 
succeed here,” Ross said. “Everything about [the facility at] 
Colonial Downs is just right. The people are nice, and the track 
is well run. I want to see Colonial Downs and the Virginia-bred 
program grow.” 

Part of Ross’s success as an owner can be attributed to the 
research he has devoted to building a stable. He consults a vari¬ 
ety of informational resources—Ragozin sheets, Brisnet and 
Thoro-Graph, to name just three—before making decisions. At 
nights and on weekends he uses this mental exercise to wash 
away the stresses associated with his real estate business, in the 
same manner others might relax over a crossword puzzle. 

“David is realistic about what each horse can achieve,” 
explained trainer Daniel M. (Speedy) Smith wick, who sent 
out Ross’s Dr. Dubai to take a turf sprint on opening day at 
Colonial, and who handles the owner’s Kentucky-based run¬ 
ners. “He’s active in selecting races for his horses and is great 
about finding spots where his horses will be competitive.” 

Ann Merryman, who oversees training for Ross’s operation 
at Colonial and at Taurel Park and Pimlico in Maryland—and 
who saddled his other two opening-day winners—concurs. 
“He’s the best student of the [Rogozin] sheets,” she noted. “And 
he’s really kind to his horses. If I tell him a horse isn’t right for a 
race he was looking forward to, he says to wait. He lets me retire 
a horse when I tell him it’s time. That makes my life as a trainer 
easier. It also makes me happy as a horseman.” 


Ross’s research also has paid off via his suc¬ 
cess in buying horses at 2-year-olds in training 
sales, during which he works closely with both 
Merryman and Smith wick. “I look for pace, 
speed and pedigree in the horses I purchase,” 
Ross said. “I leave things like conformation, 
which require a lifetime to understand, to 
others.” 

A native of Virginia who currently lives 
in Great Falls, Ross first became involved in 
Thoroughbred ownership through Richard 
Blue, another commercial real estate devel¬ 
oper. Together, they bought a few horses in 
partnership in the late 1980s. But Ross decided to concentrate 
his energies on business after launching Atlantic Realty in 
1992—over the intervening years the firm has developed more 
than 10 million square feet of property—then jumped back into 
the game in 2003 when introduced to Merryman through Blue. 
Merryman, in turn, put the owner in touch with Smithwick. 
Additionally, trainer David Geist runs Ross’s operation at Penn 
National; Mike Pino supervises Ross’s stable at Delaware Park; 
and Frank Russo handles all horses in New York. 

Even though he’s branched out to a handful of race tracks 
in the East and Midwest, Ross’s primary interest remains in 
Virginia, where he can indulge a professed love for turf racing at 
Colonial. The Merryman-trainedVirginia-bred Cobbley’s Jewel, 
for example, who Ross owns in partnership with Blue, captured 
the track’s 2004 $50,000 Adena Springs/Oakley Stakes at a mile 
and a sixteenth on the grass, and this past June the now 5-year- 
old mare returned to the track to annex a $13,000 claiming 
turf sprint. (In his biggest score to date, Ross won the $100,000 
Baltimore Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint on this year’s Preakness 
undercard with the 7-year-old My Lord, also conditioned by 
Merryman.) 

And he has begun to buy yearlings. Last year, Ross, advised by 
Merryman and Smithwick, purchased 10 babies, then sent them 
to Sharon Maloney at Dogpatch Farm in Warrenton for break¬ 
ing. The first of these to start. Native Ruler, a 2-year-old colt by 
Elusive Quality out of the Dixieland Band mare Taj annub, broke 
his maiden impressively first time out at Colonial on July 8 at 
five furlongs on the turf for Merryman. 

Such triumphs have made Ross hungry for the most famous 
American race of all, the Kentucky Derby, although he ration¬ 
ally allowed that “winning the Kentucky Derby is going to be 
quite difficult.” On the other hand, getting a prospect to the 
Derby is something those who know Ross best wouldn’t bet 
against.

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Tribute to late West Virginia 
owner/breeder Charles Jenkins 


T he value of a man's life can be 
measured in an infinite variety 
of ways. Some pound their 
chest boisterously seeking the 
endorsement of the masses, while 
others lead quietly through example. 
Charles S. Jenkins followed the 
second path. A West Virginia-based 
Thoroughbred owner and breeder, 
Mr. Jenkins died on June 9 at the 
age of 67. 

Born March 10,1939, in Laurel, 

Md., he was the son of James 
and Meriam Jenkins. Mr. Jenkins 
graduated from Northwest High 
School in College Park, Md., and 
American University in Washington, 
D.C. He served two tours of duty 
with the United States Marine Corps 
during Vietnam, and was awarded 
the National Defense Service Medal, 
Combat Action Ribbon, Republic 
of Vietnam Cross of Gallantry and 
Republic of Vietnam Campaign 
Medal. 

For many years he worked for 
the United States Postal Service in 


Washington, D.C., while maintaining 
his Thoroughbred operation at his 
farm. Oak Hill, in Rippon, WVa. 

Treasurer of the West Virginia 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
(WVTBA) at the time of his death, Mr. 
Jenkins previously served as vice- 
president of this association and was 
a longtime board member. 

He was also a member and past 
president of the South Jefferson 
Ruritan Club and a member of the 
American Legion. 

Cynthia O'Bannon, WVTBA 
president, referred to Mr. Jenkins as 
a man of impeccable principles. 

"In my capacity as president, I 
viewed Charlie Jenkins as a voice 
of reason in any heated debate," 
noted O'Bannon."! was fortunate to 
have him officiate over our financial 
records and grateful to draw from his 
considerable knowledge." 

Michelle Shrader, executive 
director of WVTBA, recalled Mr. 
Jenkins as a man of the highest 
standards: "Charlie was a friend. 


father figure and adviser. He had a 
quiet disposition but was passionate 
about his beloved West Virginia. I 
visited him often after he had taken 
ill, and it is a loss that we will not 
replace in this office." 

Veteran West Virginia horseman 
Buck Woodson called Mr. Jenkins a 
"man's man. Charlie Jenkins was an 
honest and well-respected person in 
the WVTBA. He was admired for his 
work ethic and fiscal responsibility." 

Local breeder Joe Painter 
recounted his meeting with Mr. 
Jenkins as a newcomer to the 
West Virginia scene: "Charlie was 
extremely helpful in getting my 
operation attuned to the local rules 
and regulations. I and my family will 
miss his accommodating style, and 
we express our sincerest sympathies 
to his family for their loss."

S am Huff, Hall of Fame football 
great and founder of the West 
Virginia Breeders Classics, 
reminds fans and horsemen 
that this year's edition of the 
races—the 20th—will take place on 
Saturday, October 14.

Huff is proud to include Hall of

leads all riders. Additionally, he holds 
the record for earnings in Breeders' 
Cup races ($22,913,360) and is the 
only jockey to have ridden in the first 
20 Breeders' Cups. 


Day has nine wins in Triple Crown 
races and is the all-time leading rider 
at Churchill Downs. His best mounts 
include Easy Goer, Lady's Secret, 
Turkoman, Summer Squall, Tabasco 
Cat and Unbridled. Inducted into 
racing's Hall of Fame in 1991, Day 
was the Eclipse Award-winning 
jockey in 1984,1986,1987 and 1991. 

In retirement, he has served as 
a spokesperson for the Race Track 
Chaplaincy of America. Day will be 
a welcome addition to the always 
spirited and entertaining Breakfast of 
Champions.

Two of last year's champion West 
Virginia-breds, horse of the year 
Original Gold and leading 3-year- 
old filly Carnival Chrome, made 
their 2006 debuts in Charles Town's 
$50,000 Sadie Hawkins Handicap on 
July 15. 

When the gates opened. Original 
Gold, ridden by Travis Dunkelberger, 


sprang to the early advantage, with 
Carnival Chrome chasing her under 
rider Dale Whittaker. 

The duo curved into the backside 
with the order unchanged, followed 
by three rivals, including Alaska 
Ash. On the backstretch. Carnival 
Chrome surged to the lead, with 
Original Gold, the 13-10 favorite, 
offering little resistance. 

Carnival Chrome swaggered 
home three and a half lengths in 
front of Alaska Ash, with Stormin 
Rachael another three lengths 
behind in third. Original Gold wound 
up last after tiring badly. Trained by 
David Walters, Carnival Chrome 
ran the seven furlongs in 1:26.30 
while recording her fifth victory from 
six career starts and boosting her 
earnings to $104,880. 

Carnival Chrome's only loss 
came when she finished third as 
the odds-on favorite to Bravura and 
Miss Angel in last year's West Virginia 
Division of Tourism Breeders Classic 
Stakes, the final start of her 3-year- 
old campaign.

Breeders, owners and 
trainers have been meticulously planning 
for another Maryland Million Day for 
months. 

Maryland Million Day should be a 
day of fun, a brief time to put aside the ills 
and problems of the vast state breeding 
and racing industry, beset by increasing 
competition from neighboring states. 

Ironically, it was Maryland, with its 
racing roots dating back to the 18 th 
century, that introduced the sport to 
nearby states. Today, with expanded 
gaming bolstering race track purses in 


West Virginia, Delaware and soon in 
Pennsylvania, Maryland racing faces 
unprecedented threats. 

Even so. Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding remain a $1 billion industry in 
Maryland. 

Maryland Million Day has been a 
winner from its first running in 1986.

the Maryland Million on a seasonal 
basis. The fee to nominate a stallion to 
the Maryland Million is an amount equal 
to the stallion’s stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must 
be renominated every year. When his 
nomination fee is paid each year, all foals 
conceived in that breeding season are 
eligible for nomination to the Maryland 
Million. 

Owners have three options when 
nominating foals to the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion: 

A single payment of $250 by 
December 31 of the weanling year or 

For horses not nominated as 
weanlings—$600 by December 31 of 
the yearling year or 

A $1,500 payment by June 30 of 
their 2-year-old year. 

Once nominated, a horse remains 
eligible throughout his or her racing 
career. 

When owners of foals and stallions 
nominate their horses to the Maryland 
Million, they make a long-term invest¬ 
ment. 

Nominator awards totaling 10 per¬ 
cent of the purse for each race are paid to 
the original foal and stallion nominators. 
The amount is divided 2 percent to first; 
1.5 percent to second; 1 percent to third; 
and .5 percent to fourth. 

Often these awards come several 
years down the road, after a race horse is 
no longer owned by the individual who 
paid the nomination fee. 

Although most Maryland Million 
starters are Maryland-breds, a horse need 
not be a Maryland-bred in order to com¬ 
pete in these events. A horse is bred in 
the state in which he is foaled. 
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Eleven other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 20 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Horses bred 
in Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, Massachu¬ 
setts, Nebraska, New Jersey, New York, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Virginia 
and West Virginia have gone to the post. 

Winners have come from a total of 
seven states and Canada. Fifty-two of 
the 211 events have gone to horses bred 
outside of Maryland.

Leading stallions

scratch-off ticket 
promotes 
Mainland Million 


THIS YEAR—IN A MAJOR INNO- 
vation—^the Maryland Lottery has joined 
forces with the Maryland Million. The 
Lottery’s Maryland Million scratch-off 
ticket hit sales stands on July 21 and 
already is building added awareness of 
the Maryland racing industry’s showcase 
event on October 14. It’s all but certain to 
bring newcomers to Laurel Park on race 
day through a second-chance drawing 
worth $1 million. 

All of that is especially pleasing 
to Buddy W. Roogow, director of the 
Maryland Lottery, who said he’s “been 
close to the racing industry in some way, 
shape or form for a number of years.” 

Roogow, who has directed the Lottery 
since 1996, served as deputy chief of 
staff for former Maryland Governors 
William Donald Schaefer and Parris 
N. Glendening. Before that, he was 
the County Administrator in Howard 
County. 

A native of Baltimore, he is a gradu¬ 
ate of City College (high school) and the 
University of Maryland, College Park. 
He describes himself as a lifelong sports 
fan. 

Roogow was interviewed by Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred editor Lucy Acton 
on June 29 in his office at Lottery head¬ 
quarters in Baltimore. 

Question: What led the 
Lottery to become involved 
with the Maryland Million? 

Answer: I’ll talk in general. The 
Maryland Lottery has as one of its major 
goals to work in concert with the racing 


industry and to complement its efforts 
and certainly to help it become even 
more successful in Maryland. 

With the inability to provide slots at 
the tracks, I think it’s even more incum¬ 
bent upon the Lottery—and other major 
industries in the state—to try to preserve 
and protect a historic tradition and a very 
valuable economic enterprise in the state 
of Maryland. And I know that’s the gov¬ 
ernor [Robert L. Ehrlich Jr.]’s program. 
I know the governor very much wants to 
do that, as evidenced by the fact that for 
four straight years he introduced legisla¬ 
tion to try to achieve that. 

Also, the Lottery in the past has 
been the source of some subsidies to the 
industry in the form of purse enhance¬ 
ments. So there is somewhat of a history 
or tradition of the Lottery working with 
the racing industry. And we want to do 
all we can to foster its program as well 
as our own. 

One of the jewels of the Maryland 
racing calendar, besides the Preakness, 
is the Maryland Million. And the Lottery 
has for years been one of the [Maryland 
Million] sponsors. We thought maybe we 
could do something more this year. So 
we got in touch with the racing industry 
folks who promote the Maryland Million 
and said we’d like to do something to 
help you. 

We do a lot of scratch-offs each year. 
The legislature requires that all our rev¬ 
enue go to the General Lund. We don’t 
have the ability to share revenue from the 
sale of any of our products, but maybe 
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we can gamer more attention and in 
other ways complement the efforts of the 
Maryland Million to reach the general 
public. So we created a scratch-off. 

Scratch-offs are very popular with our 
Lottery players and this new Maryland 
Million ticket is sure to be a winner too. 
The $5 ticket features wonderful imagery 
of Maryland horse racing in action. In 
addition to a top prize of $50,000 on the 
ticket, it also has a terrific second-chance 
promotion. Players who send in their 
non-winning Maryland Million ticket by 
October 2 will be entered into a drawing 
for $1 Million. The Lottery will hold two 
preliminary drawings for a total of 12 
finalists who will compete for the $1 mil¬ 
lion on Maryland Million Day. But even 
if they don’t make the deadline for the $1 
million drawing, players can bring their 
non-winning tickets for free admission 
to the Maryland Million race and enter 
into a drawing that day for $5,000! It’s a 
really great way to show our support for 
Maryland horse racing. 


For the Lottery, it continues to expand 
our brand and makes us part of the 
economic fabric of the state. It gives 
us an opportunity to continue to make 
ourselves a key element in major events 
that the state holds, and also provide the 
racing industry another venue by which it 
can gain attention, hopefully attract more 
paying customers and get them to enjoy 
the races and maybe make a few wagers 
while they’re doing that. If all that works, 
then we’re both better for it. 

Q: It sounds like an awe¬ 
some opportunity. 

A: Yes, I hope so. That’s the way I 
look at it. It is an awesome opportunity 
for the Maryland Million and also for the 
Maryland Lottery. 

It’s consistent with the governor’s pro¬ 
gram. He’s talked about slots for years 
now being a major way for Maryland rac¬ 
ing to rejuvenate itself. And the governor 
is very concerned about the horse farms 
in Maryland, the fact that more and more 
horses are leaving Maryland for other

states, where the purses are richer. We 
want to keep them here. If the Lottery can 
do something, in the absence of slots, to 
help promote that, we’re going to do it. 

We’re happy to do it; we’re happy to 
have the cooperation of the racing indus¬ 
try in doing so. 

Q: Why this year? 

A: I think it’s become apparent in 
the last couple of years that slots weren’t 
going to happen right away. So we thought 
it was time for us to look at other things. 
Communication between the Lottery and 
Maryland racing has increased over the 
last year or two. We’re trying to keep 
Maryland racing abreast of the programs 
that we have, and we thought this would 
be a good opportunity to help one of 
the major jewels of the Maryland racing 
calendar. 

So I don’t know if there’s any specific 
reason I can tell you any more about why 
this year, but I think better now than next 
year. 

Q: Do you expect this to be 
a continuing project? 


A: If it’s successful, I don’t see why 
not. If the scratch-off sells, as we think it 
will—it’s very attractive—^and if people 
are excited by the opportunity that they 
have through a second-chance promotion 
to win a million dollars, then I think it’s a 
winner for everybody. 

Q: How many do you have 
to sell to make it successful? 

A: Usually we have a run of two 
million scratch-offs, and we would hope 
to sell it out. And I don’t see any reason 
why we wouldn’t; most of our tickets 
eventually sell out. We have to sell this 
one fast because it goes on the market 
in July, and Maryland Million Day is in 
October. 

I think it will sell well. People like 
graphically appealing tickets, and I would 
be surprised if they don’t like this ticket. 

Q: And you’ll be out there 
at Laurel Park doing promo¬ 
tional activities on Maryland 
Million Day? 

A: We’ll be out there on Maryland 
Million Day. We’ll be advertising it on

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our Keno monitors. We’ll have television 
commercials about it. We’ll make the 
public aware that it’s out there, and we 
hope that the racing industry will do all 
that it can to give its support also. 

Q: Could you talk a little bit 
more about your views on the 
horse industry? 

A: Racing is ubiquitous in Maryland. 
First of all, there’s the tradition. And 
Maryland is one of the most storied states 
regarding horse racing in the country. 

I think that the industry is certainly 
vulnerable right now because of what’s 
happened in Delaware, what’s happened 
in West Virginia, what’s about to hap¬ 
pen in Pennsylvania, where we have 
subsidized racing as a result of slots 
programs. Maryland is left definitely at a 
disadvantage. I personally—and I know 
the governor also feels this way—want to 
do all the state can to further the indus¬ 
try’s interests. Without a slots program 
it definitely becomes more difficult. But 
hopefully this can be one element of the 
program that comes forward. 

Racing is so valuable to the economic 
well-being of the state. It provides thou¬ 
sands of jobs, it preserves beautiful land 
that otherwise might be developed. And 
what could be more important than that 
today? In terms of land preservation, in 
terms of economic development and the 
preservation of a valuable industry, let 
alone the enjoyment of the public. One- 
hundred and twenty thousand people 
don’t go to the Preakness every year 
because they don’t like horse racing. 
There’s definitely an attraction there. You 
just have to make it more exciting. 

Consumers today have so many things 
bombarded at them—so many opportu¬ 
nities and ways for them to spend their 
money and also ways for them to gamble, 
the Lottery being one of them. So racing 
has to offer other kinds of enticements 
for people to become interested and stay 
interested in horse racing. Other states 
have been able to do it; I don’t see why 
Maryland can’t. 

Q: If slots were to be legal¬ 
ized, you might find yourself 
much more closely connected 
with the racing industry.

Three-time leading 
Maryland sire Not For 
Love appears to have a 
lock on the Maryland 
Million Sprint, as his 
son Saay Mi Name 
became his third 
consecutive winner 
in 2005, following in 
the swift footsteps of 
Michael’s Pride and 
My Poker Player. 

Not For Love has 
had two winners on 
each of the past four 
Maryland Million cards, 
propelling him into a 
tie for fourth on the 
leading sires list. 


A: Sure. And we’ve wanted that for 
years. There would be a direct rela¬ 
tionship between the Maryland Lottery, 
assuming the Lottery would be running 
the slots program, which is what the 
legislation [proposed in recent years] had 
in place. 

The tracks would be renovated, they 
would be modernized; people would find 
them exciting to go to. So it’s definitely 
something that I would be looking for¬ 
ward to. 

In all the states that have slots pro¬ 
grams, racing has thrived and the Lottery 
has thrived; it all operates through the 
Lottery in some way, shape or form. 
Neither has suffered. I anticipate that 
would be the case here, too. We’d have 
achieved a major goal of this administra¬ 


tion and done something I think the pub¬ 
lic wants, which is to preserve the farms, 
to maintain a viable industry and to com¬ 
pete against the surrounding states. 

Q: The racing industry does 
have concerns about its pro¬ 
gram becoming secondary to 
slots. Racing, itself, is impor¬ 
tant. 

A: Racing is very important, not 
only for the enjoyment of the public but 
also for the behind-the-scenes work. It 
provides jobs—as I’ve already said—and 
the preservation of valuable farm land. It 
keeps an industry thriving that’s critical 
to the state. 
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Frugal Doc- 
Persistence paid off 

Frugal Doc truly was a horse of des¬ 
tiny. 

In 1996, at the age of 9, he upset the 
Maryland Million Classic, returning a 
stakes-record payoff of $72.20. It was 
an instance of try, try again. The son 
of Baederwood had made five previous 
starts in Maryland Million competition, 
including back-to-back runner-up fin¬ 
ishes in the Classic in his most recent 
efforts. 

Frugal Doc now lives at the Howard 
County farm of his former trainer Scott 
Posey and his wife Kerry, who once was 
Frugal Doc’s exercise rider. 

“He’s doing well,” said Scott Posey, 
who claimed Frugal Doc for $16,500 
on behalf of owners Edward Wilson and 
Steve Madeory. 

Frugal Doc, bred in New Jersey by 
late veterinarian George Rosenberger, 
made a grand total of 113 career starts, 
earning $768,183. 

Scott Posey, who quit training horses 
for the real estate business, has not given 
up the idea of returning to the track. 

Currently, the Poseys own a 2-year- 
old by Eastern Echo named Huckleberry- 
pjones, who is preparing for his first start 
with Dale Capuano. 

Frugal Doc is not lonely in his old 
age. He has a companion—a pony named 
Lacy who is ridden by the Poseys’ two 
daughters, Isabel, 6, and Sophie, 4. 
And Kerry Posey occasionally takes the 
Maryland Million star on a trail ride. 

Edgar Prado— 

A national leader 

In the 1996 running of the Maryland 
Million, Edgar Prado rode three winners 
in a row (the Distaff, Nursery and Oaks) 
to take the lead in the jockeys’ stand- 
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ings—^nine victories over eight for Julie 
Krone. 

Ten years later, Prado—who earned 
widespread acclaim for his handling of the 
injured Kentucky Derby winner Barbaro 
in this year’s Preakness—^remains at the 
top of the jockeys’ standings with a total 
of 16 wins, followed by Mario Pino (15) 
and Ramon Dominguez (13). 

Prado, contacted recently for his 
reflections on the Maryland Million, was 
surprised to learn that he still leads despite 
not having won a Maryland Million race 
since 1998. 

“I like the Maryland Million and I 
would love to be there again if I get a 
good horse to ride,” he said.
